OVER 90 per cent of enumera¬ 
tors engaged in the first test 
phase for Census 2021 opted to 
use a smartphone app, which 
will be deployed for the first time 
in the 16th decennial exercise, 
according to data from the Office 
of the Registrar General of India. 

A senior official told The Indian 
Express that 6,482 out of 7,102 
enumerators registered for data 
collection through their own 
mobile devices for the pre-test 
period from April 12 to September 
30 — they will be given an incen¬ 
tive of Rs 5,000 each.

OBSERVING THAT “allegations 
against the accused were found 
serious” and the “CBI has appre¬ 
hension that because of his 
status and position, the investi¬ 
gation may be hampered by the 
accused”, a Delhi special court 
Thursday sent Congress leader 
and former Union Minister 
P Chidambaram to Tihar Jail for 
14 days in the INX Media case. 

Arrested on August 21 by the 
CBI which is probing alleged 
corruption in the case, 
Chidambaram was remanded in 
judicial custody till September 


19 by Special Judge Ajay Kumar 
Kuhar after his CBI custody ran 
out Thursday. 

Hours earlier, the Supreme 
Court had dismissed 
Chidambaram’s petition chal¬ 
lenging the Delhi High Court 
order that denied him anticipa¬ 
tory bail in a separate money 
laundering case filed by the 
Enforcement Directorate in the 
INX Media matter. The bench 
said grant of relief at this stage 
“will hamper the investigation”. 

In the special court, 
Chidambaram’s counsel, senior 
advocate Kapil Sibal, moved an 
application, offering to surren¬ 
der before the court in the ED 
case. The court issued notice to 
the ED and set September 12 for

arguments. 

Sibal later moved an applica¬ 
tion asking the court to provide 
security to Chidambaram — he 
has Z-category cover — in a cell 
with a cot and western toilet. 
Solicitor General Tushar Mehta, 
appearing for CBI, told the court 
that adequate safety arrange¬ 
ments will be made during 
Chidambaram’s stay injudicial 
custody. He has been allowed to 


carry his medicines to jail. 

Earlier, Mehta sought 
Chidambaram’s judicial custody, 
saying the allegations against 
him were serious in nature, and 
the accused was powerful 
enough to tamper with evidence 
and influence witnesses. 

When Sibal argued that the 
court be shown some evidence 
that witnesses were being influ¬ 
enced or evidence tampered, 
Mehta submitted the statement 
of a witness in the case: “I know 
that this is not the right stage for 
this. I am doing this to satisfy the 
court’s conscience. You can 
clearly see how this witness can 
be influenced.”

Anticipatory 
bail granted in

GRANTING ANTICIPATORY bail 
to Congress leader and former 
Union Minister P Chidambaram 
and his son Karti in the Aircel- 
Maxis case filed by the CBI and 
Enforcement Directorate, a 
Delhi special court, while noting 
that the allegations against 
them were “not of a grave 
magnitude”, came down heav¬ 
ily on the probe agencies 
Thursday for the “unexplained 
delay in investigation” and 
“unwarranted discrimination” 
between two sets of accused. 

Special Judge O P Saini, in his 
order, said “the entire evidence 
relating to the commission of of¬ 
fence is documentary in nature 
and is not liable to be tampered 
by the applicants/accused”. 

Comparing the allegations 
faced by the Chidambarams 
with that against DMK leader 
and former Union Minister 
Dayanidhi Maran and others in 
the same case, judge Saini said 
“the allegations against the 
applicants/accused are also not 
of a grave magnitude as the 
amount of bribe/ laundered 
money is only Rs 1,13,61,125 
which is paltry in comparison to 
the allegations against 
Dayanidhi Maran and others,

THE SUPREME Court on 
Thursday said PDP leader and 
former J&K Chief Minister 
Mehbooba Mufti’s daughter Iltija 
was “free to meet her mother in 
private” in Srinagar, where she is 
under detention for over a 
month now following the 
Centre’s decision to scrap the 
state’s special status. 

The bench of Chief Justice of 
India Ranjan Gogoi and Justices 
S A Bobde and S Abdul Nazeer, 
however, said that “so far as 
moving around in other parts of 
Srinagar is concerned, the 
petitioner would be free to do so 
subject to requisite permission 
from the district authorities as

PATHBREAKING WRITER, 
staunch liberal, a lover of 
Bombay, and an artist whose 
final years were shadowed by 
allegations of sexual harassment 
— Kiran Nagarkar passed away 
in Mumbai on Thursday night 
after suffering a brain haemor¬ 
rhage. He was 77. 

Like many of that generation, 
Nagarkar was rooted in a cosmo¬ 
politan, bilingual modernity. His 
imagination gave Indian writing 


in English an electric charge, a 
bawdy energy that saved it from 
derivative dullness. His first 
novel, SaatSakkam Trechalis, was 
written in Marathi in 1974; its 
urban, male angst could be 
traced to predecessors such as 
Bhalchandra Nemade’s Kosala 
(1963) but there was no mistak¬ 
ing this striking, new voice. 

Over two decades later, would 
come the blockbuster. Ravan Ef 
Eddie (1994) started out as a 
screenplay, but turned into a car- 
nivalesque novel about two boys 
in a Mumbai chawl — a novel 
which inevitably pops up on best¬ 
loved books by Indian writers. 

“In 1978, a well-known 
director of serious Hindi films 
approached me to write a 


screenplay... He may have 
dropped my two heroes and 
their story, but I owe Ravan Ef 


Eddie to him,” he wrote. 
Nagarkar followed his two 
heroes across two more novels, 


The Extras and Rest in Peace. It 
was a trilogy shaped by Mumbai, 
its cinema and its mythical 
energy. 

Myths turned fertile in 
Nagarkar’s imagination, in ways 
that often challenged the conser¬ 
vative. His play Bedtime Story, 
written in 1978, was a nihilist, 
amoral reworking of the 
Mahabharata. It riled the Shiv 
Sena enough for it to be banned 
for 17 years. But it is Cuckold, 
which is Nagarkar’s finest work— 
a book that sank soon as it was 
published, and has been rediscov¬ 
ered by successive generations. A 
tale of 16th century Mewar, it is a 
dizzying upending of ideas of 
masculinity, heroism and love.

release, Sibal told the court that 
“there is no proposition of law 
in which the prosecuting agency 
can say that when custody is 
over, then judicial custody is a 
must. The judge has to apply his 
mind to the facts as demon¬ 
strated to the court.” 

He also spoke about the 
Letters Rogatory sent to differ¬ 
ent countries by the investigat¬ 
ing agency, and told the court, 
“they are saying that I 
(Chidambaram) am so influen¬ 
tial that I can influence sover¬ 
eign governments. An LR is sent 
to the investigating agency of a 
particular country and they 
seek out the information 
sought. What kind of submis¬ 
sion is this? That I am so pow¬ 
erful that I can influence the in¬ 
vestigating agencies of other 
countries?”. 

Judge Kuhar, in his order, 
said: “The allegations against 
the accused were found serious, 
therefore he was remanded to 
police custody. The investiga¬ 
tion of the case is still in 
progress. The CBI has apprehen¬ 
sion that because of his status 
and position, the investigation 
may be hampered by the ac¬ 
cused. It is not a case where the 
accused can be ‘released’ at the 
stage of considering his exten¬ 
sion of remand as submitted by 
the counsel for the accused. 


Now having considered all the 
facts and circumstances of the 
case, the nature of investigation, 
the accused is remanded to ju¬ 
dicial custody.” 

In the Supreme Court, the 
bench of Justices R Banumathi 
and A S Bopanna did not grant 
relief to Chidambaram in the ED 
case: “Having regard to the ma¬ 
terials said to have been col¬ 
lected by the respondent, 
Enforcement Directorate, and 
considering the stage of the in¬ 
vestigation, we are of the view 
that it is not a fit case to grant an¬ 
ticipatory bail.” 

With the court dismissing 
the petition, Chidambaram 
withdrew another plea chal¬ 
lenging the correctness of his ar¬ 
rest. 

The bench said that “in a case 
of money-laundering where it 
involves many stages of‘place¬ 
ment’, ‘layering i.e. funds moved 
to other institutions to conceal 
origin’ and ‘interrogation i.e. 
funds used to acquire various as¬ 
set’, it requires systematic and 
analysed investigation which 
would be of great advantage.” 

The provision for anticipa¬ 
tory bail, the bench said, should 
only be invoked in exceptional 
cases where the case alleged is 
frivolous or groundless. 

“In the case in hand, there 
are allegations of laundering the 


proceeds of the crime. The 
Enforcement Directorate claims 
to have certain specific inputs 
from various sources, including 
overseas banks. Letter rogatory 
is also said to have been issued 
and some response have been 
received by the department. 
Having regard to the nature of 
allegations and the stage of the 
investigation, in our view, the in- 
vestigating agency has to be 
given sufficient freedom in the 
process of investigation,” the 
bench ruled. 

It, however, expressed dis¬ 
pleasure at the High Court judge 
extracting from the note of the 
agencies in his order denying 
anticipatory bail. 

“The learned Single Judge 
was not right in extracting the 
note produced by the 
Enforcement Directorate/CBI 
which, in our view, is not a cor¬ 
rect approach for consideration 
of grant/refusal of anticipatory 
bail. But such incorrect approach 
of the learned Single Judge, in 
our view, does not affect the cor¬ 
rectness of the conclusion in re¬ 
fusing to grant anticipatory bail 
to the appellant in view of all 
other aspects considered 
herein,” it said. 

The ED had urged the court 
to look at the material it had col¬ 
lected during the probe and 
handed over to the court in a 


sealed cover. Senior advocates 
Kapil Sibal and A M Singhvi, ap¬ 
pearing for Chidambaram, had 
opposed this, saying there was 
no provision in law which al¬ 
lowed the investigating agency 
to hand the court case material 
that had not been put to the ac¬ 
cused. 

On this, the bench said: 
“Where the interest of justice re¬ 
quires, the court has the powers, 
to receive the case diary/mate- 
rials collected during the inves¬ 
tigation”. It then said that in “the 
present case... we have con¬ 
sciously refrained from open¬ 
ing” it “lest, if we peruse the ma- 
terials collected by the 
respondent and make some ob- 
servations thereon, it might 
cause prejudice to the appellant 
and the other co-accused”. 

It also turned down 
Chidambaram’s prayer to sum¬ 
mon transcripts of his interro¬ 
gation to decide if he had been 
evasive. 

In May 2017, the CBI had reg¬ 
istered an HRalleging irregular¬ 
ities in the Foreign Investment 
Promotion Board (FIPB) clear¬ 
ance granted to the INX Media 
group for receiving overseas 
funds of Rs 305 crore in 2007 
when Chidambaram was 
Finance Minister. The ED later 
lodged a money laundering case 
in the matter.

where the bribe/laundered 
amount was Rs 749 crore, but he 
(Maran) was not arrested.” 

“An investigating agency 
should not discriminate be¬ 
tween two similarly situated ac¬ 
cused, as this is against the mle 
of law. It may be noted that un¬ 
warranted discrimination in the 
treatment given to different ac¬ 
cused in the same case violates 
the basic norm of our 
Constitution that the state in¬ 
strumentalities should always 
operate in a just fair and reason¬ 
able manner,” he said. 

Directing the 

Chidambarams to join the 
probe, the court asked them to 
furnish a bond of Rs 1 lakh each 
with surety. They have been di¬ 
rected not to contact, threaten 
or influence any witness or 
tamper with any evidence. They 
have also been told not to leave 


the country without prior per¬ 
mission of the court. 

Senior lawyers appearing for 
the Chidambarams told the 
court that both have been inter¬ 
rogated several times by the ED 
and are no longer required for 
any other purpose. 

Granting bail, the court said 
“the entire evidence relating to 
the commission of offence is 
documentary in nature and is 
not liable to be tampered by the 
applicants/accused”. It said that 
since the Chidambarams are 
Members of Parliament, there is 
no apparent possibility of them 
fleeing from justice. 

“Considering the distance of 
time between commission of al¬ 
leged crime and filing of instant 
applications, unexplained delay 
in investigation, there being no 
possibility of the applicants/ac¬ 
cused tampering with evidence 


or threatening any witness or 
fleeing from justice and there 
being no possibility of the also 
of the applicants/accused com¬ 
mitting a similar crime again... I 
am satisfied that it is a fit case for 
grant of benefit of anticipatory 
bail,” judge Saini said. 

The court also noted that the 
ED had filed its complaint on 
June 13,2018 and a supplemen¬ 
tary complaint was filed on 
October 25,2018. The matter is 
listed for consideration of cog¬ 
nizance but the ED, instead of ar- 
guing on the point of cog¬ 
nizance, has been seeking date 
after date since the filing of the 
complaint. 

“This conduct of the ED 
speaks for itself and needs no 
frirther elaboration. The investi¬ 
gation is even otherwise highly 
belated as almost entire mate¬ 
rial was in possession of the in¬ 


vestigating agency since the 
very beginning,” the court said. 

Chidambaram was Union 
Finance Minister when Maxis 
acquired stake in Aircel. The 
agencies alleged he played a role 
in getting Foreign Investment 
Promotion Board (FIPB) ap¬ 
proval for the deal. The Aircel- 
Maxis deal, the agencies said, 
was worth over Rs 3,500 crore 
and should have been referred 
to the Cabinet Committee on 
Economic Affairs (CCEA) since 
the Finance Minister had au¬ 
thority to clear FDI approvals 
through HPB only up to Rs 600 
crore. 

The CBI and ED also alleged 
that Advantage Strategic 
Consulting Pvt Ltd (ASCPL), a 
company “indirectly controlled” 
by Karri, received a consultancy 
fee of Rs 26 lakh from Aircel 
Televentures.

A DIVISION bench of the Kerala 
High Court has mled that details 
of a person’s bank account is per¬ 
sonal information and any de¬ 
mand to disclose such details 
without “passing the tests of le¬ 
gality, need and necessity, and 
proportionality” amounts to in¬ 
fringement of a citizen’s right to 
privacy enshrined in the 
Constitution. 

The bench of C K Abdul 
Rahim and R Narayana Pisharadi 
was on Thursday hearing over a 
dozen writ petitions from retail 
fuel dealers who had challenged 
the demand of the public sector 
oil marketing firms that the deal¬ 
ers furnish sales tax returns, 
bank account statements and in¬ 
come tax returns pertaining to 
their dealership. 

The dealers appealed to the 
division bench after a single¬ 
bench verdict held that details 
sought by the companies are 
with respect to the dealership 
and not with regard to any per¬ 
sonal matter of the dealers. 

The division bench did not 
find any merit in the argument 
that the dealers have an obliga¬ 
tion to furnish such details. “On 
the basis of a contract between 
an individual and a body corpo¬ 
rate, right to privacy of that indi¬ 
vidual cannot be infringed. A 
contract entered into between 
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A DAY after a video of an injured 
nilgai being buried alive in Bihar’s 
Vaishali district went viral, the po¬ 
lice filed an FIR against the driver 
of the earth mover used in the in¬ 
cident but no arrests had been 
made so far. 

The video, which has been 
circulated locally since August 
30, drew widespread outrage on 
Thursday and shows an earth 
mover pushing an injured ani¬ 
mal into a pit and burying it with 
mud. According to police, the 
video was shot in a village under 
Bhagwanpur police station. 

Bhagwanpur police station 
in-charge Chandrabhushan 
Shukla said: “We have booked a 
JCB driver on complaint of 
Lalganj ranger.” The accused has 
not been arrested so far. 

Vaishali Superintendent of 
Police Manavjit Dhillon had or¬ 
dered an inquiry on August 30 it- 


two parties, even if one party is a 
State, cannot be said to be a law.” 

Observing that the relation¬ 
ship between a bank and the cus¬ 
tomer is fiduciary, the court said 
the fact that the information is al¬ 
ready available with the bank 
does not change the nature and 
the character of that information. 

“The right to privacy is not lost 
as a result of confidential informa¬ 
tion being parted with by the cus¬ 
tomer to the custody of the 
bank...Moreover, the bank is un¬ 
der obligation to maintain secrecy 
of such information unless disclo¬ 
sure of it is required by law,” the 
bench observed. 

The bench said any action by 
the state or its agencies which 
curb or restrict the right to privacy 
of a citizen should pass three tests; 
test of legality, that is, such action 
must have a legislative or statu¬ 
tory basis; test of need and neces¬ 
sity, that is, such action shall serve 
a definite purpose in public inter¬ 
est; and test of proportionality, 
that is, such action shall be at the 
minimum level required to 
achieve the object. 

The oil firms argued that they 
were seeking dealers to furnish 
the information to ensure that the 
retail outlets are not operated on 
benami basis. 

However, the court said the 
firms have no right to ask retail 
dealers to furnish their income tax 
returns and bank account state¬ 
ments as a condition for continu¬ 
ing the petroleum retail dealer¬ 
ship granted to them. 


self. Several reports had also sug¬ 
gested that Lalganj MLA

At the time it begins the de¬ 
scent, sometime after 1:30 am 
Saturday, Vikram would be trav¬ 
elling at about 6 km per second, 
orabout21,600 km per hour. That 
is about 30 to 40 times the aver¬ 
age speed of commercial airlin¬ 
ers, which usually travel at speeds 
between 500 to 900 km per hour. 
Within 15 minutes, Vikram 
would need to bring down its 
speed to 2 metres per second 
(about 7 km/hr) or lower to en¬ 
able a safe landing. 

If successful, this would be 
India’s first soft landing on the 
moon’s surface. Only the US, the 
former USSR and China have been 
successful in landing humans or 
machines on the moon. 

Chandrayaan-2 has had a 
smooth journey so far, but it is not 
difficult to see why Sivan’s de¬ 
scription of the final descent cap¬ 
tures the essence of this journey. 
Just five months back, in April this 
year, an Israeli attempt to make a 
soft landing on the moon ended 
in failure. Its Beresheet spacecraft 
was unable to slow down suffi¬ 
ciently enough and crash-landed 
on the moon. Of a total of 109 mis¬ 
sions to the moon so far — flybys, 
orbiters, landers, rovers and hu¬ 
man landings—41 have been un¬ 
successful. But it is also a fact that 
after the moon exploration re¬ 
sumed in the 1990s following a 
near two-decade lull, Beresheet 
has been the first and only failure. 
Three of these missions, all from 
China, have made soft landings on 
the moon. Others were flyby or 
orbiter missions and did not in¬ 
volve landing. 

To apply brakes on its speed in 
deep space, Vikram will fire 
thrusters in the direction of its 
movement If fired in the opposite 
direction, these thmsters provide 
acceleration. This is similar to the 
recoil that a gun experiences af¬ 
ter firing a shot. This is exactly 
how a rocket also takes off — by 
burning and ejecting propellants 
in downward direction. But if fired 
in the direction of movement, the 
thrusters would slow down the 
spacecraft. Vikram has an on¬ 
board propulsion system that will 
operate according to a pre-de- 
fined profile. 

When it is about 100 metres 
above the surface, Vikram will be¬ 
gin what is called a hazard avoid¬ 
ance manoeuvre. It is supposed to 
land at a site located between two 
large craters. But it is only after it 
reaches so near the surface that it 
would be able to assess whether 
the chosen location is flat enough, 
and free of any stones or boulder, 
to land safely. This kind of granu¬ 
lar detailing of moon’s surface 
cannot be seen from the earth. At 
this point, if everything goes ac¬ 
cording to the programmed pro¬ 
file, Vikram’s downward move¬ 
ment would almost come to a 
half the firing of the thmsters pro¬ 
viding enough upward lift to bal¬ 
ance the gravitational pull. If its 
onboard cameras detect any 
problem with the location, 
Vikram can move around a few 
metres horizontally to locate and 
land at a safer place. 

About three hours after land¬ 
ing, the six-wheeled robotic vehi¬ 
cle called Pragyan would come 
out of the lander and slope down 
to the moon’s surface to roam 
around and collect data.

is ‘free’”. 

“Tarigami thereafter indicated 
in the officer’s presence that the 
security vehicles of his Z plus se¬ 
curity have been withdrawn and 
that although no order of deten¬ 
tion had been shown to him, his 
security has been instructed by 
the authorities not to allow him 
or his family members to move 
out of the house or allow any per- 
son from outside to enter the 
house for the last 25 days,” 
Yechury stated. 

The CPM leader said he was 
not allowed to stay overnight with 
Tarigami and was taken to a gov¬ 
ernment guest house and 
brought back the next morning. 
He saidTarigami told him that “he 
and his family including his chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren are in de 
facto house arrest” and that “pro¬ 
visions for the house are brought 
by the security officers”. 

On the situation in Kashmir 
linked to his visit, Yechury stated 
in the affidavit that “no sooner 
had he got out of the aircraft, 
within the aerobridge itself, two 


police officers approached him 
and took him to a room in the air¬ 
port arrival area”, where SSP Mir 
Imtiyaz Hussain met him. 

Yechury said the SSP refused 
to leave his side even when he 
was with Tarigami in his house. 
He said the officer sat “uninvited” 
in the drawing room “for the first 
hour... although there was no 
need for him to be present there”. 
The SSP only left the room when 
specifically requested to do so, the 
affidavit said.

The Census will have code 
numbers linked to set responses 
for descriptive questions, to min¬ 
imise varied responses that need 
to be categorised post-data col¬ 
lection. Officials say the 2011 
Census publication was signifi¬ 
cantly delayed by the large num¬ 
ber of varied responses to open- 
ended questions. The migration 
data for the 2011 Census was re¬ 
leased at the end of July. 

Up until 1965, a hand-held 
“card punch” was used for data 
collection. In 1991, the data was 
digitised on a personal computer 
and stored locally. Until that point, 
the Census collected data of the 
entire country’s population, but 
only digitised a selected 5-40 per 
cent of the data. 

The 2001 Census was a huge 
technological leap with an “intel¬ 
ligent character recognition sys¬ 
tem” that detected handwriting 
and allowed for all collected data 
to be digitised. This more than 
halved the public release time of 
10 years. 

This time, three optional mo¬ 
bile applications — houselisting, 
population enumeration, 
National Population Register—as 
well as the web portal were de¬ 
veloped in-house by a seven-per¬ 
son team in the Data Processing 
Unit (DPU) of the Registrar 
General, which has a 1PB storage 
centre.

DDA ORDERS PROBE INTO NARELA INCIDENT 

Worker dead, 13 injured after lift 
snaps, falls 3 floors at DDA site

A 21-YEAR-OLD labourer died 
and 13 others were injured af¬ 
ter a lift at an under-construc¬ 
tion Delhi Development 
Authority (DDA) site in Outer 
North Delhi fell from the 10th 
floor to the 7th floor Thursday 
morning. 

The incident took place at 
DDA’s category II houses at 
Sector A1 to A4 in Narela 
around 8.30 am. 

The victim has been identi¬ 
fied as Sanjay Singh, a resident 
of a village in Uttar Pradesh’s 
Rampur. 

DCP (Outer North) Gaurav 
Sharma said, “A PCR call regard¬ 
ing the incident was received at 
9 am. Preliminary investigation 
shows that a wire in the lift, 


meant for taking construction 
material from the ground floor 
to the upper floors, snapped 
and the lift broke.” Police said 
that an FIR for causing death 
due to negligence has been filed 
at Narela police station. 

The construction of the 25- 
storey building was being done 
by a private company called 
Ahluwalia Contracts Private 
Limited. 

In a statement, DDA said, “A 
trolley meant for carrying 
labourers, preparing for paint¬ 
ing jobs outside of dwelling 
units, fell down due to some 
mechanical failure. The DDA has 
directed the contractor to pay 
suitable compensation, appli¬ 
cable under relevant labour 
laws, to the family of the de¬ 
ceased and injured. The 
Superintending Engineer of the 
DDA has been entrusted to en-

quire into the safety lapses at 
site.” 

An official from Ahluwalia 
Contracts Pvt Ltd, who was at 
Lok Nayak Hospital where 
Singh was taken, said, “The 
workers were on the lift even 
before the shift began, the 
thekedaar wasn’t present... 
safety equipment such as hel¬ 
mets and safety belts are pro¬ 
vided.” 

Manoj Ram, one of the in¬ 
jured labourers, said, “As usual, 
we took the lift to begin work 
and upon reaching quite a 
height, the wire broke and the 
lift fell down a few storeys. 
At least 14 of us were aboard 
the lift.” 

Singh was shifted to Lok 
Nayak Hospital, where he died 
during treatment around 
3.30 pm. He was a painter. 

His brother Manveer Singh 


(28), also a painter, said, “My 
brother moved to Delhi six 
months ago and got married 
two months ago. On Friday 
morning, I was 80 km away 
from him, doing the same 
job when his colleagues called 
me and said he had been in¬ 
jured.” 

Manveer said Singh was be¬ 
ing paid Rs 500 a day for the job, 
and joined the site a few weeks 
ago after he returned to Delhi, 
following Rakhi celebrations on 
August 15. 

He is survived by his wife, 
parents and nine siblings. 

“He moved to Delhi to earn 
better wages and was hoping to 
save enough in the next few 
months so that he could afford 
a better place for his wife to 
move in... She lives in the village, 
and we have told her about the 
incident,” said Manveer. 



Amity scuffle: Cops probe 
molestation case against 2 


Noida: A day after three stu¬ 
dents of Amity University were 
arrested for allegedly assault¬ 
ing two other students, 
police are investigating a mo¬ 
lestation case filed against 
those beaten up. 

“We are in the process of 
identifying the other accused... 
The woman who had called the 
other students is also under the 
ambit of investigation. But since 
she has filed a case of molesta¬ 
tion against the two, her state¬ 
ment will be recorded before a 
magistrate and due procedure 
will be followed,” said Vineet 
Jaiswal, SP City. 

On August 28, an altercation 


took place between the students 
who were beaten up and a 
woman student allegedly over a 
parking spot. The woman al¬ 
legedly called other students to 
help her. 

Police said CCTV footage of 
the assault shows men attack¬ 
ing the students. Even faculty 
members received injuries 
while trying to break up the 
fight, police said. 

The two students received 
serious injuries to the head and 
required stitches.

Family gets threats 
for letting girl ride 
bike, two booked

TWO MEN have been booked 
for allegedly giving death 
threats to a family for letting 
their daughter drive a Royal 
Enfield motorcycle in a Greater 
Noida village. Police said an FIR 
has been filed in connection 
with the incident. 

“We have received a com¬ 
plaint from the father of a stu¬ 
dent that two men in the vil¬ 
lage, Sachin and Kallu, objected 
to his daughter driving around 
on a Bullet motorcycle. The 
anger increased to an extent 
that the men hounded the fam¬ 
ily and manhandled the father. 
A case under IPC sections 352 
(punishment for assault), 452 
(trespassing) and 506 (intimi¬ 
dation) has been filed and ac¬ 
tion will be taken,” said 
Ranvijay Singh, SP Rural. 

Police are also looking into a 
possible case of molestation 
and said relevant sections of the 
IPC and POCSO Act will be 


added after due investigation. 

According to the complaint, 
the accused saw the girl taking 
out the Bullet for a joyride in the 
village on August 31. The ac¬ 
cused then went to the girl’s 
house and threatened her fa¬ 
ther with dire consequences in 
the event she is seen on the bike 
again. The accused allegedly 
chased the father to the rooftop 
and assaulted him. They also 
fired rounds in the air to intim¬ 
idate the family members be¬ 
fore leaving, states the com¬ 
plaint. 

“It happened all of a sudden 
and the entire family, including 
my daughter, is in fear. I am 
hoping police will take strict ac¬ 
tion against those who threat¬ 
ened us,” said the father. 

Local members of the village 
claimed that a panchayat was 
held, which also concurred that 
the girl should not be riding the 
motorcycle. 

According to police, Sachin 
is a history sheeter and the na¬ 
ture of cases against him are be¬ 
ing investigated. 


‘Woman killed by son, 
grandson over property’ 


New Delhi: A 70-year-old 
woman was killed, allegedly by 
her son and minor grandson, 
over a property dispute in North 
East Delhi. Police have arrested 
her 50-year-old son and appre¬ 
hended her minor grandson for 
the murder. 

According to police, the 
woman was strangled to death 
on Wednesday. “After reaching 
the spot, we found an elderly 
woman lying dead on a cot. Her 
body was taken to GTB Hospital 
for a post-mortem,” said DCP 
(North East) Atul Thakur. 


“The elder son was the only 
one present in the house. Initially 
he tried to mislead us, but he 
later confessed to committing 
the crime with the help of his 
son. They choked her to death,” 
Thakur said. 

Police said the accused had 
earlier filed a property case 
against his mother. “She had dis¬ 
connected the electricity con¬ 
nection of his living area and 
wanted to get the portion va¬ 
cated. A case under IPC Section 
302 (murder) has been regis¬ 
tered,” said the DCP.

The arrests come two days 
after Kaushal, a notorious gang¬ 
ster, was taken into remand by 
Faridabad Police for questioning 
in the case. His wife and help, ar¬ 
rested in July, revealed they had 
planned the murder at his behest.

“Head constable, Raju, was ar¬ 
rested under IPC Section 120B 
(criminal conspiracy to commit 
an offence punishable with 
death). He has also been dis¬ 
missed from service,” said PRO of 
Faridabad Police Sube Singh. 

Anil Yadav, ACP (Crime), said 
Raju was in touch with Kaushal, 


providing him numbers of peo¬ 
ple from who the gangster then 
tried to extort money. He had 
also been in touch with Kaushal’s 
accomplice, Sachin Khedi, who 
was arrested Wednesday. 

Police said the PSO, Pradeep 
Dhariwal, had been posted with 
Chaudhary for the last five-six 
years and knew about his where¬ 
abouts and schedule. “Dhariwal 
is friends with Raju; he shared 
Chaudhary’s mobile number and 
informed Raju of his where¬ 
abouts. He had also told him they 
could get money out of 
Chaudhary,” said ACP Yadav. 

This information about the 
spokesperson’s whereabouts and 
activities, police said, was then 
passed on by Raju to Khedi, with 
the latter using it to conduct rec¬ 
ces and plan the murder. 


In return, Raju would receive 
large sums of money from the 
Kaushal gang. In the first week of 
August, police said, he had picked 
up Rs 3 lakh from Kaushal’s 
mother in Gurgaon. 

According to police, Raju was 
also in touch with other gang 
members, including Khedi, Amit 
DagarandNeeraj Faridpur. Dagar 
and Neeraj are lodged in Bhondsi 
jail in a murder case. Police said 
they were using the same phone 
to keep in touch with Kaushal. 

Chaudhary was shot dead in 
June outside a gym in Sector 9. In 
July, police had arrested Kaushal’s 
wife and help. Following 
Kaushal’s arrest, Commissioner 
of Police K K Rao said he had been 
trying to extort money from 
Chaudhary and had planned his 
murder after he failed to pay up.

Happiness is impor¬ 
tant,” he said, referring to Delhi 
government’s happiness cur¬ 
riculum. 


Mukherjee said the book was 
important as it is replete with ex¬ 
periences and learnings of a re¬ 
medial route. 

CM Arvind Kejriwal, who 
was also present, said when AAP 
came to power, their main aim 
was to have a common educa¬ 
tional platform for all. 

“Many suggested that we 
should pass an order that all 
MLAs and officers in Delhi will 
send their children to govern¬ 
ment schools. But we wanted it 
to be a choice... Today, Delhi has 
given the message of hope. It can 
be done,” he said.

AFTER AMRAPALI and 
Unitech, the National Buildings 
Construction Corporation (NBCC) 
may soon be taking over incom¬ 
plete projects of yet another be¬ 
leaguered real estate company, 
Jaypee Infratech Limited. 

A Supreme Court Bench of 
Justice A M Khanwilkar and 
Justice Dinesh Maheshwari 
Thursday gave the Corporation 
three weeks to submit a revised 
proposal for taking over 27 un¬ 
finished projects of the group. 
The court allowed the time to 
NBCC after the Corporation as¬ 
sured that it will come up with a 
revised proposal for this. 

Appearing for the Centre, 
Additional Solicitor General 
Madhvi Divan said the Finance 
Ministry will assist the 
Corporation in coming up with 
the revised proposal. 

On September 3, while issu¬ 
ing a notice to NBCC, the court 
had said: “In view of the sugges¬ 
tions made, we would like to 
know from the NBCC whether it

would be in a position to submit 
a revised plan to address the as¬ 
pirations of various stakeholders.” 

The court had also said that 
it would waive taxes if NBCC was 
to take over the incomplete proj¬ 
ects. Appearing for the home- 
buyers, Advocate M L Lahoty 
highlighted his concern with re- 
spect to the pace of work of 
Amrapali projects undertaken 
by NBCC, and said the 


Corporation should commit to 
pay up in case it fails to deliver 
the flats as per schedule. 

On this, the court said those 
who want to give suggestions 
can give it to NBCC in a week. 

The top court directed all 
stakeholders including home- 
buyers to make representation 
to NBCC within one week so that 
their concerns are taken note of 
in the revised plan. 


Hostels, free debate, no curfew: What’s on the 
mind of DUSU women presidential candidates

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBERS 

TWO OF the three major stu¬ 
dent organisations contesting 
the Delhi University Students’ 
Union (DUSU) polls this year 
have fielded women students 
as their presidential candidates. 
Last year, all three primary 
presidential candidates were 
men. 

This year, Congress-backed 
NSUI has fielded Chetna Tyagi 
— a third-year BA Programme 
student at Shaheed Bhagat 
Singh College (Evening), and 
Left-affiliated AISA has fielded 
Damini Kain, an MA student of 
Political Science at the univer¬ 
sity, as their presidential candi¬ 
dates. 

While AISA has consistently 
been fielding women as their 
presidential candidates over the 
years — the last time they had 
done so was in 2016 — NSUI had 
last fielded a woman presiden¬ 
tial candidate in 2008. 

“NSUI’s campaign this year 
is against inequality and dis-

crimination at DU. Women are 
the most affected. Patriarchy, ca¬ 
sual sexism and misogyny have 
been institutionalised during 
these years of the BJP govern¬ 
ment,” said NSUI national in¬ 
charge Ruchi Gupta. 

Chetna (19), said: “... I will 
work for Internal Complaints 
Committees to be set up in every 
DU college, and for girls’ hostels 
to be set up. We also need to 
look at curfews for girls in the 
hostels. I believe that there 
should be buses for girls on cam¬ 
pus — I’m a student of an 
evening college and it gets quite 


late when I get done with col¬ 
lege... I know how helpful this 
would be for girls.” 

Damini, the presidential 
candidate for AISA, said: “I 
want to restore the idea of a 
university which gave way to 
academic democracy, freedom 
of speech and expression. All 
that we want to restore is a 
campus which ensures free de¬ 
bate, dissent and discussion. 
AISA wants more gender cells, 
anti-sexual harrasment com¬ 
mittees, hostel and library fa¬ 
cilities. We’ve led a long strug¬ 
gle which resulted in students 


getting bus passes in AC buses. 
We now want students to get 
concessions in the Delhi Metro 
as well. I envisage that DUSU 
should only represent students 
and not the power of money 
and muscle.” 

ABVP had last fielded a 
woman presidential candidate 
in 2011 — Neha Singh, who lost 
the polls to NSUI’s Ajay Chikara. 
The contender from the RSS-af- 
filiated student organisation this 
year is Akshit Dahiya, a 20-year- 
old LLB student at the univer¬ 
sity’s Faculty of Law. 

“I have a lot of respect for the 


women candidates, but ABVP is 
a party which not only speaks 
about women’s empowerment 
but also works for it. Last year, 
we conducted self-defence 
training for women students. 
We have got sanitary napkin 
vending machines installed in 
56 colleges...,” Dahiya said. 

He said that supporting stu¬ 
dents in sports is his top prior¬ 
ity. “I have been a silver 
medallist at the university’s 
body-building competition and 
I know that students in sports 
struggle with the most basic 
things — getting admit cards for 
exams or attendance. I want that 
in the 2024 Olympics, a large 
number of DU students repre¬ 
sent the country and win 
medals. I also have a vision of a 
clean and green campus,” said 
Dahiya. 

Ashutosh Singh, the ABVP’s 
media-in-charge, pointed out 
that the university’s last woman 
president — Nupur Sharma in 
2008 — had been from the ABVP. 
“We have also always fielded 
women as candidates to various 
other posts,” he said.

FROM ABROGATION of Article 
370 in Kashmir, the effect of NRC 
in Assam, the Amazon forest fire, 
to local campus issues, there was 
nothing that the presidential can¬ 
didates of the Jawaharlal Nehru 
University Students’ Union 
(JNUSU) polls did not touch upon 
in their speech at the night-long 
presidential debate Thursday. 

The event saw several disrup¬ 
tions because of technical and 
other reasons, due to which the 
debate was paused for some time. 
Members of the Students’ 
Federation of India (SFI) and 
the Akhil Bharatiya Vidyarthi 
Parishad (ABVP) clashed, leaving 
some people injured. 

Birsa Ambedkar Phule 
Students’ Association (BAPSA) 
candidate Jitendra Suna and 
United Left candidate from SFI 
Aishe Ghosh received the most 
applause. 

ABVP’s Manish Jangid, who 
was the first to take the stage, ad¬ 
dressed first-year students who 
got admission through the online 
entrance exam. “Last year’s Left- 
led JNUSU kept saying that stu¬ 
dents who get in through this 
process will be incompetent... 
Will you vote for such people who 
called you incompetent and char¬ 
acter assassinated you?” he said, 
adding that the ABVP had worked 
to get facilities like a placement 
cell, WiFi and e-rickshaws on 
campus. He also hit out at the Left 
for raising anti-India slogans dur¬ 
ing the February 9,2016, event. 

National Students’ Union of 
India candidate Prashant Kumar 
condemned Jangid for speaking 
about the February 9 incident, 
despite it being sub judice, and 
launched a scathing attack on 



New Delhi: A three-month trial 
of the biometric facial recogni¬ 
tion entry system for domestic 
passengers ofVistara airlines will 
be started at IGI Airport’s 
Terminal 3 from September 6, 
said officials.

He said institutional mecha¬ 
nisms were bypassed in remov¬ 
ing Article 370 from Kashmir, 
and the voice of the people was 
not heard. On NRC, Kumar said, 
“We are living in an era where 
the slogan of ‘Vasudhaiva 
Kutumbakam’ (the world is one 
family) is being given. Yet in 
Assam, lakhs of people are 
ousted in the name of NRC. Is 
your vasudha so small or do you 
not believe in kutumbakam ?” 

Suna hit out at both the Right 
and Left. Saluting Kashmiris who 
are “fighting for their freedom”, 
he said, “These people (Right- 
wing) call us anti-national, but if 
there’s any anti-national organ¬ 
isation, it’s the RSS, BJP and ABVP. 
They talk of Akhand Bharat. First 
rise above your caste and reli¬ 
gion, marry someone from out¬ 
side, then talk of Akhand 
Bharat.” He also called the SFI 
and CPM “zamindar” and 
blamed the latter for bringing 
capitalism to the country. 

Chhatra Rashtriya Janata Dal 
candidate Priyanka Bharti and 
Ghosh both spoke about the 
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Amazon fire, blaming it on US im¬ 
perialist forces. 

Bharti also attacked the 
Centre on NRC and Kashmir: 
“What you did in Kashmir, how is 
that democracy? For us it’s not 
just a geographical area on the 
map. Its people are ours. These 
people (BJP) only want the 
women and land (of Kashmir). 

Her speech was interrupted 
as a fight broke out between the 
Left and Right. She was cheered 
by the crowd when she re¬ 
sumed her speech, saying she 
would not be cowed down by 
“bullying”. She also condemned 
the administration for asking 
for historian Romila Thapar’s CV 
for review. 

Meanwhile, independent 
candidate Raghavendra Mishra, 
who called himself‘Right-wing 
ka devta’, paid tributes to late 
politicians Bal Thackeray, Ashok 
Singhal, Amn Jaitley and Sushma 
Swaraj. Appealing to the ABVP, he 
said: “On three posts, I will vote 
for your candidate, on this one 
seat vote for me, a Hindu leader.”

India extends S 1-bn line of 
credit for Russia’s Far East

LAUNCHING INDIA’S “Act Far 
East” policy, Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi on Thursday an¬ 
nounced USD 1-billion line of 
credit for development of 
Russia’s Far East — this is the 
first-ever region-specific line of 
credit in a foreign country ex¬ 
tended by India. 

Modi, who was speaking at 
the plenary session of the 5th 
Eastern Economic Forum (EEF) 
in Vladivostok on Thursday, said 
that while India has an Act East 
policy to engage with South-east 
Asia, this will be the “take-off 
point” for the Act Far East policy. 

With Russian President 
Vladimir Putin, Japanese Prime 
Minister Shinzo Abe among oth¬ 
ers listening in, the Prime Minister 
said, “For the development of the 
Far East, India will give line of 
credit worth $1-billion. My gov¬ 
ernment has actively engaged 
East Asia as part of its Act East’ pol¬ 
icy... I am confident that this step 
will give new impetus to the de- 



A new stride 


INDIA HAS for long en¬ 
gaged with the western 
and central parts of 
Russia, but not with the 
Far East. By going to 
Vladivostok, Delhi has 
now announced its in¬ 
tent to engage with the 
far-eastern parts of 
Russia. Key will be sus¬ 
tained engagement be¬ 
tween government and 
business with these 
parts in the future. 


velopment of economic diplo¬ 
macy and growth of ties between 
the regions of our friendly states. 
We will remain active partners in 


our priority cooperation.” 

Later, he tweeted, “In addi¬ 
tion to ‘Act East’, India embarks 
on ‘Act Far East’ and a humble 
beginning has been made to¬ 
day.” He held bilateral talks with 
Putin on Wednesday and ad¬ 
dressed the EEF on Thursday. 

Russia’s Far East is sparsely 
populated but is rich in resource 
and Delhi’s new policy aims to 
tap the region for the resources 
and also find opportunities for 
skilled workers to find employ¬ 
ment in this region. It also ties in 
well with the Indo-Pacific con¬ 
cept, and opens up possibilities 
for using the Arctic route to con¬ 
nect with northern Europe. 

Modi said that immediately 
after receiving Putin’s invitation 
to attend the Eastern Economic 
Forum, the Indian side began to 
prepare “very seriously”. “For this, 
Commerce Minister of India, 
Chief Minister of 4 states and 
more than 150 businessmen 
came to Vladivostok. Meeting 
with the special envoy to Far East 
and all 11 Governors of Far East 
have given very good results. 
Relations between states and re¬ 


gions found a framework. And 
coal, diamond, mining, rare earth, 
agriculture, timber, pulp & paper 
and tourism have revealed many 
new possibilities. And now a mar¬ 
itime route between Chennai and 
Vladivostok has also been pro¬ 
posed to increase connectivity 
between the regions,” he said. 

“India’s connection to 
Russia’s Far East go back a long 
way. India was the first country 
to open a consulate in 
Vladivostok,” he said. 

“Let us deepen the bond be¬ 
tween India and Russia even fur¬ 
ther...,” Modi said. 

“India is proud to be an active 
participant in the Eastern 
Economic Forum... We look for¬ 
ward to stronger India-Russia 
cooperation in areas like health¬ 
care, education, skill develop¬ 
ment and more sectors,” he said. 

Russia’s Far East deepens the 
bond between Russia and Asia, 
Modi said.“We concluded 50 
agreements worth $5 billion at 
this forum,” Modi said. 

Modi appreciated the vision 
of Putin for the welfare for 
Russia’s Far East. 


Modi meets 

Malaysia PM, talks 
J&K move, Zakir 
Naik extradition

PRIME MINISTER Narendra Modi 
on Thursday briefed his Malaysian 
counterpart Mahathir Mohamad 
about the rationale behind his 
government’s decision to revoke 
the special status of Jammu and 
Kashmir. He also sought the extra¬ 
dition of radical televangelist Zakir 
Naik, wanted in India for alleged 
money laundering and for incit¬ 
ing extremism. 

The two leaders met on the 
sidelines of the fifth meeting of 
the Eastern Economic Forum held 
at Vladivostok in the Russian Far 
East Region. “Had a great meet¬ 
ing with Tun Dr. Mahathir 
Mohamad, Prime Minister of 
Malaysia. We talked about bilat¬ 
eral ties between our nations and 
ways to further diversify cooper¬ 
ation,” Modi tweeted. 

Foreign Secretary Vijay 
Gokhale said Modi discussed 
with Mahathir the “reorganisa¬ 
tion” and developments related 
to Jammu and Kashmir. They 
also discussed the growing 
threat of terrorism, he said. 

“Prime Minister Modi ex¬ 
plained to Mahathir the ration¬ 
ale behind the reorganisation of 
the state of Jammu and Kashmir, 
in terms of both giving effective 
governance and delivering socio¬ 
economic justice. And in that 
context the two leaders dis¬ 
cussed the focus was on terror¬ 
ism, on how to combat the grow- 
ing threat of terrorism. Prime 
Minister Mahathir acknowl¬ 
edged that terrorism was a global 
problem and Malaysia is against 
any form terrorism,” he said. 

After India’s decision on 
Kashmir, Pakistan Prime Minister 


Imran Khan had called up 
Mahathir and sought his support 
on the issue. The Malaysian Prime 
Minister had then expressed hope 
that India and Pakistan would ex¬ 
ercise “utmost restraint” to pre¬ 
vent further escalation. 

Modi also raised the issue of 
Zakir Naik’s extradition during his 
meeting with Mahathir, Gokhale 
said. “Both the parties have de¬ 
cided that our officials will stay in 
contact regarding the matter and 
it is an important issue for us,” the 
Foreign Secretary said. 

Naik, a 53-year-old radical 
preacher, left India in 2016 and 
subsequently moved to 
Malaysia, where he was granted 
permanent residency. He has 
been banned from from any 
public activities in Malaysia af¬ 
ter his remarks against Hindus 
and Chinese there on August 8. 

This is the second meeting 
between the two leaders — the 
first was in May last year when 
Modi called on Mahathir in 
Putrajaya after the 94-year-old 
leader won the general election. 

Gokhale said the meeting be¬ 
tween the two Prime Ministers 
was “very warm”. “Modi also de¬ 
scribed Mahathir’s election as a 
historic one and said India was 
looking forward to working with 
Malaysia,” he added. 

“Prime Minister Mahathir ac¬ 
knowledged that there was a 
growing trade between the two 
countries, but that Malaysia had 
a surplus in trade. He assured 
Prime Minister Modi that while 
we should grow this trade, 
Malaysia is looking at ways by 
which we can balance this 
trade,” Gokhale said. 

Mahathir said Malaysia 
would consider importing more 
from India, he said. 


SC notice to Baghel after IPS officer 
accuses state govt of targeting him

THE SUPREME Court has issued a 
notice to Chhattisgarh Chief 
Minister Bhupesh Baghel and oth¬ 
ers on a plea by senior IPS officer 
Mukesh Gupta, accusing the state 
government of “hounding" him 
and seeking transfer of the cases 
registered against him to the CBI. 

A bench of Justices Arun 
Mishra and M R Shah also 


“stayed until further orders” the 
three FIRs against Gupta. 

In his plea filed through 
Advocate PulkitTare, Gupta said 
that as Director General of the 
state’s Economic Offences Wing 
(EOW) and Anti-Corruption 
Bureau (ACB), he had unearthed 
two major economic crimes — 
the “Nagrik Aapurti Nigam scam” 
and the “Alok Agrawal case”. 

Chargesheets had been filed 
and the trial was on in the cases. 

Appearing for him, Senior 


Advocate Mahesh Jethmalani 
and Advocate Ravi Sharma 
pointed out that call intercepts 
had played a major role in bust¬ 
ing both cases. 

After the change of govern¬ 
ment in the state following 
Assembly polls in December 
2018, Gupta was shifted as 
Director General, Police 
Headquarters, “without any work 
charge”. The FIRs were filed later 
for allegedly conducting illegal 
phone intercepts and for fraud. 


2 cases filed against Hajela, NRC 
officials over ‘wrongful’ exclusions

ASSAM POLICE on Thursday reg¬ 
istered two cases against NRC 
state coordinator Prateek Hajela 
after receiving complaints of 
wrongful exclusions in the citi¬ 
zens’ list published on August 31. 

The Goriya Moriya Yuva 
Chatra Parisad, an organisation 
representing indigenous 
Muslims of Assam, had filed a 


complaint stating that Hajela 
had intentionally excluded peo¬ 
ple of the Goriya and Moriya 
communities and many other 
indigenous communities al¬ 
though they had the required 
documents. The complaint also 
urged the police to book other 
officials, besides Hajela, who 
have erred in the NRC process. 

The case was registered at 
Latasil police station under 
Sections 167,506 and 34 of the 
IPC, police said. 


In another case lodged under 
Sections 166,167 and 120(B) of 
the IPC at Dibrugarh police sta¬ 
tion, Hajela and NRC Seva Kendra 
officials have been booked after a 
complaint by Chandan 
Mazumder, a Bengali business¬ 
man who has alleged “criminal 
conspiracy” over the exclusion of 
members of his family, including 
his wife, son, brother and himself, 
from the final NRC. Mazumder’s 
mother and another brother have 
made it to the list.

How 142 bridges in a Jammu district helped to 

save lives, connect people

HUKUM CHAND’S ration shop 
caters to more than 800 families 
in Sarar, Kolath and Latti areas of 
Jammu and Kashmir’s Udhampur 
district. But during the rainy sea¬ 
son, most people were unable to 
buy their ration for days together 
as the Sarar nullah, across which 
Chand’s ration shop stood, would 
be in spate. The only way to get to 
the other side was to walk across 
a rickety wooden log. 

That was three years ago. 
Now, a foot-bridge connects vil¬ 
lages and people on either side 
of the nullah, and Chand’s ration 
shop empties out even during 
heavy rain. 

The bridge across the Sarar 
nullah is one of 142 that were 
constructed between 2015 and 
2016 across the hilly district of 
Udhampur by then Deputy 
Commissioner Shahid Iqbal 
Choudhary. These bridges have 
benefited, besides nearly 10,000 
people living in half-a-dozen vil¬ 
lages, nomads passing through 
the area on their way to highland 
pastures and back. It has also 
provided all-weather connectiv¬ 
ity to six schools. 

Officials said the bridges have 
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reduced travel time for children 
of 327 schools in the district by 
349 km, besides giving round- 
the-year access to more than 1.30 
lakh people to 183 ration depots 
and generating43,000 man-days 
of employment for local people. 

“J&K is a hilly district and 
there are a lot of barriers. We 
planned these bridges in 
Udhampur between 2015-2017.

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We realised that students were 
losing out on education due to 
bad roads. There were even ca¬ 
sualties. After the bridges were 
constructed, attendance in 
schools went up. Many shops 
became accessible,” said Shahid 
Iqbal Chaudhary, after receiving 
The Indian Express Excellence in 
Governance Awards that were 
given away on August 21. 
Choudhary is now Deputy 
Commissioner of Srinagar. 

For villages across the Sarar 
nullah, it all began with a 
tragedy. In April 2015, Abdul 
Hamid, a 60-year-old Bakerwal 
from Majalta in Udhampur dis¬ 
trict, lost his two sons when they 
drowned in the flooded nullah. 
Hamid, his sons Mani and 
Zaroof, and their livestock were 
crossing the nullah on their way 
back from the highland pastures 
in Marwah to the plains of 
Udhampur when they slipped 
and fell into the nullah. 

Moved by Hamid’s tragedy, 
the villagers approached 
Choudhary to build a foot-bridge 
over the nullah to connect villages 
and public utilities on either side. 

Choudhary, who had got 
similar demands from villagers 
in far-flung areas across the dis¬ 
trict, got his officials to identify 
places where lives had been lost 


while crossing nullahs. Initially, 
the administration decided to 
construct 114 bridges under two 
phases, but following public de¬ 
mand, 56 more bridges were 
planned in the third phase. 

Choudhary visited village af¬ 
ter village and held a series of 
meetings with residents and of¬ 
ficials. Finally, he decided to build 
these foot-bridges as “commu¬ 
nity assets” through the Rural 
Development Department with¬ 
out seeking additional financial 
aid from the state government. 
Union Minister of State in the 
PMO, Jitendra Singh, also gave Rs 
40 lakh from his MPLAD as gap¬ 
financing. 

Since these bridges were 
constructed with the active par¬ 
ticipation of the local population, 
the administration got school 
children and village elders to in¬ 
augurate them. 

While these bridges were de¬ 
signed and developed by the 
Defence Research and 
Development Organisation 
(DRDO), the technology, with 
each bridge having a load-bear¬ 
ing capacity of500 kg per sq mt, 
was provided to the district ad¬ 
ministration through the 
Dehradun-based Himalayan 
Environmental Studies and 
Conservation Organisation.

India, Pak forces to 
be part of military 
exercise in Russia

INDIA WILL never be an aggres¬ 
sor, but it will not hesitate to use 
its strength to defend itself, 
Defence Minister Rajnath Singh 
said in Seoul on Thursday. 

Singh delivered the keynote 
address at the Seoul Defence 
Dialogue, a multilateral security 
dialogue on ‘Building Peace 
Together: Challenges and Vision’. 

“Defence diplomacy is a key 
pillar of India’s strategic toolkit. 
Defence diplomacy and main¬ 
taining strong defence forces are 
two sides of the same coin,” 
Singh said. Though India has 
“never been an aggressor in its 
history nor will it ever be”, he 
said it “does not mean that India 
would balk at using its strength 
to defend itself’. 

In his address, Singh said that 
“of the numerous security chal¬ 
lenges that we face, the gravest 
is that of terrorism” and that “no 
country in the world today is safe 
from terrorism”. He pointed out 
that “India has been actively pur¬ 
suing counter-terrorism cooper¬ 
ation bilaterally, as well as re¬ 
gionally, through regional 
fomms and globally, through the 
UN and other international fo¬ 
rums”, and “it is only through 
collective action that we will be 
able to disrupt terror organisa¬ 
tions and networks, identify and 
check the perpetrators, and also 
take strong measures against 
those who support and finance 
terrorism and provide sanctuary 
to terrorists”. 

World politics, he said, is in a 
“state of flux” and “this has ag¬ 
gravated global and regional 
challenges to international peace 
and security”. 

He said that “new and 
emerging geo-political and geo- 
economic faultlines” have put 


globalisation under stress. “New 
and emerging technologies have 
also left an impact on the re¬ 
gional as well as global security 
environment. Technology too is 
open to misuse more than ever 
before... Our region is confronted 
with numerous traditional and 
non-traditional security threats 
such as terrorism, conflicts, 
transnational crimes, maritime 
threats, proliferation...” 

The minister said that the 
“quest for common prosperity 
and security requires us to 
evolve a common rules-based 
order for our region, the Indo- 
Pacific region” and this order 
must be based on “sovereignty 
and territorial integrity and 
equality of all nations” with mles 
based on everyone’s consent and 
right of equal access for all na¬ 
tions to the use of common 
spaces on sea and in the air. 

India has strengthened its co¬ 
operative engagements in the 
Indo-Pacific region “on the basis 
of the principle of ‘SAGAR - 
Security and Growth for All in 


the Region’”, he said. With 
ASEAN as its centre, Singh added, 
India advocates “an open and in¬ 
clusive architecture for the Indo- 
Pacific region”. 

Republic of Korea’s “spectac¬ 
ular progress” is an inspiration 
for India as it has become a lead¬ 
ing global economy “while re¬ 
taining your strong cultural 
identity, Singh said. 

India has always supported 
efforts to being peace and stabil¬ 
ity in the Korean Peninsula and 
“its denuclearisation through di¬ 
alogue and diplomacy,” Singh 
said. 

“The dawn of the Asian 
Century is nigh. It is up to us in 
Asia to make this a century of 
peace and development, a cen¬ 
tury of holistic socio-economic 
development,” the minister said, 
adding that “our rise” will de¬ 
pend on “how well we work to¬ 
gether to build the foundation 
for our future, and how well we 
respect the principles of plural¬ 
ism, co-existence and dialogue 
that always characterised us”.

EVEN AS the relationship be¬ 
tween India and Pakistan con¬ 
tinues to remain tense, the 
armies of the two nations will 
take part in a multi-national mil¬ 
itary exercise in Russia next 
week - China will also take part 
in the exercise. 

This will be the first time that 
forces from India and Pakistan 
will participate in a multilateral 
exercise together since the 
airstrikes conducted by Indian 
forces in Balakot earlier this year. 
The already fraught relationship 
between the two countries took 
a turn for the worse after India 
revoked the special status of 
Jammu and Kashmir last month. 

The two forces had met last 
year as part of the Shanghai 
Cooperation Organisation - also 
held in Russia. 

The exercise, to be held for 
two weeks, from September 9- 
23, is named TSENTR 2019. It is 
“part of the annual series of large 
scale exercises that form part of 
the Russian Armed Forces’ an¬ 
nual training cycle” the Indian 
Army said on Thursday. 

It rotates between the four 
main Russian operational strate¬ 
gic commands. 

The country hosts a “major 
military exercise every year at 
one of the military Commands - 
Vostok in the east, Zapad in the 
west, TSENTR in the centre and 
Kavkas in the south. 

The exercise this year will be

held at the Donguz training 
ranges in Orenburg. It took on a 
multi-country facet “with 
Belarus participating in ZAPAD- 
2017 and China and Mongolia 
participating in VOSTOK-2018”, 
Colonel Aman Anand, 
spokesperson for the Indian 
Army said. 

He added that this year, “invi¬ 
tations for participation have 
been extended to nine other 
countries”. Military contingents 
from China, India, Kazakhstan, 
Kyrgyzstan, Tajikistan, Pakistan 
and Uzbekistan, along with 
Russia will participate. 

Col Anand said the “exercise 
aims at evolving drills of the par¬ 
ticipating armies and practicing 
them in the fight against the 
scourge of international terror¬ 
ism, thereby ensuring military 
security in the strategic central 
Asian region”. 

The exercise this year will 
“focus on evaluating the level of 
troop preparedness, the acquisi¬ 
tion of the required skills and 
raising the level of inter-oper¬ 
ability and demonstrates the 
readiness of the participating 
armies”.

CPM general secretary SITARAM 
YECHURY speaks to MANOJ C G 
on his visit to Kashmir to meet 
party leader Tarigami and the cur¬ 
rent situation in the Valley. 

What is your reaction to the 
Supreme Court order on your 
petition? 

We welcome the interim 
verdict which they have given, 
asking that Mohammed Yousuf 
Tarigami should be shifted to AI- 
IMS. This was objected to by the 
government. (Attorney General) 
K K Venogopal said he is already 
getting good care. So the Chief 
Justice asked him, ‘Are you ob¬ 
jecting to him getting better 
care?’. Then there was no an¬ 
swer. So that order was passed. 

You visited Kashmir at a time 
when there are conflicting 
reports emerging from the 
Valley on the situation there. 
What was your impression? 

First of all, we were under 
heavy police security. We were 
not allowed to get off anywhere 
on the way till we reached 
Tarigami’s house. When I in¬ 
sisted that I will stay the night so 


that I can talk to his doctors the 
next morning...we were not al¬ 
lowed to stay in Tarigami’s house 
and taken to a government 
guesthouse which was again out 
of bounds for us to leave or for 
anybody else to enter. So there 
was very limited interaction. But 
whatever we could see while 
driving...it was clear that the 
claims made by the government 
and the actual ground reality are 
completely contradictory. The 
shops were closed, the schools... 
though they claim they have 
opened...there was nobody, not a 
soul...there was no public trans- 
port...so only those who have 
some vehicles and those vehi¬ 
cles which have some fuel are 
able to move. The fuel pumps are 
closed...I also wanted to meet 
Farooq Abdullah, Omar 
Abdullah and Mehbooba Mufti 
as they are old friends of mine. 
The officers said the Supreme 
Court orders are direct and clear 
that I can see Tarigami and go 
back to Delhi. 

In your affidavit, you have 
mentioned that the officer 
who took you to Tarigami’s 
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residence indicated to him 
that there were “no legal 
charges” against him and 
that he has not been 
detained. 

There are no legal grounds 
that were produced for him to 


be detained...There are no sec¬ 
tions of any law which have 
been invoked to detain him. So 
palpably it is not a detention that 
is legally sustainable. What has 
happened is that his security has 
been withdrawn and the secu¬ 
rity personnel at his house were 
orally instructed that nobody 
can leave the house, nor can any¬ 
body from outside enter. That is 
what I have said. On this, the 
Supreme Court has issued a no¬ 
tice to the government, asking 
them to reply. Now once the re¬ 
ply comes, the habeas corpus 
writ will proceed. It is not closed. 
The case is still on. 

On your habeas corpus writ 
petition, the Supreme Court 
allowed you to travel to 
Srinagar to meet Tarigami. 
Did you find it strange that 
the court allowed you to 
travel and report on his 
condition but did not direct 
the authorities to produce 
him. 

Yes, I found it very strange. 
Habeas corpus literally means 
bring the body. That is what it 
says in Latin. So instead of bring¬ 


ing the body, the petitioner was 
asked to visit the body, come 
back and report on the status in 
an affidavit to the court. So that 
itself is very strange. But since 
they gave this opportunity, I 
went. Naturally, twice having 
gone earlier and failed, I went 
there. 

But the case will continue. 
Because the court had asked me 
to give an affidavit...in which 
what I said about the legal aspect 
of the detention...on that the 
government will respond and on 
that basis the case will move on. 

Do you expect other parties 
to file similar habeas corpus 
petitions. Are you surprised 
that none of the parties have 
so far opted for this route? 

I am. In fact, I had indicated 
to some parties that I am doing 
this for Tarigami. I cannot do it 
for others because my locus 
standi will be questioned. Since 
Tarigami is a member of CPM’s 
central committee... as CPM gen¬ 
eral secretary, I have the locus 
standi to file it for him. The other 
party leaders should do that for 
their members.

THE SUPREME Court will on 
September 16 hear a petition chal¬ 
lenging the “communication 
blackout” injammu and Kashmir. 

Issuing a notice, a bench of 
Chiefjustice of India Ranjan Gogoi 
and Justices S A Bobde and S A 
Nazeer said “it will be open for the 
respondents to file their counter 
affidavit, to which, a reply may be 
filed... to enable the Court to hear 
the matter on the date fixed”. 

Appearing for Kashmir Times 
Executive Editor Anuradha Bhasin, 
Advocate Vrinda Grover said she 
had still not been able to publish 
her newspaper from Srinagar and 
that communication was “crip¬ 
pled” even a month after the re¬ 
strictions were put in place. 

Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta said many other papers 
were being published from 
Srinagar, and “our case is she had 
consciously chosen not to pub¬ 
lish”. Grover said it was still not 
known under what order the re¬ 
strictions were put in place. 

The court also declined to en¬ 
tertain another plea by activist 
Tehseen Poonawala challenging 
the restrictions, but said he was 
free to file an intervention appli¬ 
cation in Bhasin’s petition. 

When Senior Advocate 
Meenakshi Arora tried to press the 
plea, the bench questioned 
Poonawala’s credentials. “What 
does he do? What are his his cre¬ 
dentials? What is his connection 
with J&K? You want us to ask all 
these?” the CJI asked Arora. 

Another lawyer from J&K said 
people were unable to access hos¬ 
pitals. The AG denied this citing 
figures, and added that the restric¬ 
tions were being lifted gradually. 

On August 28, the court had 
cleared the way for a student of 
Jamia Millia University, 
Mohammad Aleem Syed, to visit 
his parents in Anantnag and file a 
report on his return. Accordingly, 
he filed a report in sealed cover.

Damaged By Floods In Sangli 


Library’s mission to save 75,000 books: Staff, students, 6 hair dryers

GROUPS OF students in shifts, 
staff, well-wishers — and three 
heaters plus six hair dryers. 

For nearly a fortnight now, 
this combination has been hard 
at work at the Sangli Nagar 
Vachanalaya to save whatever is 
possible from the thousands of 
books and rare manuscripts 
damaged in the recent floods in 
southwestern Maharashtra. 

The 150-year-old three- 
storey facility, with 2,500 mem¬ 
bers, is one of the oldest public 
libraries in the country. It houses 
over 1.8 lakh books and docu¬ 
ments, including over 600 rare 
manuscripts from400 years ago. 
Of these, officials estimate that 


nearly 75,000 books and at least 
100 manuscripts were damaged 
in the floods that submerged 
parts of Sangli, Satara and 
Kolhapur in August. 

“Most of the books were on 
the ground floor to enable easy 
access. We tried to save them as 
the water started entering, but 
had to finally leave to save our 
own lives,” says librarian 
Surekha Naik. 

Today, many of the damaged 
books are beyond repair. Some 
have also started showing signs 
of fungal growth. The others 
have been spread on the floor 
across the building, from the 
staircase to the passage and the 
cultural hall. Naik is among the 
six fulltime staff busy arranging 

the books to dry under the ceil- At the Sangli District Nagar Vachnalaya, one of the oldest public libraries. Pavan Khengre 

ing fans. Then, there are the hair 



dryers. “We gave priority to the 
manuscripts and began to dry 
them with a hair dryer as there 
was no other way. We had one 
dryer at the beginning. Our ap¬ 
peal to members resulted in five 
more being used. They are effec¬ 
tive,” says Naik. The library is also 
using three heaters, two of them 
donated by members. “We were 
also fortunate to get additional 
hands from Pune and Sangli col¬ 
leges. Three teams of ten stu¬ 
dents each came down and 
stayed with us for two days in ro¬ 
tation to help us prepare a list of 
damaged books,” she says. 

The biggest concern remains 
the manuscripts — nearly 300 
had been digitised recently, but 
the computer that stored the 
records was washed away. 
“Fortunately, the person who had 
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carried out the digitisation had 
saved another copy,” says Naik. 

“I have gone through about 
10,000 manuscripts in libraries 
across the state but those in 
Sangli Vachanalaya were in the 
best condition,” says Priyanka 
Mujumdar, who digitised the 
manuscripts in Sangli under the 
National Mission for 
Manuscripts of the Centre. 

”The manuscripts relate to 
ancient texts, including the 
Vedas, Puranas, Dharmashastra, 
Ayurveda, Jyotishshastra, etc. It 
would require a miracle to save 
them now, considering that the 
paper and ink were so old,” says 
Mujumdar, who is a post-grad¬ 
uate in Sanskrit and diploma- 
holder in Manuscripts. 

At the library, staff say finan¬ 
cial assistance is required to re¬ 


place damaged furniture and 
computers. Once operations re¬ 
sume, possibly within the next 
six months, the library also plans 
to prepare a list of books lost and 
issue an appeal for copies to be 
donated. 

We are also reaching out to 
experts for preservation of the 
books. We will take the help of 
social organisations to fund our 
efforts,” says Atul Gijre, secretary 
of the governing body of Sangli 
Vachanalaya. 

According to Ujjwala Londhe, 
district library officer, 17 public 
libraries in Sangli were affected 
by the floods, with three small li¬ 
braries getting completely dam¬ 
aged. The district library office 
has estimated a loss of Rs 63.7 
lakh, including Rs 39.95 lakh in 
Sangli Vachanalaya alone.

THE SUNNI Wakf Board on 
Thursday told the Supreme 
Court that while they conceded 
the Nirmohi Akhara’s claim for 
‘shebait’ rights in Ayodhya, it was 
not willing to accept its “tall 
claims” about it being there from 
centuries ago. 

A shebait, under Hindu law, 
is entrusted with the task of 
maintaining and preserving an 
idol and its property. 

Appearing for the Wakf 
Board and M Siddiq, who are ap- 
pellants in the matter, Senior 
Advocate Rajeev Dhavan told a 
five-judge Constitution Bench 
headed by Chief Justice of India 
Ranjan Gogoi that a distinction 
has to be made between the 
“credible and not credible” parts 
of the statements by the 
Akhara’s witnesses. The 
Nirmohi Akhara is one of the 
three parties to the title suit. 

The bench, also comprising 
Justices S A Bobde, D Y 
Chandrachud, Ashok Bhushan 
and S A Nazeer, is hearing ap¬ 
peals against the September 30, 
2010 verdict of Allahabad High 
Court ordering a three-way di¬ 
vision of the disputed 2.77 acres. 

On Thursday, Dhavan tried to 
bring out alleged contradictions 
in the statements of the Akhara’s 
witnesses. Intervening, Justice 
Chandrachud referred to 
Dhavan’s statement that he was 
not opposed to shebait rights 
claimed by the Akhara and 
asked, “On the one hand, you ad¬ 
mit their shebait rights. On the 
other, you say their evidence is 



mostly based on folklore etc. If 
that is folklore, shouldn’t this 
also be so?” 

Dhavan replied that he will 
distinguish between the “credi¬ 
ble” and “not incredible” parts of 
the statements. 

“Somebody said Nirmohi 
Akhara came into being 700 
years ago, some said 250 years 
ago... A witness said Lord Ram 
was there 12 lakh years ago... But 
I cannot get away from the fact 
that there are records that 
Nirmohi Akhara was there in 
1855-56 and a suit was filed in 
1885,” he said. 

The senior counsel said that 
even as he accepted that 
Nirmohis are ‘shebaits’ of Ram 
Chabutara in the outer court¬ 
yard, some parts of their state¬ 
ment were not credible. “The tall 
claims like they were there from 
time immemorial have to be re¬ 
jected,” he said. 

The hearing in the matter 
will resume on September 11. 

In a significant development 
in the case, the Sunni Wakf 
Board had on Wednesday ac¬ 
cepted before the Supreme 
Court that there existed idols of 
Hindu deities in the outer court¬ 
yard of the disputed site and that 
they were being worshipped by 
Hindus.

also did not admit the CBI con¬ 
tention that the murder was pre¬ 
meditated. 

In 2015, the CBI court had 
found 13 persons guilty. While 
nine had been awarded a life 
term, the remaining four, who 
were found guilty for destroying 
evidence, had been sentenced to 
three years in jail. Eight of the 
nine awarded the life term had 
moved an appeal in the High 
Court. 

According to the prosecution, 
George, then 32, was travelling 
along the Alappuzha- 
Changanassery road on the 
night of August 22,2009. He was 
accompanied by two wanted 
men, Om Prakash and 
Puthanpalam Rajesh, who al¬ 
legedly had links with CPI(M) 
leaders. 


The accused persons were 
members of a supari gang, who 
were going from Changanassery 
to Alappuzha in two vans to at¬ 
tack someone in Alappuzha. 
However, one of their vehicles 
developed a hitch. 

While they were repairing 
the vehicle, the car in which 
George and his friends were 
travelling hit a two-wheeler 
parked near the van which was 
being repaired. 

However, George drove away 
without attending to the two- 
wheeler’s rider. 

This provoked the gang’s 
leader, K Jayachandran, who 
asked his colleagues in the other 
vehicle to follow the car. 

The other gang members 
tracked down George’s car later 
that night. They got into a scuf¬ 


fle with George and subse¬ 
quently, one of the gang mem¬ 
bers, K Satheesh, stabbed him. 
The two wanted men accompa¬ 
nying George fled the scene. 

The case was initially probed 
by the state police. But George’s 
family moved the High Court, 
which handed over the probe to 
CBI. Both the investigating agen¬ 
cies had concluded that there 
was no conspiracy behind the 
murder, which according to the 
police was an outcome of an ac¬ 
cidental roadside scuffle. 

The murder had snowballed 
into a major controversy after it 
was found that the wanted men, 
Om Prakash and Puthanpalam 
Rajesh, were allegedly close to 
the son of then home minister 
Kodiyeri Balakrishnan, a CPI(M) 
Politburo member. 


INITIATIVE AFTER HURTFUL WHATSAPP POST 


Maharashtra mosque gathering 
cuts across religious lines

A LARGE number of people be¬ 
longing to other religions visited 
the Chhoti Masjid in Chandrapur 
on Thursday amid an atmos¬ 
phere of brotherhood and cama¬ 
raderie, as part of a programme 
called ‘Masjid Sab Ke Liye’. 

The programme was organ¬ 
ised by the local Muslim com¬ 
munity following a hurtful post 
in a WhatsApp group of lawyers. 
A lawyer had posted that arms 
were recovered from several 
mosques in Kashmir following 
the scrapping of Article 370. 

The post prompted another 
member of the group, lawyer 
Farhat Baig, to talk to commu¬ 
nity leaders, including Imams, 
for allowing non-Muslims to city 
mosques to remove their mis¬ 
givings. Community leaders 
welcomed the idea. 

“Over 175 people belonging 
to all castes and religions partici¬ 
pated in the programme that was 
suffused with an atmosphere of 
brotherhood and camaraderie,” 
Baig told The Indian Express. 

Baig is founder-member of 
Muslim Educational, Social and 
Cultural Organisation that had 
taken the lead in organising the 
programme. Interestingly, the 
young lawyer who had posted 
the controversial content, also 
participated in the programme.

“We kept his identity secret. I 
only introduced him to the 
mosque Imam, Mufti Walilullah. 
The young lawyer expressed re¬ 
gret and also apologised. We said 
we were, in fact, thankful to him 
since that actually served as an 
inspiration behind Thursday’s 
programme,” Baig said. 

The visitors were taken 
around the mosque and ex¬ 
plained how it functions. Namaz 
was also preformed in front of 
them. Walilullah told the gath¬ 
ering that mosque is where 
Muslims pray for the well-being 
of humanity and peace. There is 
no place for arms here, he said. 

Social activist Bandu Dhotre 
said on the occasion that it is the 
need of the hour to organise 
such programmes all over the 


country. Another speaker 
Manish Tiwari said India had 
been a multi-religious country 
since ancient times and at¬ 
tempts to divide people along re¬ 
ligious lines must be done away 
with. BJP leader and Brijbhushan 
Pazare also praised the initiative. 

The participants included 
people belonging to all promi¬ 
nent political parties. Also in the 
gathering was social activist 
Baliraj Dhote, who was arrested 
last week for “offensive” posts 
against BJP-RSS and Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi. 

The community has decided 
to make it a monthly feature 
with visits by other communi¬ 
ties in the first Thursday of every 
month. The next programme is 
to be held at city’s Jama Masjid.

MP Congress MLAs target 
health minister, backtrack

BHOPAL,SEPTEMBER 5 

THE POWER struggle in the ruling 
Congress appeared to worsen as 
two party legislators accused 
Health Minister Tulsi Silawat, a 
confidant of former Union minis- 
terjyotiraditya Scindia, of seeking 
money for transfers and postings 
of officials. They later claimed they 
had been misled or misquoted. 

Ambah MLA Kamlesh Jatav 
and Gohad MLA Ranveer Jatav 
were quoted by local newspapers 
accusing Silawat of being corrupt. 
They alleged that the minister, an 
MLA from Sanver, was routing the 
money through his son, who is 
based in Indore. 

Kamlesh Jatav told The Indian 
Express that he was upset with the 
minister for not accepting a re¬ 
quest to cancel the transfer of a 
man who earned only Rs 8,000 
and to fill vacancies in hospitals 
and smaller health centres in his 
constituency. He claimed he did 
not accuse the minister of taking 
money. 

“When transfer requests are 
made, he directs the employees 


to Indore, where his son asks 
money,” the media quoted Jatav 
saying. On Thursday, he claimed 
he had been misled. He said sev¬ 
eral people came to him with re¬ 
quests and told him it did not hap¬ 
pen because the minister 
demanded money. 

Despite repeated attempts, 
Silawat was not available for 
comments. 

The Gohad MLA also accused 
Minister of Cooperatives, Govind 
Singh, of being involved in illegal 
sand mining and claimed that he 
is backed by former CM Digvijaya 
Singh. Last week, Govind Singh 
accused the MLA of being in¬ 
volved in illegal mining. On 
Thursday, the Gohad MLA said his 
outburst stemmed from Singh’s 
allegations. 

While Congress legislators 
and ministers continued to spar, 
Independent MLA from 
Burhanpur, Surendra Singh Shera, 
said if the leaders continue to be¬ 
have this way, he would be forced 
to withdraw support to the gov¬ 
ernment. Meanwhile, posters de¬ 
manding that Scindia be named 
PCC chief came up in Bhopal on 
Thursday. 


MP illegal liquor trade: 
Audio clip to be probed

THE CONGRESS government has 
ordered an inquiry into a pur¬ 
ported audio recording of an ex¬ 
cise officer’s phone conversation 
with a whistleblower about a 
minister and two Congress legis¬ 
lators allegedly taking money 
from a liquor contractor in Dhar 
district of Madhya Pradesh. 

The recording, purportedly 
of Dhar excise officer Sanjeev 
Dubey and Anand Rai, one of the 
whistleblowers in the Vyapam 
scam, surfaced after Forest 
Minister Umang Singhar ac¬ 
cused former chief minister 
Digvijaya Singh of blackmailing 
the Kamal Nath government and 
patronising illegal liquor trade 
and sand mining. 

Principal Secretary 
(Commercial Tax) Manu 


Shrivastava told The Indian 
Express that an inquiry has been 
ordered to find if the audio clip 
is genuine. 

In the 74-second recording, 
Dubey alleges that a contractor 
is paying Singhar and 
Rajyavardhan Singh Dattigaon 
(Congress MLA from Badnawar) 
but is not ready to pay more 
money to Hiralal Alawa 
(Congress MLA from Manawar). 

After the clip went viral on 
Wednesday, Chief Minister 
Kamal Nath summoned the 
minister and the two MLAs, and 
later ordered Dubey’s removal 
from the district. 

When contacted, Rai neither 
confirmed nor denied that it was 
his voice in the audio. Singhar, 
Rajyavardhan and Alawa denied 
the allegations. They said they 
had asked questions in the 
Assembly in February and de¬ 
manded Dubey’s removal. 


Eat Right India campaign 
to pitch for healthy food

HEALTH MINISTER Dr Harsh 
Vardhan on Thursday unveiled 
the Eat Right India campaign, 
which he said would take the 
message of healthy food choices 
“up to the panchayat level”. 

“It is not just about cost of 
food, a packet of chips is not the 
only cheap food available, there 
are healthier options available for 
Rs 5... When a kid understands 
the problems of a packet of chips, 
he will make the right choice. 
That is what we are aiming at,” Dr 
Vardhan said. 


He did not reply to a question 
about how the government 
would address the problem of 
unhealthy food choices usually 
being cheaper. 

The initiative is being helmed 
by the Food Safety and Standards 
Authority of India (FSSAI), and the 
ministry has enlisted cricketer 
Virat Kohli, actor Rajkummar Rao 
and actor Sakshi Tanwar to 
spread the message. The cam¬ 
paign, with its new logo and 
tagline ‘Sahi Bhojan. Behtar 
Jeevan’ was released by the 
health minister at an event on the 
sidelines of the five-day ‘72nd 
Session of the WHO Regional 
Committee for South-East Asia’. 


MATERNITY SCHEME IN JHARKHAND 

155 of202 applicants 
did not receive 
benefits, says survey

AS MANY as 155 women out of a 
sample size of202 who applied 
for Pradhan Mantri Matru 
Vandana Yojana (PMMVY) did 
not receive their maternity enti¬ 
tlement, according to a survey 
conducted in six blocks of 
Jharkhand in June 2019. 

Launched in 2017, PMMVY 
provides for maternity benefits 
of Rs 5,000 in three installments, 
but only for the first child. 

The survey on the applicants 
was conducted by economist 
Jean Dreze and his teammates 
Shakina Dhorajiwala and Pallavi 
Pratibha in Basia and Raidih in 
Gumla, Manika in Latehar, 
Peterwar in Bokaro, Shikaripada 
in Dumka, and Sonua on West 
Singhbhum. In each block, the 
team claimed to have visited a 
“sample of anganwadis”, with a 
total of 116 anganwadi centres in 
42 gram panchayats, and inter¬ 
viewed pregnant and nursing 
women from the anganwadi 
workers’ list. 

“In Jharkhand, where 45% of 
the children are stunted and 48% 
are underweight (NHFS-4), ma¬ 
ternity entitlements are espe¬ 


cially important for the health 
and well-being of the children 
and mothers. However, in the 
sample of 232 women — in 
which 30 had not applied — less 
than one-fourth received any in¬ 
stallment money. Of those who 
applied for all three installments 
(172 out of 202), only 8% re¬ 
ceived the amount,” said Dreze. 

Amitabh Kaushal, Principal 
Secretary, Department of Social 
Welfare, Women and Child 
Development said that more 
than 70 per cent of the targeted 
women had benefited, and 
questioned the sample size. 

“Out of the target of 3.9 lakh, 
2.9 lakh beneficiaries have been 
registered under the scheme, 
2.41 lakh women got their first 
installment, 2.2 lakh women got 
their second installment and 1.2 
lakh got their third installment. A 
total of Rs 92.5 crore has been 
disbursed,” he added. 

Speaking about the chal¬ 
lenges faced by the women to 
avail of the benefits, Dreze said 
they have to fulfil conditions 
such as early registration of preg¬ 
nancy, ante-natal check and im¬ 
munisation of the child. “They 
also have to fill a long application 
form at the local anganwadi for 
each installment,” he said.

JAIL N0.7, ward no.2 and cell no. 
15 of Delhi’s Tihar Jail is where 
former Home Minister P 
Chidambaram is lodged till 
September 19. 

First-time economic offend¬ 
ers and those arrested under 
dowry charges are lodged in jail 
no.7 and it is less crowded than 
the other jails within the com¬ 
plex, said a Tihar Jail source. A 
source said Chidambaram “will 
be allotted six blankets — three 
for putting on top of the cot — a 
fan and a western toilet”. 

Sources have told The Indian 
Express that he will be next door 
to Jammu and Kashmir 
Liberation Front QKLF) chairman 
Yasin Malik for the next two 
weeks. 

Before Chidambaram, his son 
Karti Chidambaram, Ratul Puri, 
nephew of Madhya Pradesh 
Chief Minister Kamal Nath, 
Christian Michel James, an al¬ 
leged middleman and an ac¬ 
cused in the AgustaWestland 
WIP chopper deal case, Rajiv 
Saxena, an accused-turned-ap- 
prover and lobbyist Deepak 
Talwar were lodged in the 
samejail. 


Sources said there are two 
types of cell in jail no 7 — a sep¬ 
arate cell for one man and an¬ 
other for three men. “Keeping 
the security threat in mind, 
Chidambaram will be lodged in 
a separate cell where he can use 
western toilet as specified by the 
court order. He is a protectee un¬ 
der Z-security and security 
arrangements have been tight¬ 
ened in jail no 7 where there are 
800 prisoners in all. The court 


has allowed him to carry his 
medicines to the jail,” a source 
said. 

A jail official said 
Chidambaram will be lodged in 
the cell from 9 pm to 6 am. “We 
allow all inmates to come out at 
6 am and they are served tea 
with two biscuits. Before break¬ 
fast, they have to perform yoga 
and prayers. The breakfast is 
served between 8 am and 9 am 
and to collect it, they have to 


come in a queue. The undertri¬ 
als can say no to the jail work and 
during that time, they can sit, 
walk or read in the library. They 
can also teach other prisoners. 
Chidambaram can get some spe¬ 
cific books from his family mem¬ 
bers, but only if they are allowed 
by the jail superintendent. Apart 
from his advocates, a maximum 
of 10 people from his family or 
among friends can meet him 
everyday,” the official added. 

The official said the 
Congress leader will be served 
lunch between 10.30 am and 

11.30 am and he will be locked 
inside his cell from 12.30 to 

3.30 pm. “Around 3.30 pm, he 
will be allowed to come out and 
he can then play a sport with 
other prisoners. Around 6.45 
pm, dinner will be served,” an 
officer said, adding that in¬ 
mates can watch television till 
9 pm, after which they are sent 
to their cells. 

Officials said the usual dinner 
menu is roti, dal, sabji and rice. 
“He can drink water from an RO 
plant or purchase packaged bot¬ 
tle from the jail canteen. He can 
get pen and paper from jail sta¬ 
tionery. He will also have access 
to the jail’s library. His family can 
provide clothes to him as per 
rules for undertrials,” the official 
added. 


Cong: This is 
selective Oppn 
prosecution 

New Delhi: The Congress on 
Thursday accused the govern¬ 
ment of “selective opposition 
persecution” after former fi¬ 
nance minister P Chidambaram 
was put behind bars. 

Congress spokesperson and 
Chidambaram’s counsel 
Abhishek Singhvi expressed hope 
that there are better chances of 
getting bail after some “hiatus” as 
continued custody for many days 
has to be justified. 

“The bail has very good 
chance of success as the probe 
agencies have to justify each day 
of remand. This is clearly huge 
amount of selective opposition 
prosecution,” he told reporters. 

He said that bail applications 
will be made in Chidambaram’s 
case and they will be argued, but 
the crux of the issue is that 
whether there is a need for custo¬ 
dial interrogation now. 

The Congress tweeted, “Those 
with the power of truth have the 
strength to fight any injustice” 
and tagged a news report which 
quoted Chidambaram as saying 
that he was only worried about 
the economy. PTI

A DAY after a firecracker factory 
blast killed 23 in Batala, police 
claimed that they had received 
no complaint regarding the fac¬ 
tory operating in the residential 
area prior to the blast, while the 
Gurdaspur DC said that an FIR 
had been filed in 2017 regarding 
a blast at the same site that 
claimed one life. On the district 
administration’s role, the DC 
added that no licence was issued 
by his office to store or manufac¬ 
ture explosives — thus passing 
the buck to the district police. 

The police, however, denied 
any lapse on its part, adding that 
“regulatory agencies or licencing 
agencies” are responsible for 
such illegal businesses. 

“We had no information about 
any kind of sale and purchase of 
crackers at the blast site. 
Otherwise we would had stopped 
it,” said DSP Bal Krishan Singla. 

“It was not an intelligence fail¬ 
ure of the police. No body made 
any complaint about it. This is 
how we receive information in 
such cases. There are regulatory 
agencies or licencing agencies 
which are responsible to check 
such illegal business,” said Singla. 

The district administration 
on Thursday was still awaiting a 
copy of the CM’s orders to begin 
the magisterial probe. Asked if 
his office had any role in allowing 
the factory to function, Deputy 
Commissioner, Gurdaspur, Vipul 
Ujjwal said, “If anyone wants to 
keep some explosive for any pur¬ 
pose then he or she has to get li¬ 
cence from us. But so far, we have 
not come to know of any evi¬ 
dence that should suggest that 
people who were running the 
factory at Ramdas Colony had 
asked for any kind of permission 
for licence from us. So when they 
didn’t have any valid licence for 
this purpose then how can I 
comment on this issue.”

Last year, members of the 
alumni donated Rs 2 lakh to the 
school with which they pur¬ 
chased reference books for 
Classes X and XII. “Because of the 
use of these books, the Class X 
pass percentage increased to 
100% and the Class XII percent¬ 
age to 91%,” he said. 

Archana Barua actively in¬ 
volves parents in getting chil¬ 
dren enrolled to her school, No.l 
Alubari Junior Basic School in 
Margherita, Assam. “I have asked 
all parents to keep an eye out for 
any children in their where¬ 
abouts who are of school-going 
age and are not enrolled in 
school and to persuade the par¬ 
ents of those children. If they are 
unable to convince them, I per¬ 
sonally go to the homes to speak 
to them,” she said.

Communication 
curbs in J&K, 
police say trying 
to contact actor

MUMBAI,SEPTEMBERS 

THE COMMUNICATION curbs in 
Jammu and Kashmir have made 
it difficult for the police to contact 
an actor, who is set to be recalled 
as a witness before a Mumbai 
court for the trial against a man ac¬ 
cused of sexually harassing her on 
board a flight in 2017. 

On Saturday, a special court al¬ 
lowed an application moved by 
the prosecution seeking to recall 
the actor for her examination-in- 
chief. It directed the police to en¬ 
sure that the actor, now aged 19 
years, appears before it or records 
her statement on video confer¬ 
ence or Skype. 

However, when contacted, a 
senior inspector said: “We did not 
receive any response from the ac¬ 
tor when we contacted her on her 
cellphone. We have sent a letter to 
her address communicating the 
court’s directions." 

The officer added that since 
Internet facility is not currently 
available in Jammu and Kashmir 
after the revocation of its special 
status last month, other attempts 
are being made to approach the 
19 -year-old. 

In its plea before the court, the 
prosecution has stated that as the 
actor is yet to identify the accused, 
she should be recalled. 

The lawyer for the accused ob¬ 
jected, stating that the prosecu¬ 
tion had ample opportunity to get 
the actor to identify the accused 
when she and her mother had de¬ 
posed before the court injanuary.

Engineering student tells police he was 
forced to wear a dress, walk in market

JAIPUR,SEPTEMBERS 


A 21 -YEAR-OLD engineering stu- 
dent from Kashmir was as¬ 
saulted by a mob in Rajasthan’s 
Alwar district on Wednesday 
night, police said. 

According to the police, the 
student claimed that he was first 
attacked by three unidentified 
men who threatened him, forced 
him to wear women’s clothes 
and walk in the main market at 
Neemrana. While he was walk¬ 
ing, a mob assaulted him and tied 
him to an electric post. 

Additional Superintendent of 
Police, Neemrana, Tejpal Singh told 
The Indian Express that they have 
not beenable to verify the student’s 
claim about miscreants forcing 
him to wear women’s clothes, and 
that it is being investigated. 

The police said they have also 
been unable to identify or arrest 
anyone from the mob, though the 
assault in the market was 
recorded in videos. An FIR has 
been lodged against 15-20 
unidentified people. 

Police said the incident hap¬ 
pened around 8 pm on 
Wednesday in Neemrana, where 
the youth is studying engineering. 
“The student was seen walking in 
the market dressed in women’s 
clothes. He was confronted by lo¬ 
cal people, who beat him up. He 
was tied to an electric post and the 
police was called,” said the inves¬ 
tigating officer, Sub-Inspector 
Laxman Singh from Neemrana 
police station. 


“The victim told us he was ac- 
costed by three unidentified 
men who made him wear 
women’s clothes and walk in the 
market in that attire. The student 
said he was threatened by the 
miscreants,” Singh added. 

The student suffered multiple 
injuries, said his elder brother, 
who reached Neemrana on 
Thursday. According to him, the 
student had gone to an ATM near 
his rented accommodation. 
When he was walking back, he 
was accosted by three people who 
forced him to wear a dress. “He 
told us that the men asked him to 
walk through the market, and not 
panic or mn away. A crowd beat 
him. He survived because some¬ 
body called the police. He hasn’t 
been able to identify those men or 
his attackers,” he said. 

At the police station, the 
brother said, the student “was 
questioned as if he was the ac¬ 
cused”. The college administration 
too, he said, was not supportive. 

The duo left for Delhi, where 
the brother works, on Thursday. 
The brother said they would con¬ 
sult a doctor. “We have not got his 
tests done... He does not remem¬ 
ber whether the crowd used any¬ 
thing to beat him, because he was 
so traumatised," he said. 

“Preliminary investigation 
doesn’t quite corroborate the stu¬ 
dent’s claims, and we have found 
no evidence that he was forced to 
wear women’s clothing. We will 
know the truth after further inves¬ 
tigation,” said Additional SP Singh.

Swimming 
coach booked 
for ‘rape’

A SWIMMING coach was 
booked by Goa Police on 
Thursday on charges of rape and 
criminal intimidation after a 
video went viral showing him 
molesting a minor girl. 

The Goa Swimming 
Association terminated his em¬ 
ployment, with Swimming 
Federation of India president 
Digambar Kamat confirming the 
development. 

Minister of State 
(Independent Charge) Youth 
Affairs and Sports Kiran Rijiju 
tweeted that he would ask the 
Swimming Federation of India 
to ensure that the coach is not 
employed anywhere in India. 

The girl, a national-level 
swimmer, told the police that 
she was called to Goa for better 
training. However, she alleged, 
the coach sexually assaulted her, 
caused her discomfort on several 
occasions, and warned her not to 
tell anybody saying it might af¬ 
fect her swimming career. She fi¬ 
nally approached police in West 
Bengal, who allegedly did not 
take up the matter until it was 
brought to the notice of higher 
authorities. A general diary was 
filed, and subsequently trans¬ 
ferred to Goa Police. 

A police official in Bengal said, 
“Goa Police contacted us. Since 
the incident took place there, they 
wanted to investigate. We regis¬ 
tered a general diary and for¬ 
warded the complaint to Goa.” 

An inspector in Goa said that 
a case under IPC Sections 376 
(rape), 354 (molestation) and 
506 (criminal intimidation), as 
well as under the POCSO and 
Goa Children’s Act was filed 
against the coach. 


Karnataka phone-tapping: CBI 
set to look at role of officers 



What law says on 
call interception 


PROVISIONS FOR legal call interception are laid out in Section 
5(2) of Indian Telegraph Act, 1885, read with Rule 419A of 
Indian Telegraph (Amendment) Rules, 2007. According to 
Rule 419A, interceptions cannot be done without an order 
from “Secretary to the Government of India in Ministry of 
Home Affairs in the case of Government of India, and by 
Secretary to the State Government in-charge of the Home 
Department in the case of a State government”. 

In case of emergency, however, call can be intercepted at 
the level of the police, provided they are approved by the 
Home Secretary in due time.

WITH THE CBI having filed an HR 
into the case of alleged illegal in¬ 
terception of phone calls of polit¬ 
ical leaders and their associates 
in Karnataka in 2018-19, the role 
of several senior police officers 
and bureaucrats who are autho¬ 
rised to sanction phone-tapping 
is set to come under scmtiny. 

The CBI registered a case to 
begin investigations on August 
30, days after the B S 
Yediyurappa government 
handed over the probe to the 
agency on August 19. 

Since the process of call inter¬ 
ception by police authorities did 
not involve written instructions 
from the Chief Minister, Home 
Minister or any other ministers, 
the CBI probe into the case is ex¬ 
pected to focus on the police and 
bureaucratic set-up involved in 
giving clearance for interceptions 
before the agency looks at the 
role of politicians, sources said. 

The primary complaint regis- 
tered by Bengaluru police on 
August 19 refers to the alleged 
leak to the media of call inter¬ 
cepts of a suspect in a cheating 
case from the police depart¬ 
ment’s technical cell. The CBI is 
authorised to conduct a wider 
probe into all alleged illegal 
phone-tapping in the state from 


August 1,2018 to August 19,2019. 

The CBI has been asked to in¬ 
vestigate all 

“illegal/unwanted/unauthorised 
interceptions of telephones of po¬ 
litical leaders belonging to the rul¬ 
ing party and opposition parties, 
as well as their associates, relatives 
and government servants”. The 
probe will thus look into whether 
the authorisation protocol pre¬ 
scribed by law was followed in call 
intercepts during this period. 

In emergencies, where get¬ 
ting the Home Secretary’s per¬ 
mission is not feasible, calls can 
be intercepted at the state level 
for three days with approval of 
an officer not below the rank of 


Inspector General of Police. This 
is on condition that the Home 
Secretary is informed of the in¬ 
terceptions within three work¬ 
ing days and it provides approval 
in seven days, as per law. 

The probe is expected to look 
at whether clearances were pro¬ 
vided by the police authorities to 
tap phones of elected represen¬ 
tatives by using dubious means. 

One of the persons who will be 
investigated is former Bengaluru 
Commissioner Alok Kumar since 
the agency’s FIR states that an in¬ 
tercepted conversation of a sus¬ 
pect in a cheating case was taken 
away illegally on August 2 and de¬ 
livered to the then police chief. 


ED issues notice to 
Amnesty for foreign 
exchange ‘violations'

NEW DELHI,SEPTEMBERS 


THE ENFORCEMENT Directorate 
has issued a showcause notice 
worth Rs 52 crore to human 
rights watchdog Amnesty 
International for alleged foreign 
exchange violations. 

According to the ED, the 
showcause notice was issued to 
M/s Amnesty International India 
Pvt Ltd in July “for alleged viola¬ 
tion of FEMA under Borrowing 
and Lending Regulations to the 
tune of Rs 51.72 crores for ren¬ 
dering Civil Society activities in 
India by getting remittances 
from parent body Amnesty 
International UK in the garb of 
export of services”. 

The ED had earlier registered 
a case in 2018 based on action 
taken by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs against Amnesty. It had 
even conducted searches at var¬ 
ious premises connected to the 


organisation in Bengaluru and 
elsewhere. 

The FCRA licence of the NGO 
had been cancelled by the Union 
Home Ministry in 2010, the 
ED said. 

“After Amnesty International 
India Foundation Trust (AIIFT) 
was denied the permission/reg¬ 
istration under FCRA (Foreign 
Contribution Regulation Act) by 
the MHA (Ministry of Home 
Affairs) they resorted to bypass 
the FCRA by floating commercial 
entity in the name of Amnesty 
International India Pvt 
Ltd (AIIPL). 

“This entity has received for¬ 
eign funds through commercial 
route to the extent of Rs 3 6 crore 
till date,” the ED had said earlier 
in a statement. 

Out of the total amount of Rs 
36 crore, it said, Rs 10 crore was 
received as long-term loans. 

Amnesty International did 
not respond to e-mails seeking 
their response. 


WIP chopper 
scam case: Kamal 
Nath nephew in 
6-day ED custody 

New Delhi: A Delhi court has sent 
Ratul Puri, Madhya Pradesh CM 
Kamal Nath’s nephew, to six-day 
ED custody in a money launder¬ 
ing case linked to the 
AgustaWestland chopper scam 
on Thursday. 

“The ED seeks custodial in¬ 
terrogation of the accused in or¬ 
der to unearth the source and 
end use of tainted money, to 
confront the accused/applicant 
with voluminous documents 
collected by the ED and to find 
out about the roles of the co-ac¬ 
cused and to find out about the 
money trail,” Special Judge 
Arvind Kumar said in his order. 

The court has ordered the ED 
to get Puri medically examined 
and allow him to take his medi¬ 
cines with him. The court also al¬ 
lowed Puri to get assistance from 
his advocates during interroga¬ 
tion and meet with his counsel 
for 15 minutes in the morning 
and evening in the presence of 
an ED official — not within hear¬ 
ing distance.

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Restoring the bond 

In a more uncertain world, India and Russia try to revive an old 
intimacy, build on a new convergence 

T HERE WERE NO dramatic agreements that came out from Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi’s annual summit with the Russian President, Vladimir Putin this 
week, on the margins of the annual Eastern Economic Forum at Vladivostok. 
The two sides agreed to intensify energy cooperation in various sectors and 
develop transport connectivity between Chennai and Vladivostok. They also addressed 
the long-standing problem of spare part supply for the large inventory of Russian weapons 
with the Indian armed forces. Delhi and Moscow will now set up production facilities for 
spares in India. All this is welcome incremental progress. But to understand the impor¬ 
tance of the 20th meeting in six years between the two leaders, look elsewhere. 

The unfolding turbulence in India’s major power relations has been brought into sharp 
relief by the international response to New Delhi’s decision to change the constitutional 
status of Jammu and Kashmir. India’s relations with China, already under considerable 
strain, have gotten worse amid Beijing’s harsh response and its decision to move the 
United Nations Security Council in support of Pakistan. While the western powers have 
extended support for India’s argument that the developments in Kashmir are internal to 
India, they have also raised questions about the human rights situation there. Russia’s 
support seemed to come with fewer caveats and Modi has thanked his “great friend’ 
Putin for that in Vladivostok. Even more importantly, the joint statement issued by the two 
leaders emphasised the shared understanding on the “inadmissibility of intervention in 
the internal affairs” of nations. 

In the last few years, Delhi and Moscow seemed to drift apart. If Russia was concerned 
about India’s deepening partnership with the US, Delhi warily watched Moscow’s strate¬ 
gic embrace of Beijing and its flirtation with the Pakistan army and its proxy in Afghanistan, 
the Taliban. More recently, though, there has been some effort at rebuilding mutual con¬ 
fidence. India refused to buckle under US pressure to stop buying advanced Russian 
weapons like the S-400 missile system. Moscow has signalled that it will remain mindful 
of Delhi’s interests even as it aligns with Beijing. Both Modi and Putin know that the world 
has entered an uncertain era and they need to keep all their options in play. Neither of 
them wants to squander the benefits of a solid bilateral relationship built over decades in 
this moment of transition in major power politics. Even as India and Russia restore their 
strategic bonds, there should be no illusions about returning to the good old days. For, the 
density of Russia’s partnership with China and India’s engagement with America is today 
greater than the ties between Delhi and Moscow. The big missing link in the India-Russia 
relationship is a solid commercial foundation. In Vladivostok, Modi and Putin affirmed 
their commitment to address this weakness. They must now deliver on that promise. 


Owning the problem 

Repeated infusion of capital in state-owned banks underlines 
the growing costs of government retaining control 

T HE FAILURE OF the government to let go or to lower its holdings in banks is 
extracting a huge cost, as the repeated infusion of capital in these banks 
shows. On Tuesday, the Cabinet approved a capital infusion of Rs 9,300 
crore in IDBI Bank, as a one-time exercise, with LIC to pump in Rs 4,743 
crore while the government will provide Rs 4,557 crore in proportion to its sharehold¬ 
ing of 49 per cent. This, it says, will help address the issue of legacy bad loans of a bank 
which reported a net loss of Rs 3,801 crore in the quarter to June 2019, with a gross Non 
Performing Assets or NPA ratio of 29.12 per cent in the same period as a percentage of 
its total advances or loans. 

Clearly, the cleaning up of the books of a bank in which the government is not a ma¬ 
jority shareholder is turning out to be costly considering that part of IDBI Bank’s legacy 
bad loans of over Rs 9,000 crore were transferred to a Stressed Assets Fund well over a 
decade ago. It also illustrates the political failure to move on privatising the bank which 
was identified as a potential first candidate by the government which later backpedalled, 
reckoning that public opinion was yet to evolve on this sensitive issue. The former Chief 
Economic Advisor, Arvind Subramanian, who left the government last year, too, had 
pitched for privatisation of some PSU banks, indicating that without major changes, the 
problems are likely to linger and recur. Former RBI Governor Duwuri Subbarao, in an ar¬ 
ticle that appeared in these columns on Thursday, flagged the issue of whether the gov¬ 
ernment should own banks at all. He has suggested that it would be better off unveiling 
a roadmap for shedding majority stake in these banks. 

The other serious concern is that of LIC’s use of policyholders’ funds for investments 
in weak banks such as IDBI Bank and the bet on its investments paying off later. That 
seems to be a long haul in this case. Clearly, the fiscal costs of retaining control in many 
banks and other state-owned firms is high when there are competing demands for funds 
in sectors such as health, education and infrastructure and with pressure on meeting the 
annual fiscal deficit target. From a political economy perspective, it would make sense for 
the government to retain ownership control in the country’s largest bank, SBI, which has 
a share of nearly one-third of the banking business and perhaps a couple of other large 
PSU banks, while divesting the rest once there is an economic upturn. 


Life and death of Nie 


Her journey encapsulated the tragedies of Mao Zedong’s 

Cultural Revolution 


N IE YUANZI, WHO died at 98 this week, created the poster for, and became 
the poster-child of, Mao Zedong’s Cultural Revolution. Nie, a mid-level 
Communist Party of China (CPC) functionary at the University of Peking in 
1966, put out what Mao called “the first Marxist-Leninist big character 
poster”, which denounced senior functionaries at the university. Mao, eager to assert 
himself once again after being somewhat sidelined in the CPC following the failure of the 
Great Leap Forward in the previous decade, pounced on the poster as a way to root out 
“revisionists” and “reactionaries” from China. What followed was over a decade of purges, 
murder, anti-intellectualism and chaos, which culminated ultimately in the end of the 
reign of the “Gang of Four” and tarnished Mao’s image to a great degree. 

For a couple of years, Nie became a political celebrity, feted for her loyalty to the leader 
and party, and held up as an example to follow. She was a leader of the Red Guards — CPC 
gangs, really — and helped bring down the undesirables. But soon enough, she fell from 
favour, accused of disobedience and later, of the torture of Deng Pufang, Deng Xiaoping’s 
son. For most of her life, she insisted that her role was limited to making the poster. 

The trajectory of Nie’s political career mirrors that of many stalwarts of the CPC, includ¬ 
ing Mao himself. The children of the revolution, the leaders of the party, from Lin Bao, to 
Deng, Luo Ruiqing, found themselves labelled disloyal following sectarian battles and 
personal vendettas, often stemming from insecurities at the top. Tragedies like the Great 
Leap Forward and Cultural Revolution were ideological creations: They tried to force peo¬ 
ple to fit a vision of society. Nie was one among the many who were lifted up and then cast 
out in the process.

Our pride, our Constitution 

Section 377judgment offers lessons in how to use the 
Constitution to build coalitions and bring change

THIS DAY, ONE year ago, the Supreme Court 
in their judgment in Navtej Singh Johar held 
that LGBT Indians would be protected by 
constitutional values of equality, non-dis¬ 
crimination, dignity, expression, life and lib¬ 
erty. The Court read down Section 377 of the 
Indian Penal Code, 1860 or the unnatural sex¬ 
ual offences penal provision. Today, as we 
celebrate a year of freedom for queer India, 
we must also look to our Constitution and its 
values that fuelled the court battle and en¬ 
abled this victory. 

In April 2016, five LGBT Indians led by 
Navtej Singh Johar, on the back of a soul-shat¬ 
tering court loss in 2013, and curative peti¬ 
tions that were left unheard, believed 
enough in the Constitution’s promises of 
equality, dignity, non-discrimination, life and 
liberty to let us lawyers take their stories to 
court. 

Between early 2018, when the Supreme 
Court issued notice on this case, to July 2018 
when the hearings started, five more writ pe¬ 
titions would be filed. From Keshav Suri, the 
scion of a business house, to Arif Jafar who 
had been imprisoned for being gay; from 
young IITians wearing coloured kurtas and 
jeans to the veteran LGBT activists of the 
Humsafar Tmst, queer Indians came to court 
in waves that threatened not to stop till they 
were given their rightful place as citizens. 
Such was their belief in the promise of the 
Constitution that it would act as a beacon of 
hope for queer Indians to approach the court. 

We have a long way to go towards full cit¬ 
izenship. Full citizenship would include so¬ 
cial and civil rights, the ability to have joint 
bank accounts or a lease for a home or mar¬ 
riage to a partner. Subsequent to the judg¬ 
ment, we face many new obstacles such as 
the Surrogacy Bill and the Transgender Bill 
that are waiting to be notified. 

As we embark on the journey towards full 
civil rights, let us take a moment to reflect on 
the lessons offered by jurisprudence of the 
Johar court in howto use the Constitution to 
build coalitions and make change in India to¬ 
day. To appreciate this, lets us start from the 
origins of the Constitution. 

The Constitution of India is special. 


It is also time for 
movements working on 
gender, caste and labour 
issues to embrace their 
LGBT brethren within and 
outside.

German history teaches us 
this.

Drafted between 1946-1949, it envisaged a 
new country. This new nation would make 
reparations for previously socially-sanc¬ 
tioned discrimination like the caste system. 
India’s Constitution is unique in its approach 
for making reparations for the historical dis¬ 
crimination that defines the present and fu¬ 
ture of marginalised communities. By con¬ 
trast, America’s Constitution makes no 
apology nor enables reparations for slavery. 

The Johar court was aware of the expec¬ 
tations of our Constitution and her drafters. 
Therefore, they located their decision in core 
constitutional expectations of counter-ma- 
joritarianism and constitutional morality. 
What are these expectations? And why are 
they relevant for all of India, and not just 
queer India? 

Counter-majoritarianism is the role 
courts adopt to prevent muscular majorities 
from trampling upon minorities, who are nu¬ 
merically weaker or even less influential. 
Constitutional morality is the morality of the 
Constitution, or core values like equality, 
non-discrimination, liberty for all. Both 
counter-majoritarianism and constitutional 
morality have their origins in Ambedkar’s vi¬ 
sion of a Constitution addressing historical 
discrimination against lower castes. 

Our constitutional commitment to ad¬ 
dressing caste discrimination has meant that 
courts, through the years, have made it their 
role to go against majoritarian social moral¬ 
ity that may well be in favour of maintaining 
the caste system. This judicial role of going 
against majoritarian morality to protect con¬ 
stitutional morality would move the court to 
protect LGBT citizens. This court would not 
abdicate its responsibilities when confronted 
with the violation of fundamental rights of 
a group of citizens. 

In early 2016, the constitutional protec¬ 
tion of inter-caste and inter-religious cou¬ 
ples, inspired us lawyers to frame the key 
Johar plea: The right to a sexual partner. It 
would be reflected in the court’s judgment 
of the right to a companion for all — includ¬ 
ing LGBT Indians. This shows that we are re¬ 
inforced by each other’s freedoms, and weak¬ 
ened by state or society-sanctioned 


discrimination against any set of citizens. 

The Johar court’s finding that the 
Constitution protects the right not to conform 
in food, dress, ideology, faith or sexuality is a 
constitutional lifeline to religious, sexual and 
political minorities. It is constitutional light 
that can only keep shining in our current po¬ 
litical climate, if minorities and historically- 
discriminated groups form coalitions in this 
quest to keep our constitutional values intact. 
Our freedoms do not exist in silos, they exist 
in tandem with each others. 

In constitutional litigation, we use exist¬ 
ing rights of freedom and dignity of one mar¬ 
ginalised group to extend it to another, argu¬ 
ing that such rights are due to every citizen. 
Similarly, diverse movements must recog¬ 
nise that in standing with each other, in en¬ 
suring the freedoms and equality of each 
group, they shore up their own. 

It is also time for movements working on 
gender, caste and labour issues to embrace 
their LGBT brethren within and outside. 
Similarly, queer citizens in India must also 
realise that a national register used against 
one community can well be extended to an¬ 
other.

Measures to arrest economic slowdown are a good first move. Tough steps are awaited 


IN AN ARTICLE on the Union Budget, I had 
predicted that a stimulus would come be¬ 
fore November. It was announced in all its 
glory on August 25. The finance minister the 
training as an economist she received at 
JNU.

Such gestures will let in¬ 
vestors engaged in real capital formation to 
concentrate on their real responsibilities 
rather than looking over their shoulders all 
the time. The provision of Rs 70,000 crore 
for capital infusion in public sector banks is 
less than what they demanded. Yet, it 
makes sense since all such steps must be 
both exceptional and performance evalua¬ 
tion-based by the owner — in this case, the 
banking division of the finance ministry, 
acting on behalf of the President. Insistence 
that the changes in bank rates must get re¬ 
flected in the cost of borrowing going down, 
rather than an oligarchic bank bureaucracy 
fattening itself, is to be commended. 

The steps for micro, small and medium 
enterprises are all fine, although the drama 
in the announcement could have been 
moderated in what was essentially orches¬ 
trated as a professional policy exercise. 
There is no harm in an economic ministry 
being occasionally professional. In fact, 
there was a time when they were largely so. 
Finance, planning and commerce (trade 
policy) was serious stuff. It was not about 
playing to the gallery, since in a globalising 
world, everyone else is looking on. 

In fact, Nomura has just given a GDP 
quarterly forecast, which is more pessimistic 
than others. We must now credibly show 


that the last quarter will be better. Political 
parties will score brownie points. Visions are 
at a discount in a two minute sound bite in 
a channel. It would have been appropriate 
to stay away from giving sops to individual 
industries. Let the ministry make the over¬ 
ture and you give a majesterial decision fi¬ 
nance minister, otherwise we will be worry¬ 
ing about suitcases in North Block, finance 
minister, JNU withstanding. 

I remember when the original suitcase 
wallah made the news. I was vice-chancel¬ 
lor of JNU and Manmohan Singh had cut my 
budget following Bretton Woods’ advice. I 
was collecting non-government of India 
funds for my university and jokingly said 
that I’m available at the north gate of JNU, if 
anybody wants to give us a suitcase. We will 
also give him a receipt. 

More importantly, the FM’s announce¬ 
ments do not take cognisance of the RBI 
governor’s plea that the finance ministry 
must come out with a fiscal stimulus to re¬ 
verse the declining investment rates (as a 
share of GDP).

Acute Inflation 

INDIA MAY GET deeper into the morass of 
inflation because the steps required to meet 
the situation are difficult to implement. The 
finance ministry has submitted to the cabi¬ 
net a note which, according to a minister, 
gives “such a gloomy picture that it makes 
you miss a heart-beat”. It is estimated that 
the rate of inflation in the next few months 
will be 4 per cent a month as against 2.5 per 
cent so far.

Officials are almost 
on the point of throwing up their hands be¬ 
cause the situation is not being assessed 
properly and the measures proposed have

72. Criticism of the Red Cross’ role during the 
relief operations has been voiced both in the 
press and Parliament, but up until now the 
Red Cross authorities had ignored the accu¬ 
sations. However with the submission of the 


report, it becomes difficult for the society to 
continue its ostrich-like stand.

FOLLOWING THE CHANGES to Article 370 of 
the Constitution converting the state of 
Jammu and Kashmir (J&K) into two Union 
Territories, J&K and Ladakh, several leaders of 
the BJP have attempted to construct a narra¬ 
tive that invokes B R Ambedkar to justify the 
measures. Some of them have even aligned 
his views and concerns on this issue with 
those of Syama Prasad Mookerjee, the 
founder of the Bharatiyajana Sangh, who led 
an agitation against the mandatory permit to 
visit J&K, demanding the full merger of the 
state with India. Ambedkar and Mookerjee 
are then projected as allies pitted against 
Jawaharlal Nehru, who by defending an au¬ 
tonomous constitutional status to J&K, under¬ 
cut the determined efforts of Sardar Patel to¬ 
wards India’s national consolidation. To what 
extent does this narrative square with what 
we know about Ambedkar’s stance on this is¬ 
sue? 

Kashmir figures prominently in 
Ambedkar’s resignation speech as the 
Union law minister in the interim 
Parliament on October 11,1951, when he 
cites his disagreement with the Nehru gov¬ 
ernment’s policy towards the state. He ar¬ 
gues that “the right solution” to the J&K dis¬ 
pute “is the partition of Kashmir. Give the 
Hindu and Buddhist part to India and the 
Muslim part to Pakistan as we did in the 
case of India”. “Or if you like”, he adds, “di¬ 
vide it into three parts — the ceasefire zone, 
the Valley, and the Jammu-Ladakh region 
and have a plebiscite only in the Valley.” 

Ambedkar cites the following reasons for 
it: First, given India’s commitment to hold a 
plebiscite in the state and Pakistan’s belliger¬ 
ent claims on it, “the Hindus and Buddhists of 
Kashmir are likely to be dragged into Pakistan 
against their wishes”. On the other hand, if the 


Valley chose to be part of India through the 
plebiscite, then Pakistan’s claim over it can be 
debunked decisively. Second, if the pot is kept 
boiling in Srinagar, which Nehruvian policy 
has resulted in, armed stand-off with Pakistan 
will be a permanent feature of India’s security 
policy, eating up resources that should right¬ 
fully be used to improve the condition of peo¬ 
ple in India. He felt that India’s defence expen¬ 
diture was eating up more than half of the 
Union revenue. Third, the excessive attention 
that J&K has cornered in policy circles has led 
to ignoring several other urgent concerns, par¬ 
ticularly those arising from the carving out of 
East Pakistan. Fourth, India has lost much 
goodwill, its social capital, at the time of 
Independence, in global forums, due to the for¬ 
eign policy of the Nehmvian regime, in which 
J&K figured prominently. 

Ambedkar repeated many of these argu¬ 
ments in the manifesto of the Scheduled 
Caste Federation in 1951, released soon after 
his resignation from Parliament. In this con¬ 
text, it is interesting to point out that Sheikh 
Mohammad Abdullah in his autobiography, 
The Blazing Chinar, takes little notice of these 
arguments, although the media at the time 
extensively commented on the issue and 
conservative Hindu politicians denounced 
Ambedkar’s position on the Kashmir Valley. 

Ambedkar’s critique of Article 370 is di¬ 
rected against its justification by partisans of 
the measure. While moving the Article (then 
Article 306 A) in the Constituent Assembly 
on October, 17, 1949, N Gopalaswami 
Ayyangar had argued that this special provi¬ 
sion is made because “that particular state is 
not yet ripe for this kind of integration. It is 
the hope of everybody here that in due 
course even Jammu and Kashmir will be¬ 
come ripe for the sort of integration as has 
taken place in the case of other states”. He 
further said, “the Government of India have 
committed themselves to the people of 
Kashmir in certain respects. They have com¬ 
mitted themselves to the position that an op¬ 
portunity would be given to the people of the 
state to decide for themselves whether they 
will remain with the Republic or wish to go 
out of it. We are also committed to ascertain- 
ing the will of the people by means of a 
plebiscite provided that peaceful and normal

conditions are restored and the impartiality 
of the plebiscite could be guaranteed”. 
Ambedkar thought that such a policy meas¬ 
ure had never taken off, and led to nomina¬ 
tion of even representatives of the state to 
Parliament. Ambedkar had consistently op¬ 
posed representation through nomination 
from his submission before the 
Southborough Committee in 1919. He felt 
that the Article, as it stood in 1951, denied 
democratic rights to the people ofJ&K in the 
name of safeguarding the state’s autonomy. 

While Ambedkar’s attack on the 
Nehmvian policy on Kashmir was scathing, it 
was not less so with regard to Hindu nation¬ 
alism and the idea of national unity that 
Syama Prasad Mookerjee subscribed to. In 
Pakistan or Partition of India (1946), he had ar¬ 
gued that nationality is a “feeling of con¬ 
sciousness of kind” which binds together a 
people and the absence of a political setting 
germane to this feeling may reinforce nation¬ 
alism, that is, “a desire for a separate national 
existence”. Nationalism enacts itself by forg¬ 
ing the common bond and shedding that 
which divides. Use of force to suppress the 
feeling of nationalism has proved counter¬ 
productive. While there was much in com¬ 
mon among Muslims and Hindus in India, 
the former have increasingly come to con¬ 
sider themselves as a nationality and there 
has been no conscious and reflective attempt 
to undo such a feeling. If secession is in¬ 
evitable, it has to be carried out through a 
plebiscite in the concerned territory and ap¬ 
propriate institutions and processes for the 
relocation of people and to protect minority 
rights must be put in place. 

Ambedkar also argued that if a national¬ 
ity wants to go its way, and efforts to forge a 
common bond were in vain, then the secu¬ 
rity of the state and the prosperity of its cit¬ 
izen-community leave one with little option 
but to part ways, rather than be caught in the 
quagmire of violence and insecurity. Clearly 
such a notion of nationalism, and the conse¬ 
quences that follow from it, would not be ac¬ 
ceptable to Syama Prasad Mookerjee and his 
political progeny.

NRC woes 

THE PUBLICATION OF the final National 
Register of Citizens (NRC) “list” and the 
consequent controversy has been com¬ 
mented on. 

Inquilab’s editorial on September 2 com¬ 
ments on the trouble faced by those dispos¬ 
sessed because of the lack of documents, es¬ 
pecially those excluded in the NRC list 
finalised on August 31. “In a country like 
India, where a huge section of the people is 
homeless, the demand for documents is very 
strange. Before putting the burden on peo¬ 
ple to prove that they are citizens, it may have 
been better for the government to make such 
documents available.” The editorial con¬ 
cludes by asserting: “Years of living under 
British dominance and the Partition of the 
country should make it clear that there are 
no ‘ghuspaithiye’ or infiltrators. It is ironic 
that India boasts about the creation of 
Bangladesh at one level and at another level, 
uses the ‘Bangladeshi’ tag to try and take 
away peoples’ citizenship.” 

Siasat’s editorial on September 1, The de¬ 
fects in Assam’s NRC’, also elaborates on the 
trouble and harassment faced by people as 
a result of documentation processes. It asks 
governments to ensure that real citizens do 
not suffer. 

Munsif on September 2 cites the com¬ 
plexities of the NRC and describes it as a 
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“puzzle”. It points out that in Telangana, a BJP 
MLA has vouched for the NRC by referring to 
“suspicious Bangladeshi and Rohingya pres¬ 
ence, while another BJP MLA in Assam has 
talked of a conspiracy to exclude Hindus and 
assist Muslims”. The paper blames “such 
politicians” for making the NRC a puzzle that 
is hard to decode. 

Etemaad, the Hyderabad-based daily of 
the AIMIM contends that “fears over the NRC 
are justified”. “Lakhs of citizens have been 
turned into non-citizens overnight, because 
of ordinary mistakes (in paperwork),” it 
points out. The editorial draws attention to 
known personalities, including a “Kargil War 
hero and an ex-MLA who are absent from the 
list”. The daily finds it odd that in the “same 
family some are included and others ex¬ 
cluded, though all of them submitted the 
same documents.” It cites the concerns ex¬ 
pressed by international human rights 
groups like Amnesty International. The edi¬ 
torial concludes by pointing out that “the fu¬ 
ture of 19 lakh people depends on foreigner 
tribunals and courts. If they lose their case, 
their future is uncertain. We hope these tri¬ 
bunals and courts do an impartial job.” 

Aag, on September 1, has an editorial ti¬ 
tled ‘Yahan se kahan jaayein hum?’ (where 
do we go from here?). It points out that “peo¬ 
ple are unaware of the facilities and help that 
governments may have extended to them. 
The lines of grief on their faces are visible and 


they claim, ‘we are born in Assam, our par¬ 
ents were born in Assam, we have spent our 
lives here, educated our children here and it 
was time to start thinking about their future, 
but suddenly everything has come to an 
end’”. But, says the paper, “in this atmosphere 
of despondency, some Muslims have not lost 
hope and they say a long legal battle will be 
fought. We hope we will succeed because if 
we don’t, we do not know where to go.” 

Money Matters 

URDU PAPERS HAVE commented on the 
transfer of Rs 1.76 lakh crores by the RBI to 
the Centre and the merger of public sector 
banks. 

Siasat on August 28 writes: “For some 
time this may help but the long-term impacts 
of the move, if any, are bound to be negative 
because the government is not willing to get 
to the root of the country’s economic prob¬ 
lems”. The paper points out that “for 30 years, 
the question of a fresh set of reforms has been 
discussed, but it appears that the government 
does not care about the views of economic 
experts. Small changes will not stabilise the 
economy.” 

Inquilab’s editorial on September 5 is ti¬ 
tled, ‘Is the merger of banks good for 
strengthening the economy?’ The editorial 
tries to answer the question by pointing out 
that “the question of bank mergers has been 


proposed since the 1990s. Many committees 
have also recommended this”. But then, it 
asks: Was this the right time for the merger? 
The editorial notes: “It appears unnecessary 
at a time when the economy needed to be 
put back on track, especially the segments 
that were undergoing a slowdown. The slow¬ 
down and the consequent unemployment 
in the automobile sector means that people 
connected with the sector are in desperate 
need of some confidence-boosting meas¬ 
ures.” 

Pehlu Khan’s murder 

THE ACQUITTAL OF all those charged for the 
lynching of Pehlu Khan, the dairy farmer 
lynched in Alwar has attracted comment. 

Munsif s editorial on August 16 notes that 
“the Congress government in Rajasthan has 
said that it will appeal the order in the High 
Court. It must ensure that the shortcomings 
in the prosecution’s case, which were 
pointed out by the lower court, are rectified.” 
It concludes on an emotional note: “The late 
Pehlu Khan must get justice. His spirit is per¬ 
haps asking: ‘Main kiske haath pe apna 
khoon talaash karun? Tamaam shahar ne 
dastaane pehne huye hain’ (On whose hands 
do I look for my blood? The entire city is 
wearing gloves).

Whose civil 
services? 

It is time officers renewed their commitment to 
the nation, not the government of the day

ARE THE civil services being used and 
abused? Are the Enforcement Directorate 
and the Central Bureau of Investigation 
mere stooges in the hands of the party in 
power? Are taxmen deliberately hounding 
the businesses and the media which dare to 
differ with the government? 

The common man, busy in satisfying 
the bare minimum needs of his family, may 
be unaware of the serious imputation of 
the above questions, but many of us — in 
comparatively comfortable positions — can 
only ignore it at our own peril. We engage 
in drawing room discussions about the 
country’s “rusted steel frame”, but with 
hardly any concrete measures to offer that 
can strengthen and refurbish it. Celebrating 
Civil Services Day is one such limp step we 
took and embellished it with rewarding 
young officers for their innovative work. 
The training academies in Mussoorie, 
Hyderabad, Nagpur, Baroda, Shimla etc. are 
no doubt state-of-the-art and well- 
equipped to enhance the skills of trainees 
who reach there after passing a tough com¬ 
petitive exam at the national level. These 
institutes do labour hard to impart train¬ 
ing in subjects specific to the job profile of 
each service. 

But what about the spirit of the civil 
services? What about “the impartiality and 
incorruptibility of administration”, that 
Sardar Patel expected from us? What about 
the backbone to withstand the pressures 
of expediency, politicians, media and mobs 
of different hue? 

I have known examples of lone fight¬ 
ers: A commissioner of police who, when 
asked not to oppose the bail of a film star 
who was the son of a Mumbai politician, 
refused to comply, politely but firmly — a 
way to smartly salute the minister and walk 
away with his cap held high, his pride in the 
Indian Police Service shining through. 

A young IAS officer who refused to write 
the interview marks of candidates appear¬ 
ing for a teachers’ interview in pencil — so 
the politicians on the board could “manip¬ 
ulate” them later. I have also known of a tax 
officer refusing to open a closed file to “teach 
a lesson to an unfriendly” business house. 

However, these “principled stands” are 
known only to a few. While there are awards 
for innovation and achieving targets, has 
anyone thought of awarding an officer for 
standing by the principles she is supposed 
to be tme to? Case studies have been devel¬ 
oped for performance, but none exist for 
those who abide by their commitment to a 
just and equitable society, and, thus, dare to 
differ with “orders from the top”. 


The result has been the poaching of the 
defined sphere of work of civil servants by 
self-serving politicians of all political par¬ 
ties. Being street smart, they identified the 
holes in the civil services and, following 
each election, they have dug deeper. A day 
will come when the civil services will sink 
and we shall have a bureaucracy commit¬ 
ted to serve the politicians, not the society. 
Many fear that with lateral entry we have 
already reached that point in time. 

Yet, no one is mourning the slow demise 
of the civil services. Perhaps, because we 
have been projected as slow in the delivery 
of services and tardy in the implementation 
of policies. Maybe because we have become 
cormpt and luxury-loving. Some would say 
that all of this is tme and that the services 
lost their speed of delivery and idealism in 
the 1960s. That post liberalisation, their rel¬ 
evance in any case is limited. 

Yet, the common man we talked about 
earlier, sees a lot of hope in the civil serv¬ 
ices. His dream is to have his child join them 
for the prestige and power that the serv¬ 
ices still seem to carry. This man or woman 
in the street still clings to the prospect of a 
just, fair and prosperous society — the “Ram 
Rajya” he has heard of since his childhood. 
To him, the services represent a very im¬ 
portant tool to establish an equitable soci¬ 
ety through which he hopes to better his 
life and the future of his children. He does 
not think of “using” the services for his self¬ 
ish ends but for the common good. 

For the sake of this man or woman, let 
the civil services perform their specific role 
earnestly. Let them spread the culture of 
performance and accountability, and pun¬ 
ish the cormpt. Let them develop a spine to 
resist undue pressures from different play¬ 
ers, and concentrate on delivery of services 
to the poor — for whom they are meant. 

Let the civil services not forget that, at 
the end of the day, Justice H R Khanna re¬ 
mains the most remembered for his prin¬ 
cipled stand against Emergency. Very few 
have heard of the other four judges, and 
even if they have, is there any respect for 
their being party to the curtailment of our 
fundamental rights. The political breeze 
blew Justice Khanna away from the cov¬ 
eted chair of the Chief Justice of India. But I 
know about 50 law graduates of a Pune col¬ 
lege, each writing about Justice Khanna for 
his refusal to toe the line of the selfish po¬ 
litical leadership of the time. 

Times have changed, but not the polit¬ 
ical parties. We need the likes of Justice 
Khanna to motivate the civil services to take 
a principled stand. We need the likes of that 
commissioner of police, in Mumbai, who 
lost his chair but refused to agree to the bail 
of a VIP. And, we need someone like the 
young officer who did not buckle to induct 
the “teacher of choice”. Wake up, civil serv¬ 
ices, as some are busy writing our epitaph. 
They may succeed in writing it too, if we do 
not break out of our slumber and stand 
erect, in the service of the nation.

WAS THE‘LOCH NESS MONSTER’ A 
GIANT EEL? WHAT DNA STUDY FOUND 


SINCE THE 1900s, the legend of the “Loch 
Ness Monster” has been the subject of 
much debate around the world. Did such 
a prehistoric creature really live in the wa¬ 
ters of Loch Ness in the Scottish 
Highlands? In the absence of any conclu¬ 
sive evidence, there have been various 
theories about whether “Nessie” ever ex¬ 
isted, or whether it was an identifiable 
creature. On Thursday, scientists an¬ 
nounced one more theory: the Loch Ness 
Monster may have been a giant eel. 

Professor Neil Gemmell, a geneticist 
from New Zealand’s University of Otago, 
told reporters in London that an intensive 
analysis was carried out on traces of DNA 
in the Loch’s icy waters. The results ruled 
out the presence of large animals such as 
dinosaurs, but there was a lot of eel DNA 
in the Loch. “Eels are very plentiful in the 
Loch system — every single sampling site 
that we went to pretty much had eels and 
the sheer volume of it was a bit of a sur¬ 
prise. We can’t exclude the possibility that 
there’s a giant eel in Loch Ness but we 
don’t know whether these samples we’ve 
collected are from a giant beast or just an 
ordinary one—so there’s still this element 
of ‘we just don’t know’,” Reuters quoted 
Gemmell as saying. Gemmell noted, how¬ 
ever, that despite the idea of a giant eel 
having been around for decades, nobody 
had ever caught a giant one in the Loch.

The Reuters report referred to the first 
written record of a monster—Irish monk 
St Columba is said to have banished a 
“water beast” to the depths of the River 
Ness in the 6th century. In 1934 came the 
famous “surgeon’s photo”, showing a 
head on a long neck emerging from the 
water. It took 60 years more before it was 
established as a hoax — the photo of a 
model attached to a toy submarine. In 
2003, the BBC funded a scientific search 
across the Loch. Then three years ago, a 
high-tech marine drone found a “mon¬ 
ster” which, Reuters said, turned out to 
be replica used in the 1970 film The 
Private Life of Sherlock Holmes. 

Nessie is described as having a long 
neck with multiple humps on its back. 
Even today, many tourists travel to the 
Loch only to see if they might catch a 
sighting of the monster.

India rises in WEF travel 
rankings; how countries scored 


A REPORT released by the World 
Economic Forum (WEF) on 
Wednesday ranks the travel & tourism 
competitiveness of 140 economies. 
The biennial “Travel and Tourism 
Competitive Report” shows that India 
has made the greatest improvement 
since 2017 among the top 25 per cent 
of the countries that were previously 
ranked, the WEF said in a statement. 
Overall, India is ranked 34, up six 
places from 2017.

Mapping lightning across India 

For the first time, a report has mapped lightning strikes across the country, and the lives they have 
claimed. What are the findings, and how can these be used to prevent damage in the future?

UGHTNING STRIKES have caused at least 1,311 
deaths in the four-month period between 
April and July this year, according to a first-of- 
its-kind report on lightning incidents in India. 
It has been prepared by Climate Resilient 
Observing Systems Promotion Council 
(CROPC; interview with chairperson Sanjay 
Kumar Srivastava alongside ), a non-profit or¬ 
ganisation that works closely with India 
Meteorological Department (IMD). UP ac¬ 
counted for 224 of these deaths, followed by 
Bihar (170), Odisha (129) and Jharkhand (118). 

What has the report found? 

It counted 65.55 lakh lightning strikes in 
India during this four-month period, of which 
23.53 lakh (36 percent) happened to be cloud- 
to-ground lightning, the kind that reaches the 
Earth. The other 41.04 lakh (64 per cent) were 
in-cloud lightning, which remains confined 
to the clouds in which it was formed. 

Odisha recorded over 9 lakh incidents of 
lightning (both kinds), the maximum for any 
state but fewer deaths than Uttar Pradesh, 
which had 3.2 lakh incidents. 

Why are these findings important? 

The report is part of an effort to create a 
database that can help develop an early 
warning system for lightning, spread aware¬ 
ness, and prevent deaths. Between 2,000 and 
2,500 people are estimated as killed every 
year in lightning strikes in the country. 

It is possible to predict, 30-40 minutes in 
advance, when a lightning strike heads to¬ 
wards Earth. The prediction is made possi¬ 
ble through study and monitoring of the in¬ 
cloud lightning strikes. Timely dissemination 
of this information can save several lives. 

After carrying out a pilot project in 16 
states, the IMD has begun providing light¬ 
ning forecasts and warnings through mobile 
text messages from this year. However, this 
is not yet available in all regions, and there 
isn’t enough awareness as yet on the kinds 
of action that need to be taken after an alert. 

How is lightning formed? 

Lightning is a very rapid and massive dis¬ 
charge of electricity in the atmosphere. Some 
of it is directed towards the Earth. It is a result 
of the difference in electrical charge between 
the top and bottom of a cloud. The lightning¬ 
generating clouds are typically about 10-12 
km in height, with their base about 1-2 km 
from the Earth’s surface. The temperatures 
at the top range from -35°C to -45°C. 

As water vapour moves upwards in the 
cloud, it condenses into water due to de¬ 
creasing temperatures. A huge amount of 
heat is generated in the process, pushing the 
water molecules further up. As they move to 
temperatures below zero, droplets change 
into small ice crystals. As they continue up¬ 
wards, they gather mass, until they become 
so heavy that they start descending. It leads 
to a system where smaller ice crystals move 
upwards while larger ones come down. The 
resulting collisions trigger release of elec¬ 
trons, in a process very similar to the gener¬ 
ation of electric sparks. The moving free elec¬ 
trons cause more collisions and more 
electrons; a chain reaction is formed. 

The process results in a situation in which 
the top layer of the cloud gets positively 
charged while the middle layer is negatively 
charged. The electrical potential difference 
between the two layers is huge, of the order 
of billions of volts. In little time, a huge cur¬ 
rent, of the order of lakhs to millions of am¬ 
peres, starts to flow between the layers. It 
produces heat, leading to the heating of the 
air column between the two layers of cloud. 
It is because of this heat that the air column 
looks red during lightning. The heated air col-

What went into the preparation of the 
report on lightning? 

The Mid-Monsoon 2019 Lightning 
Report has been prepared by using IMD’s 
lightning forecasts including Nowcast, 
Indian Institute of Tropical Management- 
Pune’s lightning network data, NRSC, ISRO 
inputs, other satellite data and ground- 
based impacts reports received from the 
active network of Lightning Resilient India 
Campaign. The network includes state gov¬ 
ernments, NGOs, media, etc. This is part of 
our effort to prepare a lightning risk map 
of India and identify lightning hotspots. 

What is the role of state governments? 

IMD-installed sensors across India 
have been giving alerts since April. State 
governments should take the data and 
start an emergency response system and 
relay the information to the district level.

How does lightning strike Earth? 

The Earth is a good conductor of electric¬ 
ity. While electrically neutral, it is relatively 
positively charged compared to the middle 
layer of the cloud. As a result, an estimated 


but this is not done in many states, result¬ 
ing in high casualties. States like Odisha, 
Karnataka, and Andhra Pradesh are doing 
this systematically. 

Odisha had the highest number of 
lightning strikes in four months, but 
fewer casualties than many other 
states. How did this happen? 

After receiving alerts from IMD, they 
send pre-fixed messages to the grassroots 
utilising their network. Vulnerable people 
have been trained how to respond after 
hearing the warning siren. Safe shelters 
were created. Lightning arresters have been 
installed on many buildings. Mayurbhanj, 
which saw 152 deaths last year, recorded 
only 17 this year. The state took proactive 
measures like changing housing patterns, 
providing education. They planted palm 
trees, which attract high-voltage electricity. 

And Jharkhand, Bihar, UP saw less 
than a sixth of the lightning strikes 
but more than a third (512) of deaths... 

In Bihar, disaster management is in 
place, but until recently it was focused on 
floods. In UP, the CM has initiated a scheme, 
but due to bureaucratic issues, the work is 
yet to be implemented. Jharkhand has done 
its groundwork, but since there is no man¬ 
power in the State Disaster Management 
Authority, there is no outreach. 


Why did the study stress lightning prot¬ 
ection to prevent extinction of tribal 
communities such as Birhor, Pahadiya? 

Recent observations confirm that the 
Chhotanagpur plateau, which is the conflu¬ 
ence of Jharkhand, Odisha, part of 
Chhattisgarh and West Bengal and is inhab¬ 
ited by tribals, is the most lightning-prone 
area. The area is electrostatically and ther¬ 
modynamically charged, resulting in light¬ 
ning. East Singhbhum has the highest num¬ 
ber of lightning strikes — more than 2 lakh 
— compared to any other district in India. 
These areas are predominantly inhabited 
by tribals who need to be relocated to safer 
spaces, else their population will go extinct. 

Is there a connection between 
lightning and climate change? 

We found that areas prone to heat¬ 
waves were also prone to lightning. 
Pollution increases aerosols in the atmos¬ 
phere, which in turn increases lightning. 
There have been at least two or three in¬ 
stances of lightning strikes without rain¬ 
fall, killing persons in Jharkhand.

What ED and l-T have against Karnataka Congress leader D K Shivakumar

THE ENFORCEMENT Directorate (ED) has 
arrested senior Karnataka Congress leader 
D K Shivakumar in action that the party has 
decried as political vendetta by the BJP. 
Shivakumar was arrested in Delhi on 
Tuesday, and subsequently remanded in the 
custody of the agency until September 13. 

What is the origin of the ED’s money 
laundering case (ECIR/HQ/4/2018) in 
which Shivakumar has been arrested? 

The origins of the ED’s case lie in an in¬ 
vestigation carried out by the Income-Tax 
Department beginning August 2017. Based 
on the findings of this probe, a deputy di¬ 
rector for investigations in the I-T Depart¬ 
ment had filed a private complaint on June 
13,2018 in a special court for economic of¬ 
fences in Bengaluru. 

The complaint alleged that Shivakumar 
and four associates based in Delhi and Bengal¬ 
uru were part of “a well hatched conspiracy” 


to help the Congress leader evade tax. 

“Investigation has painstakingly ac¬ 
quired the leads over a period of time about 
the extensive network of tax evasion set up 
by Accused no. 1 (Shivakumar) and has 
been successful in discovering unaccounted 
cash and in the process established beyond 
any revocable doubt that Accused no. 1 has 
involved in organised tax evasion as part of 
a conspiracy by engaging others,” I-T said. 

On the basis of the I-T investigations, and 
complaint to the court of tax evasion and 
criminal conspiracy to evade tax under 
Section 120 B of the Indian Penal Code, the 
ED registered a case against Shivakumar 
and his associates in September 2018. 

The four associates named in the ED 
case were: Sachin Narayan, a real estate 
businessman and Shivakumar’s business 
partner; Sunil Kumar Sharma, a business¬ 
man and Shivakumar’s associate; Anjaneya 
Hanumanthaiah, a government employee 
who was the caretaker of properties and 
funds linked to Shivakumar; and Rajendra 
N, an aide of the Congress leader. 

The case was registered under The 


Prevention of Money 
Laundering Act (PMLA), 

2012, and IPC Section 120B 
(criminal conspiracy). 

So what specific findings 
from the I-T investigation 
led to the ED case? 

At the core of the ED case 
is the discovery, during the 
I-T searches of 2017, of unac¬ 
counted cash to the tune of 
over Rs 8.5 crore in four 
apartments in New Delhi 
linked to Shivakumar and 
his associates Sachin 
Narayan and Sunil Kumar Sharma. 

Shivakumar has been accused of money 
laundering also on the basis of statements 
—which were subsequently retracted — by 
Anjaneya Hanumanthaiah and N Rajendra, 
who allegedly stored cash in these apart¬ 
ments on the Congress leader’s behalf. 

Hanumanthaiah who “was responsible 
for storing/handling unaccounted currency 
of Accused no. 1 in Delhi”, and the custodian 


of the keys to the flats where 
the cash was found, told the 
I-T department that all the 
cash found in the flats be¬ 
longed to Shivakumar—al¬ 
though his associates, who 
owned two of the flats, too, 
have claimed it. 

“It is clear through the 
statements of Accused no. 
4 (Hanumanthaiah) re¬ 
corded from all four prem¬ 
ises searched and also the 
facts found during the 
course of search proceed¬ 
ings that the cash found at 
all these four premises were brought and 
kept as per the direction of Accused no. 1,” 
I-T said in its court complaint. 

“The object of purchasing these flats... 
was to entertain the guests of Accused no. 1 
and... to store the unaccounted cash gener¬ 
ated by Accused No. 1. Therefore, the cash 
generated by Accused no. 1 in Bangalore 
and other places used to be transported by 
Accused no. 3 (Sunil Sharma), stored in the 


flat, which in turn used to be distributed to 
various sources as directed by Accused no. 
1. The entire conspiracy was hatched by 
Accused no. 1, Accused no. 2 (Sachin 
Narayan) and Accused no. 3 at Bangalore for 
the purposes of evading tax,” the June 13, 
2018 private complaint said. 

According to I-T, Shivakumar did not pro¬ 
vide valid documentary evidence to account 
for the cash seizures. It has also said that doc¬ 
uments found during the searches suggest 
that payments were made to AICC func¬ 
tionary V Mulgund from the stash in the flats. 
The I-T searches were carried out as 
Shivakumar was sheltering 44 Gujarat 
Congress MLAs from poaching by the BJP in a 
resort outside Bengalum ahead of a cmcial 
Rajya Sabha election in which senior Congress 
leader Ahmed Patel was a candidate. 

How has Shivakumar responded to the 
I-T and ED cases? 

On June 25, 2019, a special court in 
Bengaluru rejected Shivakumar and his as¬ 
sociates’ plea for discharge in the I-T case. 

In February 2019, Shivakumar and his 


associates asked the Karnataka High Court 
to quash the summons issued by the ED for 
appearance for investigation of the money 
laundering case. 

Shivakumar has argued that he cannot 
be prosecuted under PMLA since the cash 
found in the I-T searches was not the pro¬ 
ceeds of crime, as stipulated under the 
money laundering law. He has also argued 
that the tax evasion case brought against 
him by I-T remains, and he cannot, there¬ 
fore, be prosecuted in the PMLA case. 

The ED has said that it is empowered to 
investigate whether the unaccounted funds 
were “proceeds of crime” irrespective of the 
outcome of the I-T cases. 

On August 29, Justice Arvind Kumar of 
Karnataka High Court rejected Shivakumar 
and his associates’ plea to quash the sum¬ 
mons, and directed them to appear for the 
ED investigations. The ED issued a fresh no¬ 
tice on the same day, asking Shivakumar to 
appear before it on August 30 for question¬ 
ing. After four days of questioning, the ED 
arrested Shivakumar on September 3, say¬ 
ing he had failed to cooperate.

Boris Johnson continues to seek UK 
election as political foes push back 


Britain’s PM describes Opposition’s refusal to back election as a ‘cowardly insult to democracy’

PRIME MINISTER Boris Johnson 
kept up his push Thursday for an 
early general election as a way to 
break Britain’s Brexit impasse, as 
lawmakers moved to stop the UK 
leaving the European Union next 
month without a divorce deal. 

Johnson remained deter¬ 
mined to secure an election after 
lawmakers on Wednesday re¬ 
jected his attempt to trigger a snap 
poll. House of Commons leader 
Jacob Rees-Mogg told Parliament 
that a vote would be held 
September 9 on a new motion 
calling for an election in October. 

Johnson’s office said the 
prime minister would appeal di¬ 
rectly to the public with a speech 
later in the day, arguing that 
politicians must “go back to the 
people and give them the oppor¬ 
tunity to decide what they want.” 

He called the refusal by 
Labour Party leader Jeremy 
Corbyn to endorse an election a 
“cowardly insult to democracy.” 

Johnson’s determination to 
lead Britain out of the EU on Oct. 
31 faces strong opposition from 
lawmakers, including members 
of his own Conservative Party 
who oppose a no-deal Brexit. 

Boris Johnson became prime 
minister in July after promising

Conservatives that he would 
complete Brexit and break the 
impasse that has paralyzed 
Britain’s politics since voters de¬ 
cided in June 2016 to leave the 
bloc and which brought down 
his predecessor, Theresa May. 

After only six weeks in office, 
however, his plans to lead the UK 
out of the EU are in crisis. He is 


caught between the EU, which 
refuses to renegotiate the deal it 
struck with May, and a majority 
of British lawmakers opposed to 
leaving without an agreement. 
Most economists say a no-deal 
Brexit would cause severe eco¬ 
nomic disruption and plunge the 
UK into recession. 

Johnson’s solution is to seek 


an election that could shake up 
Parliament and produce a less 
troublesome crop of lawmakers. 
It’s a risky gambit: Opinion polls 
don’t point to a clear majority for 
the Conservatives and the pub¬ 
lic mood is volatile. 

British prime ministers used 
to be able to call elections at will, 
but under 2011 legislation fixing 


elections at five-year intervals, 
they now need a vote in 
Parliament to hold an early poll. 

On Wednesday, Johnson 
asked Parliament to back an 
October 15 election — but 
Parliament said no. He needed 
the support of two-thirds of the 
650 lawmakers in the House of 
Commons — a total of434 — but 
got only 298, with 56 voting 
against and the rest abstaining. 

Corbyn said Labour, the 
biggest opposition party, would 
only vote for an early election if 
the prospect of a no-deal Brexit 
was taken off the table. 

Labour economy spokesman 
John McDonnell said the party 
wanted an election but was still 
deciding on whether to seek one 
before the October 31 Brexit 
deadline, or to wait until 
Parliament had secured a delay to 
Britain’s departure from the bloc.

magazine, which based its re¬ 
port on unnamed senior Afghan, 
European Union and Trump

Meanwhile, the Taliban lulled 
at least 10 people, including two 
NATO troops, in a Kabul bombing 
on Thursday. The car bomb blast 
shook Shash Darak, a heavily for¬ 
tified area adjacent to the Green 
Zone and home to several impor¬ 
tant complexes including the 
National Directorate of Security, 
the Afghan intelligence service.

I don’t know," while continuing 
to maintain that the initial storm 
predictions included the possibil¬ 
ity that Dorian would make land¬ 
fall in the southern state. 

Trump had incorrectly 
tweeted Sunday that Alabama 
was among the states that could 


be affected by the hurricane. 

Not long after, the National 
Weather Service’s (NWS) office 
in Birmingham, Alabama ap¬ 
peared to respond to the con¬ 
trary, though it did not explicitly 
mention Trump’s tweet. 

“Alabama will NOT see any im¬ 
pacts from #Dorian,” it tweeted. 

After White House ABC corre¬ 
spondent Jonathon Karl fact- 
checked Trump, the President 
lashed out, tweeting “Such a 
phony hurricane report by light¬ 
weight reporter", before doubling 
down on his original claim. He 
tweeted: “under certain original 
scenarios, it was in fact correct that 
Alabama could have received 
some ‘hurt.’”

GARLIC WAS dead, and there 
was nothing Huang Yu could do. 
So on a cold winter day, he 
buried his cat’s body in a park 
close to his home. 

Hours later, still heartbroken, 
the 22-year-old businessman re¬ 
called an article he had read on 
dog cloning in China. What if 
someday he could bring Garlic 
back to life? 

“In my heart, Garlic is irre¬ 
placeable,” said Huang, who dug 
up his British shorthair and put 
the cat in his refrigerator in 
preparation for cloning him. 
“Garlic didn’t leave anything for 


future generations, so I could 
only choose to clone.” 

That thought led him to 
Sinogene, a commercial pet¬ 
cloning company based in 
Beijing. Roughly $35,000 and 
seven months later, Sinogene 
produced what China’s official 
news media declared to be the 
country’s first cloned cat — and 
another sign of the country’s 
emergence as a power in cloning 
and genetics. 

It also suggests that China 
could turn pet cloning into a vi¬ 
able business. Duplicating dogs 
and cats has not really taken off 
in the United States and else¬ 
where, experts say. Pet-obsessed 
China might be different. The 
size of China’s domestic pet mar¬ 


ket is expected to reach $28.2 bil¬ 
lion this year, up nearly one-fifth 
from 2018, according to 
Gouminwang, a pet consultancy 
in Beijing. The country already 
has 55 million pet dogs and 44 
million pet cats, and demand for 
cats is accelerating. 

Pet cloning is not confined to 
China — Barbra Streisand fa¬ 
mously declared last year that 
two of her dogs are clones — and 
people have been cloning cats for 
years. But Garlic is the first cat 
cloned by China, solidifying its 
position among major cloning 
nations, which include the United 
States, Britain and South Korea. 

Mi Jidong, Sinogene’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said the company decided 
to start cloning pets in 2015 after 



conducting a survey of roughly 
1,000 people that showed there 
was demand. The company has 


cloned more than 40 dogs, includ¬ 
ing Schnauzers, Pomeranians and 
Malteses, at a cost of about 



$53,000 each, some as pets and 
others for medical research. 

China’s genetics know-how 
is growing rapidly. Ever since 
Chinese scientists cloned a fe¬ 
male goat in 2000, they have suc¬ 
ceeded in producing the world’s 
first primate clones, editing the 
embryos of monkeys to insert 
genes associated with autism 
and mental illness, and creating 
superstrong dogs by tinkering 
with their genes. Last year, the 
country stunned the world after 
a Chinese scientist announced 
that he had created the world’s 
first genetically edited babies. 

Pet cloning is largely unregu¬ 
lated and controversial where it 
is done, but in China the barriers 
are especially low. There are also 


no laws against animal cruelty. 

“It satisfies the owner’s spiri¬ 
tual needs and increases happi¬ 
ness,” said Wang Chuduan, a pro- 
fessor at China Agricultural 
University in Beijing. “There is a 
market demand. So what’s the 
problem?” 

Sinogene has bigger ambitions 
than cats and dogs. It is cloning a 
horse, and Mi said his nextbiggoal 
was to clone endangered animals, 
including pandas and the South 
China tiger. 

“I believe it will be quite diffi¬ 
cult and we will need some more 
time,” Mi said in a conference 
room surrounded by framed pic¬ 
tures of his company’s cloning 
successes, like China’s first cloned 
police dog. 



Critics contend that pet 
cloning is inefficient and inhu¬ 
mane. It is not clear what will 
happen to the resulting ani¬ 
mals, or the effect when they 
mix with the broader gene pool. 
The money could be better 
spent on caring for existing an¬ 
imals, the critics say. 

To clone Garlic, scientists im¬ 
planted skin cells from Huang’s 
original cat into eggs harvested 
from other cats. After an electric 
or chemical shock, 40 cloned 
embryos were implanted into 
four surrogate mother cats. That 
produced three pregnancies, 
two of which were miscarriages, 
said Chen Benchi, head of 
Sinogene’s medical experi¬ 
ments team.

Fog of war 

Donald Trump admits to putting the world through a “rough patch”

“I THINK it was necessary,” said President 
Donald Trump of the “rough patch” the 
world economy has been going through 
as a consequence of his shake-up of the 
global trade regime. His comments came 
on August 26th, towards the end of the G7 
meeting of rich-world leaders in Biarritz, 
France, and a particularly bumpy series of 
trade announcements. There is still plenty 
of turbulence ahead. 

The drama started on August 23rd, 
when the Chinese government an¬ 
nounced its plans for retaliation in re¬ 
sponse to an earlier tranche of American 
tariffs. China’s average tariff on imports 
from America (weighted to match 
America’s global exports in 2017) will rise 
from 20.7% to 21.8% on September 1st, 
and to 25.9% on December 15th (see 
chart), by which time 69% of America’s 
exports to China will be affected. 

Aircraft, integrated circuits and phar¬ 


maceuticals were spared, perhaps in 
recognition that tariffs on those would 
hurt China more. But previously an¬ 
nounced tariffs on cars and car parts that 
had been suspended as a goodwill gesture 
are now to come into force in December. 

Hours later, Mr Trump hit back, accus¬ 
ing China of being “politically motivated” 
(as if he was not). He announced counter¬ 
tariffs of an extra five percentage points 
on over $500bn of imports from China. 
By the end of the year American tariffs on 
Chinese goods, on a weighted average, 
will be 24.3%, up from 3.1% before Mr 
Tmmp’s trade conflict began. Ominously, 
he tweeted a reference to the 
International Emergency Economic 
Powers Act of 1977, saying he could use 
it to go much further. As its name sug¬ 
gests, this law grants the president 
sweeping powers. Bill Clinton used it in 
1997 to ban all transactions, including

trade, with Sudan. 

America’s stockmarket reeled. 
Chinese officials boasted that they now 
had the upper hand, citing the sell-off as 
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evidence that America’s trade war was a 
type of self-harm. But the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment seemed desirous of limiting the 
fallout. Domestic media barely men¬ 
tioned a tweet by Mr Trump in which he 
called the Chinese president, Xi Jinping, 


an “enemy”. 

Over the next couple of days Mr 
Trump softened his rhetoric, emphasis¬ 
ing “meaningful talks” with China. He 
trumpeted progress towards a trade deal 
with Japan, which negotiators hope to 
seal in September. Robert Lighthizer, the 
United States Trade Representative, said 
it would cover industrial tariffs, digital 
trade and agriculture. The element that 
seemed to excite Mr Trump most was a 
Japanese promise to encourage firms to 
buy American corn. 

Trade tensions with the European 
Union also eased a little. A French tax on 
digital services, imposed in July, had trig¬ 
gered an investigation into whether 
American businesses were being unduly 
burdened. Mr Trump had threatened re¬ 
taliatory tariffs on French wine. But offi¬ 
cials hashed out a deal to avoid tit-for-tat 
measures, in which the French reiterated 


that they would remove the tax once a 
multilateral equivalent had been agreed 
and was in place, and added that they 
would refund companies any difference 
between the unilateral measure and any 
eventual replacement. 

Mr Trump is likely to take away from 
his hectic week the message that he has 
more leverage to reshape trade than his 
critics claim. Details of what was agreed 
during the G7 weekend are scant, but it 
seems that the Japanese and French both 
gave ground under the threat of 
American tariffs.

GENETICS AND SEXUALITY 

There is no “gay gene” 

But biology does in part determine sexual orientation 


IN 1993 a region of the human genome called 
xq28 was linked to male homosexuality, and 
the controversial notion of a “gay gene” was 
born. Those research findings have not been 
replicated. But it was never going to be that 
simple: decades of genetic research have 
shown that almost every human character¬ 
istic is a complex interplay of genes and en¬ 
vironmental factors. A new study, published 
in Science this week, confirms that this is 
the case for human sexuality, too. 

The study, the largest ever into this diffi¬ 
cult topic, was conducted by an international 
group of scientists working with 23andMe, a 
personal genomics firm. It used what is called 
a genome-wide association study (GWAS) on 
408,995 individuals in the UK Biobank, a 
British health resource, and 68,527 American 
23andMe users — all of whom remained 
anonymous and consented to the study. 

A GWAS involves scanning a person’s 
DNA for tiny variations in the genetic code 
(simple changes in the AS, TS, GSOR CS) 
that correlate with a given trait. The partici¬ 
pants were divided on the basis of whether 
they answered yes or no to the question 
“Have you ever had sex with someone of the

same sex?” — a woolly proxy for sexual ori¬ 
entation, even in the absence of little white 
lies. The figures the GWAS produced, there¬ 
fore, relate only to a single act, not to whether 
someone identifies as gay. 

The researchers found five genetic mark¬ 
ers that were significantly associated with a 
reported homosexual act by one of the partic¬ 
ipants in the study. None of those markers 
was on the X or Y sex chromosomes and 
their total combined effect accounted for less 


than 1% of the variance. This is because the 
behaviour is the result of the aggregate effort 
of hundreds or thousands of genes, whose in¬ 
dividual effects are infinitesimally weak. 
Totting up all the thousands of tested genetic 
variants accounted for between 8% and 25% 
of the variation in people’s self-reported ho¬ 
mosexual acts. These variants also overlapped 
with other traits, such as a smoking and an 
openness to new experiences. 

Interestingly, only about 60% of the genetic 
variants identified in the study were shared by 
both sexes. Most behaviours show more over¬ 
lap between the sexes than this, intimatingthat 
male and female homosexuality, or at least sex¬ 
ual adventures, may be quite different. David 
Curtis of University College London notes that 
what overlap there is “suggests that there could 
be specific factors affecting same-sex attrac¬ 
tion rather than simply being attracted to 
males versus being attracted to females.” 

The riddles go on 

Conscious of the tricky subject matter, the 
scientists are at pains to anticipate any mis¬ 
understandings or backlash. They collabo¬ 
rated with LGBT advocacy groups through-

FINANCE MINISTER Nirmala 
Sitharaman will on Friday 
meet tax officers as well as 
traders and professionals in 
Kolkata, the seventh round of 
such meetings in different 
cities, amid indications that 
the next set of measures to 
boost growth will take into 
policy suggestions received 
during these meetings. The 
government will hold more 
such deliberations in differ¬ 
ent cities to understand sec¬ 
toral issues faced by various 
sectors, a senior Finance 
Ministry official said. 

In these multi city tour — 
Ahmedabad, Varanasi, 
Mysuru, Pune, Guwahati, 
Chennai and Kolkata — an 
overriding message being 
conveyed by the Centre is that 
the government is a “facilita¬ 
tor for wealth creators” and it 
is keen to promote entrepre¬ 
neurship. A day after Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi’s 
Independence Day speech, 
Sitharaman kickstarted her 
tour from Ahmedabad, which 
was followed by Modi’s con¬ 
stituency, Varanasi, on August 
20. Revenue Secretary Ajay 
Bhushan Pandey and other 
senior tax officials have also 
accompanied the Finance 
Minister on the tours, which 
also covered Mysuru on 
August 22, Pune on August 27 
and more recently Chennai on 
August 29. 

Top brass of the Finance 
Ministry met local industry 
chambers, traders and busi¬ 
ness leaders during these 
meetings. The government has 
also tried to convey the mes¬ 
sage that the tax administra¬ 
tion is being made business 
friendly so that there is no ha¬ 
rassment of genuine taxpay¬ 
ers, while evaders will be 
looked into. “During her meet¬ 
ings with the tax officials across 
these cities, the finance minis¬ 
ter argued that the tax targets 
outlined in the Budget were 
achievable,” the official said.

IN A bid to reassure the troubled 
automobile industry that is wit¬ 
nessing an unprecedented slow¬ 
down in sales over the last one year 
and is now staring at bigjob losses, 
Minister of Road Transport and 
Highways Nitin Gadkari on 
Thursday said that the govern¬ 
ment will extend all possible sup¬ 
port to the industry. Among a se¬ 
ries of proposals, he said that he 
will take up the demand of GST re¬ 
duction with the Finance Minister 
and also take up a recommenda¬ 
tion to lower taxes on fuel in order 
to help the industry. 

Speaking at the annual con¬ 
vention of SIAM, Gadkari said that 
even if GST is reduced for some 
time, it will help the industry. “I 
will follow it up with the Finance 
Minister. The sector needs help 
right now to increase vehicle 
sales”. With the impending price 
increase of vehicles and the up¬ 
coming of BS VI norms deadline, 
“it is your (industry’s) demand 
that there should be reduction in 
tax of petrol and diesel vehicles... 
I will take your message to the 
Finance Minister,” said Gadkari. 

As all segments of the auto¬ 
mobile sector including the com¬ 
mercial vehicle sales are under 
stress with major truck manufac¬ 
turers announcing over 50 per 
cent decline in sales in August 
2019, the minister said that in a bid 
to generate demand for commer¬ 
cial vehicles, “we will try to bring 
68 big projects including express 
highway projects amounting to 


New Delhi: Mahindra & 
Mahindra has deferred its 
planned capex of around Rs 
1,000 crore by a year, which, if 
not reversed within this fiscal, 
would lead to more job losses 
in the sector, the company’s 
MD Pawan Goenka said on 
Thursday.

“There have been talks that 
government is planning to ban 
petrol and diesel vehicles. I want 
to make it clear that the govern¬ 
ment has no such plan. We are not 
going to do anything like that” the 
minister said. In 2017, Gadkari had 
said that the auto industry would 
be “bulldozed” if they didn’t push 
for electric vehicles. 

Speaking at the event Uday 
Kotak, vice chairman and MD of 
Kotak Mahindra Bank, said that 
the auto industry needs to be 
ready for structural changes. 


in the festive season, it may 
have to undertake the exercise 
again in October. “At M&M, 
we probably will end up de¬ 
ferring about 10 per cent 
capex for auto and tractor (to¬ 
gether)... it would come to 
around Rs 800-Rs 1,000 
crore,” Goenka said on side¬ 
line of SIAM convention.

RBI: Foreign investors to get more access to rupee debt market

RESERVE BANK of India Deputy 
Governor BP Kanungo has said 
greater access to foreign investors 
to the mpee debt market, cash as 
well as derivative, will gradually 
be considered for the develop¬ 
ment of the money market. 

According to Kanungo, non¬ 
resident investors bring volume 
and liquidity to the financial mar¬ 
kets for the simple reason that 
there is a large corpus of savings 
available overseas, forever in 


search of yields. “There has been 
a gradual effort to remove the bar¬ 
riers to entry for non-resident in¬ 
vestors in the debt segment. The 
gradual process is motivated by 
the possibility of sudden reversals 
causing turbulence in the interest 
rates,” he said while addressing 
the FIMMDA-PDAI Annual 
Conference in Moscow. 

Even though there has been a 
great deal of interest from foreign 
investors in mpee debt securities 
in recent times which protects the 
Indian borrower from foreign ex¬ 
change risk in contrast with for¬ 
eign currency debts, the threat to

stability in the interest rate mar¬ 
ket and some residual threat to 
stability in the forex market re¬ 
mains, he said. 

“We would also work towards 
enhancing the overall liquidity in 
government securities market in 
terms of availability of two-way 


quotes in less liquid maturities 
through targeted market making 
schemes. Further, measures to¬ 
wards activation of a securities 
lending and borrowing pro¬ 
gramme, inter-operability of de¬ 
positories for smooth transfer of 
ownership in securities will re¬ 
ceive our attention,” he said. “We 
are also engaging government for 
active consolidation of govern¬ 
ment debt through frequent buy¬ 
back/switch operation.” 

The evolution of the money 
market continues to be stunted as 
most of the activity is concen¬ 
trated in the overnight segment 


and a robust term money market 
continues to elude the economy, 
Kanungo said. 

“There is some trading in the 
treasury bills, but activity in the 
commercial papers (CPs) and cer¬ 
tificate of deposits (CDs) is con¬ 
fined to primary issuances. The 
interest rate derivatives market 
also continues to be lacklustre. 
There is reasonable liquidity in 
overnight interest swaps, but 
there is no appetite, and hence not 
much trading in other derivatives 
including interest rate futures,” 
Kanungo said. 

Kanungo said the Credit 


Default Swap market, introduced 
in 2012 is moribund. 

“It is ironical that while some 
participants used to write little 
understood products like quanto 
swaps a decade and a halfback, 
there is little effort to provide sim¬ 
ple products like caps or collars on 
bonds today," he said. 

Despite allowing full access to 
non-resident investors to the do¬ 
mestic interest rate derivatives 
market, anecdotal evidence 
seems to suggest that an offshore 
market in this segment might be 
developing, much like the NDF 
market, he said.

NCLT okays JSW 
Steel’s d9,700 cr 
bid for Bhushan 
Power & Steel

SAJJAN JINDAL-promoted JSW 
Steel has won Bhushan Power 
and Steel (BPSL) with its Rs 
19,700-crore bid having been ac¬ 
cepted by the National Company 
Law Tribunal (NCLT). The appel¬ 
late tribunal on Thursday okayed 
the bid which would see financial 
creditors get Rs 19,350 crore 
while operational creditors will 
get Rs 350 crore against their ad¬ 
mitted claims of Rs 733.76 crore. 

The acquisition of BPSL will 
make JSW Steel India’s biggest 
steelmaker with a capacity of 
over 22 million tonne. BPSL has a 
capacity of 3.1 million tonne per 
annum (mtpa). JSW Steel has al¬ 
ready taken over another insol¬ 
vent firm — Monnet Ispat - 
through the Insolvency and 
Bankruptcy Code (IBC) route; 
Monnet has a steel-making ca¬ 
pacity of 1.1 mtpa. 

“The resolution plan of JSW, 
HI resolution applicant, is ac¬ 
cepted,” the two-member NCLT 
bench, headed by its president 
MM Kumar, said in its 138-page 
order. The bench also overruled 
objections raised by erstwhile 
promoters of the company as 
well as its operational creditors, 
both of which were against JSW 
Steel’s resolution plan. 

The NCLT’s principal bench 
had on July26,2017, admitted the 
insolvency plea of Punjab 
National Bank against the com¬ 
pany. A clutch of 34 financial cred¬ 
itors claimed Rs 47,303 crore from 
the company, as on January 3, 
2019, of which, the resolution 
professional (RP) admitted claims 
worth Rs 47,158 crore. 
Operational creditors, number¬ 
ing 1,778, claimed Rs 2,320 crore 
from BPSL 

“JSW is to incorporate or 
identify a wholly-owned sub¬ 
sidiary and to infuse equity of Rs 
8,550 crore into a special purpose

vehicle (SPV), which is to be done 
in accordance with the provisions 
of the resolution plan and is to 
merge with the corporate debtor 
on the effective date,” JSW Steel’s 
council had informed the NCLT 
earlier. 

The CIRP for BPSL has seen 
many twists and turns. Though 
late-entrant Liberty House was in 
the reckoning for BPSL, the race 
was primarily one between JSW 
Steel and Tata Steel. Lenders had 
on July 9,2018 selected Tata Steel 
as the HI bidder andJSW Steel as 
the H2 bidder for BPSL. 

However, on July 26,2018 the 
CoC allowed JSW Steel to submit a 
revised bid forthe steelmaker. Tata 
Steel challenged the CoC’s deci¬ 
sion in NCLAT on July 30,2018. 

On August 1,2018 NCLAT had 
again allowed submission of re¬ 
vised bids by all three bidders, in¬ 
cluding the UK-based Liberty 
House. Following this, on August 
13,2018 JSW Steel further im¬ 
proved its financial bid and cho¬ 
sen as the most preferred bidder, 
ahead of Tata Steel, for BPSL by the 
CoC on July 14. While the Tatas 
had consistently opposed CoC’s 
permission for a revised bid, JSW 
Steel had questioned its objec¬ 
tions, saying a financial bid can al¬ 
ways be improved upon till the 
time the bids are voted on. The 
erstwhile promoters also made a 
last-minute offer of repaying back 
financial creditors in full. Sanjay 
Singal had offered to pay the fi¬ 
nancial creditors in full and take 
the company out the CIRP, under 
section 12 A of the IBC, by con¬ 
verting their entire debt into cu¬ 
mulative redeemable preference 
shares, payable over 17 years. FE

China, US to hold tariff talks in October; Beijing says phone call went well

CHINA AND the United States on 
Thursday agreed to hold high- 
level talks in early October in 
Washington, boosting markets as 
investors hoped for a thaw in the 
trade war between the world’s 
two largest economies that has 
taken a toll on global growth. 

The meeting was arranged 
during a phone call between 
Chinese Vice Premier Liu He and 
US Trade Representative Robert 
Lighthizer and US Treasury 


Secretary Steven Mnuchin, 
China’s commerce ministry said 
in a statement on its website. 
China’s central bank governor Yi 
Gang was also on the call. US 
President Donald Tmmp had pre¬ 
viously said the sides expected to 
meet in September. News that the 
face-to-face talks were scheduled 
sent Asian, European and US stock 
markets higher, with all three ma¬ 
jor US stock indices touching over 
a month high. 

European shares also rose for a 
second straight day on Thursday, 
with the pan-European STOXX 
600 index hitting its highest level 


since August 1. On Sunday, 
Washington began imposing 15 
per cent tariffs on an array of 
Chinese imports, while China be¬ 
gan placing duties on US crude oil. 
On Monday, China said it had 
lodged a complaint against the US 
at the World Trade Organization. 

Washington plans to increase 
the tariff rate to 30 per cent from 
the 25 per cent duty already in 
place on $250 billion worth of 
Chinese imports from October 1. 

China’s Commerce Ministry 
said its trade team will consult 
with its US counterpart in mid- 
September in preparation for ne-

Gold slides 2 %, silver 
sheds 4% on trade deal

GOLD SLUMPED more than 2 per 
cent and silver fell over 4 per cent 
on Thursday as strong US eco¬ 
nomic data and hopes of a thaw 
in the US-China trade war boosted 
Treasury yields and soothed fears 
of an economic slowdown, driv¬ 
ing riskier assets higher. 

Spot gold fell 2.3 per cent to 
$1,517.20 per ounce at 1:47 p.m. 
EDT(1747 GMT) and silver fell 4.2 
per cent to $18.74 per ounce, after 
earlier dipping as low as $1,509.03 
and $18.48, respectively. Both pre¬ 
cious metals were set for their 
worst daily percentage decline in 
more than 2-1 \2 years. US gold fu¬ 
tures settled down 2.2 per cent at 


$1,525.90 per ounce. Meanwhile, 
oil prices rallied about 1 per cent 
on Thursday. Global benchmark 
Brent cmde gained 66 cents, or 1.1 
per cent, to$61.36 a barrel by 17:33 
GMT. US West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) cmde added 57 cents, or 1 
per cent, to $56.83 a barrel. 
Treasury yields were higher on 
Thursday following news on trade 
talks. Across maturities, yields 
were about 10 basis points higher, 
with the 10-year yield at 1.564 per 
cent, up 10.5 basis points. The 
two-year yield was up 10.6 basis 
points to 1.540 percent. 

The rise in US Treasury yields 
was on top of an earlier increase 
as payroll processor ADP said 
US private employment grew 
at its fastest pace in four months 
in August.

A DAY after the United States 
Department ofjustice (DOJ) filed 
an antitrust lawsuit to block 
Novelis’ near $2.6-billion acquisi¬ 
tion of Aleris Corp, citing that the 
deal would reduce competition 
in the North American market for 
aluminium auto body sheet, 
Novelis on Thursday said it is frilly 
committed to closing the pro¬ 
posed acquisition notwithstand¬ 
ing the lawsuit to block the same. 

In a statement, the company, 
a subsidiary of Aditya Birla 
Group-led Hindalco Industries, 
said: “Novelis intends to vigor¬ 
ously defend against the DOJ’s 
challenge, which it believes is 
without merit.” 

Raising objections to the deal, 
the department on Wednesday

said the lawsuit of the antitrust 
division alleges that the transac¬ 
tion would combine two of only 
four North American producers 
of aluminum auto body sheet. 
Calling Ohio-based Aleris an ‘ag¬ 
gressive competitor’, the lawsuit 
alleges that “if this deal were al¬ 
lowed to proceed, Novelis would 
lock up 60% of projected total do¬ 
mestic capacity and the vast ma¬ 
jority of uncommitted capacity, 
enabling the company to raise 
prices, reduce innovation and 


provide less favourable terms of 
service to the detriment of au¬ 
tomakers and ultimately 
American consumers.” 

However, in response to the 
DOJ lawsuit, Novelis has said the 
lawsuit challenging the Aleris ac¬ 
quisition is without merit. Novelis 
said the lawsuit ignores the full 
scope of automotive body sheet 
competition as it is based on the 
contention that the only relevant 
competition among automotive 
body sheet providers is among 
aluminum manufacturers such 
as Novelis and Aleris. The com¬ 
pany said the department ignores 
competition from steel automo¬ 
tive body sheet, even though steel 
automotive body sheet is cur¬ 
rently used for nearly 90 per cent 
of the market. 

Once complete, the acquisi¬ 
tion will create a $21 -billion com¬ 
pany by revenue. FE

(RBI) on Thursday told the 
Bombay High Court that they 
have come up with a mobile- 
based app to identify currency 
and it will be launched in 
November. 

A bench of Chief Justice 
Pradeep Nandrajog and Justice 
Bharati Dangre were hearing a 
petition filed by the National 
Association of the Blind (NAB), 
seeking directions to include 
distinctive features in new coins 
and notes for easier identifica¬ 
tion by the visually impaired. 

The bench at first posed a 
question as to “what is the ne¬ 
cessity to change the size of 
notes?”, to which senior coun¬ 
sel Venkatesh Dhond for RBI 


said that from the year 1967 to 
2019, the dimension has 
changed only once. He added 
that last year, the RBI felt the 
need to change the size and di¬ 
mensions of the currency notes, 
one of the reasons was to make 
the notes “wallet-friendly”. 

On the statement by RBI to 
introduce an app to identify 
notes, the bench said that 
“Nature has its own compensa¬ 
tory ways. Somewhere people 
who are visually challenged use 
one sensible organ, why can’t 
we be sympathetic to them.” It 
further asked, “what happens 
when a visually impaired per¬ 
son loses his phone network or 
is not allowed to use his phone.” 

The bench also said in states, 
where mobile phones are not al¬ 
lowed, there is no connectivity, 
no internet what will happen 
then.

Twitter nixes 
tweets by text 
after CEO 
account hack

TWITTER ON Wednesday halted 
users’ ability to fire off tweets via 
text messages as it seeks to fix a 
vulnerability that led to CEO Jack 
Dorsey’s account being hijacked. 

Dorsey last week was the tar¬ 
get of so-called “SIM swap” fraud, 
which enables a hacker to trick a 
mobile carrier into transferring a 
number — potentially causing 
people to lose control not only of 
social media, but bank accounts 
and other sensitive information. 

This type of attack targets a 
weakness in the use of “two-fac¬ 
tor authentication” via text mes¬ 
sage to validate access to an ac¬ 
count a break-in method that has 
grown popular in recent years. 

“We’re temporarily turning 
off the ability to Tweet via SMS, 
or text message, to protect peo¬ 
ple’s accounts,” the Twitter sup¬ 
port team wrote on the platform. 

“We’re taking this step be¬ 
cause of vulnerabilities that need 
to be addressed by mobile carri¬ 
ers and our reliance on having a 
linked phone number for two- 
factor authentication.” 

The San Francisco-based serv¬ 
ice added that as it works on a 
long-term solution to the prob¬ 
lem, tweeting via text message 
eventually will be turned back on 
in markets where users rely on 
that technique. 

Even with considerable secu¬ 
rity precautions in place, Dorsey 
became the victim of the embar¬ 
rassing compromise when at¬ 
tackers hijacked his phone num¬ 
ber and took control of his Twitter 
account.

‘Nationalism is defined not just by love of 
country, but by specific enemies and allies’

A t the latest edition of the Express Adda 

held in Delhi, Ashis Nandy, one of the 
country’s leading public intellectuals, 
spoke to The Indian Express National 
Opinion Editor Vandita Mishra, and Literary Editor 
Pratik Kanjilal, on why nationalism endures, 
Hindutva as a product of modernity and Gandhi’s 
lasting legacy 


On Hindutva being a modern 
urban concept 

It is absolutely a product of modernity, it 
is driven by the search for a proper nation¬ 
ality which the kinds of Savarkar believed 
India lacked. Here was one country that had 
no nationality, and the modern world runs 
on the concept of a nation-state,which re¬ 
quires nationality and nationalism. And be¬ 
cause we don’t have a nationality and be¬ 
cause Savarkar felt we were burdened by 
Hindus, multiplying like flies but demar- 
shalised, effeminate and disorganised, we 
have to beat them into a modem national¬ 
ity. That was his project. He picked it up 
from Europe and this search has never left 
us because there is the other view — some¬ 
body like (Rabindranath) Tagore who said 
that we do not have a nationality and we 
are none the worse for it. We have people, 
we have communities and these commu¬ 
nities are not only confined to the social 
sphere, there are different kinds of commu¬ 
nities. One person is associated with so 
many communities and that community 
becomes relevant according to the context. 
So, we do not have to have either a nation¬ 
ality or the ideology of nationalism. Old- 
fashioned patriotism is good enough. As it 
happens, in Europe too, the idea of nation¬ 
alism is not more than 250 years old. 

On why nationalism endures 

Old-fashioned patriotism was good 
enough for even Europe at one time, and in 
India today, it is by blurring old-style patri¬ 
otism and love for the country — which is 
natural and biological — and the idea of na¬ 
tionalism, that we have tried to strengthen 
nationalism. Nationalism by itself does not 
make that much of a sense as old-fashioned 
patriotism, which is biologically given in 
the sense that your earlier learning induces 
you to love your environment and place or 
location. Even cats and dogs are territorial, 
even birds are territorial, so it is not species- 
specific. And people died even then for the 
king and the country, they were patriotic. 
Every Indian, every South Asian, I should 
say, is patriotic by nature. You don’t have to 
teach them to be patriotic, but nationalism 


is an ideology and nationalism is not only 
defined by the love of the country territo¬ 
rially where you were born, nationalism is 
defined by specific enemies and specific al¬ 
lies. Nationalism is built on that; patriot¬ 
ism doesn’t have that kind of a responsibil¬ 
ity, it doesn’t define your enemies or 
friends. So a different kind of relationship 
prevailed between countries, which even 
had wars like the Mahabharatic wars. Every 
day after the battle, the enemies met in the 
evening and talked of the older days when 
they lived together in peace; on all the days 
of the battle, this was a common fashion. It 
is a very long tradition, you will find simi¬ 
lar stories in the West. Nationalism intro¬ 
duced a newer concept where enemies are 
more clearly defined, allies are clearly de¬ 
fined and all nationalists are supposed to 
agree with that. 

On the Hindutva-Hinduism 
tussle 

Ultimately, Hinduism will survive, it is 
too decentralised, too open to diversity. I’ve 
worked on nationalism, so I am telling you 
with some confidence. You read all the na¬ 
tionalist texts and you tell me if this nation¬ 
alism is different from our nationalism, or 
that nationalism is distinct from other kind 
of nationalism. You cannot find it, all na¬ 
tionalisms are the same, the texts are the 
same, only the names, only the minor, triv¬ 
ial details differ. There is no difference be¬ 
tween nationalism anywhere. Psychologi¬ 
cally speaking, they are absolutely the same 
profile. That is the difference, while patriot¬ 
ism is different from country to country. 
Some are patriotic only about their village, 
some about the country, some about the 
region, some about the language, so how 
you define patriotism differs from country 
to country, situation to situation. 

On whether we are moving 
towards Savarkar’s utopia 

This is Savarkar’s state to some extent. 
Savarkar was a great admirer of western 
nation-states, he felt that our salvation 
lay there. I must say that as a non-Hindu, 
I feel very obliged to him for keeping the 
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Uma Nandy (left) with author-journalist Antara Dev Sen 
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Ashis Nandy was presented his portrait, illustrated by Suvajit Dey, 
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minorities away from it (his utopia). In 
his ideal India, there is no Muslim, 
Christian or any other community. It’s the 
most boring utopia and I felt very grate¬ 
ful to him for keeping the minorities out 
of it, so I was at least out of it. More inter- 
esting are his three main arguments 
against Gandhi. He said Gandhi was su¬ 
perstitious because he tried to bring 
things like soul force and fasting into pol¬ 
itics. Two, Gandhi was anti-science be¬ 
cause he talked of multiplicity of science 
and alternative sciences, technologies 
and charkha, and three, that Gandhi had 
no knowledge or was innocent or igno¬ 
rant about modem western political the¬ 
ory. I would agree with him; all three are 
right. Personally, I think these are the 
things that gave strength to Gandhi and 
made his dissent survive all competition. 
He seems much more relevant today be¬ 
cause the movements we see around us, 
be it on environment, feminism or peace, 
they all owe allegiance to him even for 
his alternative science and technology. 

On the many facets of 
Gandhi and his relevance 

That’s also a clue to his survival be¬ 
cause people rediscover new types of 
Gandhi. There are many Gandhians who 
are extremely boring. I’ve met Gandhians 
who drink a glass of nimbu-pani every day 
in the morning because Gandhi had once 
told him that’s good for health. Gandhi 
himself might have moved away from 
that. I’ve met Gandhians who will not ex¬ 
periment with anything new because 
they want to duplicate Gandhi. That gave 
a sense of security in Gandhism, whereas 
Gandhi himself didn’t seek security from 
his ideas. He didn’t believe in any ideol¬ 
ogy, he had no obligation to be self-consis¬ 
tent. He was always willing to experi¬ 
ment, he had many facets and people 
picked up those aspects of Gandhi 
whichever they were comfortable with. 
At the moment, the official Gandhi is a 
Gandhi who is a saint, whom you would 
keep as a statue or a portrait and garland 
it everyday and when it comes to your life 
and your public life, then say that his life 
was different, his concerns were differ¬ 
ent, we cannot follow that. 

On whether lynching is the 
return of hate 

I would say it’s the return of passion. 
I have more hope with that than the other 
kind of thing because in the 20th century, 
this other kind of passionless violence 
has come to dominate the scene. It was 
first noticed by Tagore. When he was go¬ 
ing to Iran, he wrote a book on it. If I re¬ 
member correctly, the pilot was one who 
had participated in the Afghan war and 
while he was travelling in the plane, the 
pilot explained to him the beauties of aer¬ 
ial bombing and it struck Tagore that 
from 20,000 ft or so, if you can kill the 
Afghan villages down below, it does not 
touch you at all. You don’t need any ha- 
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tred or anger, you are just pressing 
switches and killing people and this dis¬ 
tance between the victim and the perpe¬ 
trator is going to be a dangerous devel¬ 
opment in human affairs. The best 
example I can give you of this was in the 
film on Vietnam, Apocalypse Now, based 
on Joseph Conrad’s book. Where the hel¬ 
icopter gunships from the top are straf¬ 
ing a village, when you go down the vil¬ 
lage, you see men, women and children 
running. They do not know where be¬ 
cause there are so many helicopters fly¬ 
ing and even the cattle are running with 
them, and it is serene and on the stereo of 
the helicopter Flight of the valkyries is 
playing. It’s like a game. The young boys 
in their twenties, who operate the drones 
through which victims are killed in 
Afghanistan, do it as if it is a game. 

On the public performance 
of violence 

If you read newspapers today, irre¬ 
spective of what is the newspaper writ¬ 
ing, what it is hiding, what it is revealing, 
you will find records of crime, you will 
find that nearly 90 per cent of the events 
relate to violence of some kind. We are 
getting brutalised every day and the kind 
of brutalisation you see is an indicator of 
how far we have fallen. This brutalisation 
is a contribution of not only this regime, 
it is part of a process which is going on in 
India over the last so many decades and 
not only in India, all over the world. 

On the end of authoritarian 
regimes 

When will it come, how will it come, 
we cannot predict. People always react 
to such a system very spontaneously. The 
fact of the matter is that even in ruthless 
regimes like Pakistan, the Pakistanis have 
defeated four such systems without 
bloodshed. With mere street demonstra¬ 
tions, they brought down four such sys¬ 
tems. This is a global record. There is 
something in South Asia that these au¬ 
thoritarian regimes don’t last long. 

On whether caste will defeat 
Hindutva 

Many people used to say that previ¬ 
ously, now it does not look that easy but 
yes, it can still do it because caste is a di¬ 
visive force but caste is also a commu¬ 
nity whether you like it or not, and of¬ 
ten they have their own dynamics and 
logic. I mean even if you are fighting 
against caste, you have to mobilise caste. 
To say that the Dalits have to be liber¬ 
ated from the caste system, you have to 
organise them as Dalits to liberate them. 
There is a reason for that. The oppressed 
have to organise themselves in the com¬ 
munity. Black Americans fought against 
racial injustice, but they had to mobilise 
and organise the blacks first. Whites 
joined later, but blacks had to mobilise 
them first. EFS 
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Do you think school education and higher 
education can play a role in contesting the 
process of subversion? Can it be an 
instrument for the establishment of a 
more inclusive, democratic and 
egalitarian society? 

This is difficult to answer because educa¬ 
tion is not the same for everybody, but it is 
true that education has increasingly become 
instrumental. Since specialisation begins earlier 
now than it used to be, those who are in the stream 
give up general education or liberal education by the time they are in 
Class VII. Then, specialisation begins and invariably professional educa¬ 
tion is basically instrumental and this stays with them. That kind of edu¬ 
cation does not allow us to be very optimistic perhaps. But it is also true 
that if you are expecting wonders from the educational system itself, you 
will have to do a different thing, or have a more visionary educational 
system where children are allowed to think for themselves. 



RITA KOTHARI

You mentioned how even Pakistan brought 
three or four authoritarian regimes down 
through public demonstrations. My 
disagreement is that those regimes were 
perceived as authoritarian but if a large 
majority sees a regime as an efficient one, 
how is public outrage or public 
demonstration to happen? How are those 
regimes to be even brought down when 
there is such a context of collaboration? 

People are intelligent enough to know what is au¬ 
thoritative and what is not but people also often enjoy that. That sense of 
security and sense of what I must call the search for a pseudo community. 
Hindutva gives you a pseudo community — one community — whereas 
Hinduism does not give you that feeling, it gives you only an ambience in 
which you are allowed a choice. So there your security is much less be¬ 
cause you know from the beginning that is relevant for only some, you 
have the choice of freedom but your efficiency will be less, it is true, let us 
not deny that. It is true if India had one language, then India would have 
been more efficient. In fact, our census from 1940s onwards has been try¬ 
ing to reduce the number of languages. In the last 40-45 years, we have 
lost 300 languages. Indians should be happy and those who seek effi¬ 
ciency should be happier. Each language is also a worldview, it is a philos¬ 
ophy of life. I think there is some loss also in it.

You spoke a lot about Gandhiji and also 
mentioned (Kannada writer) UR 
Ananthamurthy. In one of his essays, 
Ananthamurthy referred to Gandhi as 
the critical insider, which basically 
means he lived within the Indian 
tradition but was also critical of it. In 
contemporary India, is it possible at all to 
imagine a critical insider, because if you’re 
critical, you’re designated as the outsider and 
if you’re an insider, you can’t be critical. 

This is not only a failure of leadership, it is a failure of us to some 
extent that we are not able to contain this kind of identification. 
Consent without criticism is a development which is sad also to some 
extent; it is something the Indian middle class has brought upon itself. 
In a society like ours, the middle class has always been a mediating 
factor. We respond to new ideas, we respond to criticism, we offer crit¬ 
icism, there is counter criticism from the other side — this has always 
been a thriving middle class. But now, a very significant proportion of 
the middle class — it has significantly grown from the time of 
Independence but I would suspect that a very small minority is a very 
natural outgrowth of the middle class we had at the time of 
Independence, but the rest are middle class by the virtue of money but 
not by virtue of middle-class values. They are not accustomed to the 
middle class that speaks out, it is a middle class that is grooving with 
whatever is in the air, whoever can mobilise them through the media. 
There is no robust scepticism that we saw in the earlier middle class. 
It’s a great pity that the middle class is getting more and more unac¬ 
cepting to the idea of criticism. Criticism is like a dangerous thing, it’s 
like you’re not agreeing with the majority. And that’s a great pity. In 
this culture, in this civilisation, it was once a running theme that 
everybody has an independent view.

Since you mentioned the prescribed 
textbooks, hypothetically spealdng 20-30 
years from now, if children were to sit in a 
history classroom and read the five 
reasons or causes for the nationalism in 
this period that we are living through, 
what in your view could be those five 
points that children could quote?

I often mention, 
it is a take off from something Oscar Wilde said once: A virtuous Indian 
when he dies now does not go to heaven, he goes to New York.

Like a lion in the middle of a jungle... 

...was Schwartzman’s assessment of Nadal, who quelled the Argentine to book a spot in US Open semis

RAFAEL NADAL, called a “lion” by his latest 
victim and “the greatest fighter ever” by his 
next opponent, stalks his 19th Grand Slam 
title in Friday’s US Open semi-finals. 

The 33-year-old Spaniard, forced to retire 
from last year's semi-finals with knee pain, is 
feeling healthy now and ready to pounce 
upon Italy’s 24th-seeded Matteo Berrettini. 

“He’s serving huge, big forehands, mov¬ 
ing well, and big confidence because he’s 
having a great year, so let’s see. I need to play 
my best,” Nadal said of his first-time foe. 

“Looks relaxed, looks he's ready to fight 
for important things." 

At stake is a berth in Sunday’s final at 
Arthur Ashe Stadium against a first-time 
Grand Slam finalist — the winner between 
Russian fifth seed Daniil Medvedev and 
Bulgaria's 78th-ranked Grigor Dimitrov, who 
upset 20-time Slam champion Roger Federer 
in a five-set quarter-final thriller. 

"I saw some matches of him here. He was 
playing unbelievable,” Medvedev said. “We 
all know what he’s capable of when he's 
playing like he can." The same is true about 
Nadal, who dispatched Argentina's Diego 
Schwartzman in the quarter-finals. 

“Like a lion in the middle of the jungle,” 
Schwartzman said of Nadal. “He's big. He's a 
fighter. He knows how to play the important 
moments every single time.” Berrettini, at 
23 a decade younger than Nadal, heaped on 
greater praise. 

“I think he's the greatest fighter ever in 
this sport,” the Italian said. “It's unbelievable 
(what) he's doing. I admire him, the way he 
is on the court, like his attitude is something 
I think it's close to perfection.” 

Nadal, who has dropped only one set in 
four matches and a walkover, warns his mind 
and body are as dangerous as his heart and 
spirit. “I had stable character during all my 
life, all my career. I mean, mentally focused, 
mentally relaxed and mentally always ready 
to respect every opponent, to play every 
point, to play every game, to play every set 
and every match until the end. So that's one 
of the keys of the success,” Nadal said. 

“But honestly, is not everything. I think 
my success is not only because of the spirit of 
fight. There is lot of things after this.” 
Berrettini, never better than the last-16 in 
seven prior Slam starts, recalled seeing Nadal 
on television as a child. 

“It was unbelievable,” Berrettini said. “I 
saw, like, 100 of his matches. Who in this tour 
doesn't know Rafa? It's going to be tough, for 
sure, against him.” Nadal is playing a per¬ 
sonal-best seventh consecutive Slam semi¬ 
final, having won his 12th French Open title 
in June. He lost to top-ranked Novak Djokovic 
in the Australian Open final and to Federer 
in the Wimbledon semis. 

Medvedev was hindered by a sore left 
quadriceps muscle in a quarter-final win over 
three-time Grand Slam winner Stan 
Wawrinka but has two rest days before fac¬ 
ing Dimitrov. 

Berrettini hungry for more 

There has been no shortage of talk at the 
US Open about where the challenge to the 
domination of the Big Three of Novak 
Djokovic, Rafa Nadal and Roger Federer 
might come from and none of it included a 
burly 23-year-old pasta-loving Roman. 

But big-hitting Matteo Berrettini put him¬ 
self into that conversation on Wednesday 
with a gritty, workmanlike effort that no 
doubt earned the approval of his Italian coun¬ 
trymen, battling past 13th seeded Frenchman 
Gael Monfils 3-6 6-3 6-2 3-6 7-6(5) to reach 
a first Grand Slam semi-final. If Federer is ten¬ 
nis’s version of a sleek Ferrari then Berrettini 
is the big-engine muscle car. 

Standing six-foot, five-inches (1.98m)

with a scruffy beard Berrettini cuts an im¬ 
posing figure, a Rocky-like underdog who 
packs a similar punch as the fictional boxer 
and is now one win away from a shot at the 
title. “I was dreaming about this when I was 
a child,” grinned Berrettini. 

“So now I’m doing that. “I have to enjoy 
what I’m doing but I have to look forward 
what to do, what I want to do. “I’m in semis. 
I’m trying to keep going and I’m dreaming, 
as well. “Why not?” 

Four years ago Berrettini was playing a 
Futures event in Italy and on Wednesday be¬ 
came the first Italian man since Corrado 
Barazzutti 42 years ago to reach the US Open 
semi-finals. Berrettini, who had never made 
it beyond the fourth round of any Grand Slam 
before, has ventured into uncharted territory 
but what the ceiling is for the big Italian not 
even long time coach Vincenzo Santopadre 
could offer a guess. 

“I really don’t know what are his limits 
because he’s still going up, up, up,” said 
Santopadre. “So it’s difficult to say where he 
can arrive, what he can reach because I think 
nobody knows because he’s so young and he 
continues growing.” 

Despite winning a pair of titles this year 
and sitting a respectable 25th in the world 
rankings Berrettini was not on anyone's 
Hushing Meadows radar. A lack of consistent 
performances have plagued the 23-year- 
old's progress but the potential is clear. Also 
part of Berrettini's team in New York is 
Giovanni Bartocci — the owner of a trattoria 
in the East Village where he goes for the pasta 
dinners that have fueled his run to the last 
four. “He’s from Rome, my city,” smiled 
Berrettini. “I knew him last year. He’s such a 
nice guy,” he added.

CANADIAN BIANCA Andreescu became the 
first teen US Open semi-finalist in a decade, 
rallying to defeat Belgium’s Elise Mertens on 
Wednesday and advance to a last-four 
matchup with Belinda Bencic. 

Andreescu, a 19-year-old from suburban 
Toronto, downed 25th seed Mertens 3-6,6- 
2,6-3 to book a Thursday clash against fel¬ 
low Slam semi-final debutante Bencic, the 
Swiss 13th seed who beat Croatian 23rd seed 
Donna Vekic 7-6 (7/5), 6-3. 

“I’m honestly speechless,” Andreescu 
said. “I need someone to pinch me right now. 
Is this real life?” Serena Williams, seeking her 
24th Grand Slam singles title to match 
Margaret Court’s all-time record, faces 
Ukraine’s fifth-seeded Elina Svitolina in 
Thursday’s other semi. 

Either Bencic or Andreescu, who have 
never played each other, will reach her first 
Slam final on Saturday at Arthur Ashe 
Stadium, where first-time Slam winners have 
been crowned three of the past four years. 

“Semi-final feels great right now,” Bencic 
said. “I was dreaming about this day coming 
but you never know. I worked hard for this. 
Yeah, very nice feeling.” Andreescu, a win¬ 
ner this year at Indian Wells and Toronto, is 
the first teen in the US Open's last four since

Caroline Wozniacki in 2009. 

She credited being tested in her wins 
with giving her the poise to battle back after 
dropping the first set against a foe who had 
not dropped a set in the tournament. 

“I think it’s just the experience from play¬ 
ing these huge events this past year,” she said. 

“All that experience is just catching up.” 
Andreescu could become the first teen to win 
a Grand Slam title since Maria Sharapova 
captured the 2006 US Open and she would 
be the youngest US Open champion since 
Russia’s Svetlana Kuznetsova in 2004.

‘I’m not sure he has 
learned anything’: Laver 
calls for Kyrgios ban 

Sydney: Rod Laver has called for Nick 
Kyrgios to be suspended from the ATP 
Tour over bad behaviour, saying his fel¬ 
low Australian appears not to be learn¬ 
ing from his mistakes.Theexplosiveand 
temperamental 24-year-old Kyrgios has 
a history of notorious outbursts and is 
being investigated for potential mle vi¬ 
olations after calling the ATPTour “cor¬ 
rupt” during the US Open last week. 

While he later backed away from 
the comment, it followed a record 
$113,000 fine issued to him by the ATP 
for his actions at the Cincinnati 
Masters in August. During that melt¬ 
down, he smashed two racquets and 
described an umpire as a “tool”, with 
his sanction including fines for ball 
abuse, leaving the court without per¬ 
mission, an audible obscenity and un¬ 
sportsmanlike conduct. Kyrgios was 
warned that he could also face suspen¬ 
sion from the sport once a full investi¬ 
gation had taken place. 

“Whatever they have done hasn't 
worked so far, so maybe a suspension 
is the only answer," he told The Sydney 
MomingHerald on Wednesday. “I’m not 
sure he's learned anything from any of 
the things that have gone on.” In 2015, 
Krygios was fined for making a sexually 
disparaging remarkin Canada aboutthe 
girlfriend of three-time major winner 
Stan Wawrinka. The following year, he 
was banned for eight weeks after being 
accused of not trying at the Shanghai 
Masters. “He could have been, or still 
could become, a world champion be¬ 
cause of his serving ability, his game,” 
Laver added. AFP

IT IS difficult to imagine Achinta Sheuli being 
anything but a power-sport athlete. The 18- 
year-old is brawny and barrel-chested, with 
strong shoulders, muscular forearms and legs 
— the typical physique of a weightlifter. 

Watching Sheuli, a national and 
Commonwealth weightlifting champion, and 
the rest of the Indian squad training at the 
National Institute of Sports (NIS) in Patiala, 
lifting loaded barbells, can be a humbling ex¬ 
perience because of the display of explosive 
strength from a static position. 

Sheuli’s palms are callused from the daily 
training, one of the professional hazards for a 
weightlifter. However, he insists there was a 
time when his fingers had the dexterity to 
weave intricate zari embroidery work on sa- 
rees. As a 12-year-old, around the time he first 
stepped into the local gymnasium at Duelpur 
near Howrah in West Bengal, Sheuli was a 
skilled tailor. The predicament the family 
found itself in meant everyone had to work, 
Sheuli says. 

His father, who pedalled a cycle-rickshaw 
for a living, passed away when Sheuli was in 
Class 8. At about the same time, the small 


poultry farm at home was attacked by wild 
foxes. His elder brother, who was a 
weightlifter, quit the sport and leamt embroi¬ 
dery to earn a living, and Sheuli picked up the 
skill from his sibling. 

“My daily routine was broadly like this: 
Wake up at 5 am go for a mn, come home and 
stitch, then go to the local gym, after that head 
to school and after school, train again,” he 
says. Once back home, he would stitch again, 
after which he would have dinner, sleep past 
10 pm and rise at the crack of dawn. 

Sheuli’s life is still hectic but now he has a 
structured training schedule at the NIS which 
keeps him on his toes. He is relatively new to 
the national camp, 18 months and counting. 
He is among the younger crop of lifters, the 
other being the prodigious Jeremy Lalrinnunga, 
whose potential is being talked up. 

This year has been fruitful for Sheuli — he 
became the national champion in the 73 kilo¬ 
gram category in February and followed it up 
with a gold at the Commonwealth 
Weightlifting Championships last month. 

The gold at Apia, Samoa, and the one at 
the nationals, Sheuli says, were a shot in the 
arm for they not only proved that he was ca¬ 
pable of transitioning from the junior to the 
senior level, but also gave him bragging rights 
over other competitors in the category and 


extended his stint at the national camp. 
Sheuli, according to chief national coach Vijay 
Sharma, is being seen as a potential gold 
medalist at the next Commonwealth Games. 

“The gold at the Commonwealth 
Weightlifting Championships was my first 
international medal at the senior level. I know 
it is not as big a medal as the one at the Asian 


Championships, but it gives you a lot of con¬ 
fidence. I started training at a small gymna¬ 
sium in my village, which is half an hour from 
Howrah. So I am happy I have made it so far. 
Here at the national camp, there is monitored 
training, a structured diet chart and physio¬ 
therapy. When I started going to the gymna¬ 
sium, life was very different. I used to train,

work and go to school,” Sheuli says. 

Back then, every day presented a new 
challenge, he says.

“When my father was alive, my mother used 
to be a housewife but after his death she also 
started embroidery work along with my 
brother and me.” 

Though his brother was training to be a 
weightlifter, Sheuli’s introduction to the 
sports came by chance. He was flying kites 
and one of them fell near the village gymna¬ 
sium. He remained transfixed on the training 
regimen the lifters were undergoing and soon 
went along with his brother to the gym. 


Sheuli’s next event is the World 
Championships which begins on September 
18 in Pattaya, Thailand, where the competi¬ 
tion would be almost be as tough as the Asian 
Championships earlier this year — an event 
in which Sheuli found himself out of depth. 

China’s Zhiyong Shi won the gold with 
362 kg while Sheuli finished at 297. He says a 
right elbow niggle set him back at the Asian 
Championships and is aware that injury- 
management is key in his sport. 

“At the Commonwealth Weightlifting 
Championships, my target was to lift 310 kilo¬ 
grams but I totalled 305. So I was a little disap¬ 
pointed. When I won the national title in the 
73 kilogram category, I had lifted a total of 300 
kg.

Shah makes 
history, holds 
fort on Day One

BATSMAN RAHMAT Shah on Thursday be¬ 
came the first Afghanistan cricketer to score 
a Test century, helping the minnows start 
strongly against Bangladesh on the opening 
day of the one-off match. Shah made 102 and 
put on a crucial 120-run fourth-wicket stand 
with Asghar Afghan, batting on 88, to counter 
the Bangladesh spin attack at the Zahur 
Ahmed Chowdhury Stadium in Chittagong. 

Afghanistan were 271 for five at stumps 
with Afghan and Afsar Zazai, on 35, putting 
together a 74-run partnership in the final ses¬ 
sion of play. But it was Shah and Afghan who 
ensured that Afghanistan fought their way 
back in to the contest after being in trouble at 
77 for three at lunch. “It is a proud moment 
for me. I am the first person who has the first 
half century (in a Test) for the country and 
now the century," Shah told reporters after 
the opening day's play. 

“I had the dream to become the first cen¬ 
turion for Afghanistan. So naturally I was very 
upset when I got out scoring 98 against 
Ireland. Today I got the chance and scored 
the century,” he said. 

Taij ul Islam and Nayeem Hasan took two 
wickets each to hurt Afghanistan after the 
tourists elected to bat first in just their third 
five-day game. The war-torn nation had a 
bruising introduction to Test cricket after 
India outplayed them inside two days in 
2018. Afghanistan registered their first Test 
victory against Ireland early this year with 
Shah scoring two fifties in the game includ¬ 
ing a 98 in the first innings. 

The top-order batsman extended his pro¬ 
lific run of form as he reached his hundred 
with a boundary off Hasan, raising his bat to 
a standing ovation from the crowd and the 
dressing room. His celebration though was 
shortlived as Hasan got the batsman, who hit 
10 fours and two sixes in his 187-ball knock, 
out on the next ball. 

Hasan struck again with his off spin three 
balls later in the same over, rattling the stumps 
of Mohammad Nabi for nought as 
Afghanistan slipped to 197 for five. Afghan, 
who survived a reprieve on 42 by TV umpire 
after being given leg before out off Mehidy 
Hasan, struck three fours and two sixes so far 
in his second Test fifty. In the first session Taijul 
bowled opener Ihsanullah Janat for nine with 
his left-arm spin and became the fastest 
Bangladeshi bowler to reach 100 Test wickets.

AUSTRALIA DECLARED on 497-8 on Day 2 of 
the fourth Ashes test against England on 
Thursday after Steve Smith scored a double 
century for the third time in his career to con¬ 
tinue his extraordinary form this series. At 
the end of Day Two, England were 23 for 1, 
with Pat Cummins dismissing Joe Denly for 
four. Smith hit 211 off 319 balls in an innings 
containing 24 fours and two sixes. 

He has got 589 runs in four innings this 
series, at an average of 147.25. He continued 
to mark his return to international cricket in 
imperious fashion as Australia put them¬ 
selves in a dominant position in the fourth 
Test. It was his highest score of a series dur¬ 
ing which Smith’s lowest total in four innings 
is 92. 

This was also the eighth time he had 
passed 150 in a Test and the third instance 
against England, although he was reprieved 
twice on Thursday. Smith and Tim Paine (58), 
his successor as Australia captain, put on 145 
for the sixth wicket, with the tourists going 
through the second session without losing a 
wicket. 

Despite England’s dramatic one-wicket 
win in the third Test at Headingley in Smith’s 
absence to square the five-match series at 1 - 
1, the top-order problems that saw them dis¬ 
missed for just 67 in the first innings in Leeds 
remain intact. 

And with Australia left-arm fast bowler 
Mitchell Stare looking to make a mark in his 
first Test of the series, England faced a tough 
task just to get back on level terms in 
Manchester. 

But it might have been a different story 
had fast bowler Jofra Archer held on to a 
Smith caught-and-bowled chance. Archer, 
whose bouncer at Lord’s concussed Smith 
and ruled him out of the Headingley match, 
dropped the world’s number one-ranked 
Test batsman on 65. 

A touch lucky 

Smith was given another reprieve on 118 
when he edged Jack Leach to Ben Stokes at 
slip only for replays to reveal the left-arm 
spinner had over-stepped for a no-ball — a 
careless error for a slow bowler. 

Smith’s innings followed his scores of 144 
and 142 in Australia’s 251-run win in the 
opener at Edgbaston — his first Test since 
completing a 12-month ball-tampering ban 
— and the 92 he made at Lord’s, where he 
was felled by Archer. 

Australia resumed on 170-3 under sunny

through extra cover for a superb four in the 
second over to go to 65.

with the ball going for four after bursting 
through his grasp. 

Broad, however, removed yet another 
left-hander this series when a full-length 
delivery had Travis Head lbw for 19. Leach, 
who had played a key supporting role at No 
11 while all-rounder Stokes’s superb 135 
not out saw England to victory at 
Headingley, lured Matthew Wade (16) into 
a miscued drive to England captain Joe Root 
at mid-on. 

Smith then clipped Craig Overton for a 
two through square leg that saw him to his 
26th Test century in 160 balls, with 11 fours.

Letter highlights

Jharkhand polls

A LIFE member of Jharkhand State Cricket 
Association (JSCA) has written a letter to the 
JSCA’s electoral of¬ 
ficer requesting to 
direct Amitabh 
Choudhary, Acting 
Secretary BCCI and 
Director ICC to “re¬ 
frain for indulging 
in any manner” in 
the election. Life 
member Awdhesh 
Kumar Singh had 
specifically pointed 
out that Choudhary 
who “wields enormous power” in 
Jharkhand has put the name plate of'direc¬ 
tor ICC' on the doors of JSCA president of¬ 
fice giving rise to many “apprehensions and 
suspicions” to common members/voters of 
JSCA. 

Singh wrote a letter to Shiv Kumar Bansal, 
Electoral Officer, JSCA dated September 4 and 
had also marked a copy to Committee of 
Administrators, BCCI. The dates for the elec¬ 
tion are yet to be announced. 

He mentioned the Justice Lodha recom¬ 
mendations and wrote that the whole idea 
of reform was to ensure the functioning of 
the BCCI in a democratic manner and to 
abolish “monopolistic coterie ruled regime”. 

“Choudhary is deeply involved in day- 
to-day activities of JCSA either directly or 
through proxy...Being acting secretary he 
will not try to influence the election process, 
but his physical presence is enough to tilt 
the balance of any contesting candidate,” 
the letter said. 

He added that people who are claiming 
proximity to him will try to gain in this situ¬ 
ation which will be “detrimental in ensuring 
fee and fair election”. 

The letter added: “Fearing the reasons 
and apprehensions cited above I very 
humbly request your good office to direct Mr 
Amitabh Choudhary to vacate/close the of¬ 
fice/chamber of the Director ICC situated in 
JSCA stadium complex and refrain from 
meeting, canvassing or influencing the JSCA 
members either in personal or official capac¬ 
ity and camping in Ranchi till the election of 
JSCA is over.” 

When contacted Amitabh Choudhary 
said, “Under what law can a person be pro¬ 
hibited from talking to other persons. The 
entire letter is laughable.”
